H is coun- 
trymen, as if zealous to atone for their for- 
mer neglect, have ever since occupied 
Ihemsclyet with eager and cnrioat inquiriee 
into his habits and maniifTs — his [mfitry, 
amusement?', and enpet^iitions — Ins tradi- 
tions, and his history uiuU r all its manifest 
exaggerations; and ^^urh ha.s been tlie change 
in the current of public opinion, produced 
by one vast impiiUo, that there still e&bl» a 
decided propensity to exalt the Highland 
character even to the highest pitch of inia- 
ffinative excellence — to p;ive way without 
resistance to the mo.st extravagant preten- 
sions on the score of Hs valoor, higli-mind- 
edness, and ^enero«ify,— and (o atrvibe to 
it with a gratuitous profusion, all the quali- 
tiet which nan elevate or emlieltish the cha- 
racter of a people, or administer to the 
vanity of a race, jealous beyond all others 
of the glorv of their name. 

« Thte spirit has risen to its greatest height 
in our own May. The sinmilar ;uid int 're'>t- 
ing quaiities of the Highland character have 
never been so carefdily displaye<l, nor so 
highly admired, a? in the times in which we 
live. Poelr\' Iu'ih rhcerfiilly emi^rateil to 
refresh her withered laurels in tiie north, 
and romance has sought its appropriate ob- 
«cnrity and terrors in tlie gloomy rn\ eni", 
the trackless deserts, and the obsolete fero- 
city of the Scottish Highlands. The-mora 
humble tonrist has feebly Impressed upon 
ev^ry rock some inemomiidnm of hi< tran- 
sitory visit, and has impregnated hi^ labour- 
ing quarto with many aneedotes and tradi- 
tions long since (old, and as Ion;: fli 'n lii vi J. 
There is not a rece«*? in this wild and inter- 
esting country, which has not been ei- 
plered by some venturous traveller, — and 
«o much have all tlie aits i»f t! e south been 
rendered subservient to the illustration of 
this tecioli of mist, that there is hardly a 
romantic spot in it, or a frowning preci|)ice, 
or a rushing catftru/:t, or an antique castle, 
or a gloomy cave, u hich lias not been cora- 
memoratM in song, or (icliiiealed in some 
crude specinici of the jjrapliic art. such as 
|)opular travels uiiii other ephemeral works 
are competent to sufiply. 

** It is easy to accotmt for all this, even 
without referrinj; to the sndih rj importance 
which the Highlands acquired whfn ihty 
became the special object of le;;i!>lativc at- 
tention, and the natinal nvi lity w ith which 
those secluded regioiis were explored when 
they were first thrown open to the secure 
research of the wondering Lon lander. 
The habits and manners of the Hic^hlanders 
were of a chivalron: and warlike cast ; and 
the story of their fends and adventures was 
yet fresii in the rem<mbrance of (heir conn- 
trymea. Their cboracter and history fonn- 
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ed, therefore, the be?l dotfustie subject of 
that ambiguous species of poetry which 
takes its ongraeefiil station betwixt the he- 
roic and the ronimon ballad ; and which, 
from its extreme facility and obtrusive ^lare, 
has ac(]uired so threat a portion of fugitive 
popularity. K i.> a singtilar fact in (he his- 
tory of taste, that in an a^e, l)oasling beyond 
all others its security and opuleuce, and un- 
questionably disposed to indolence and en- 
joyment, the story of wild and barbarian 
adventure, should have l»een found the 
fittest element of i)oetic excitement ; and 
that the relation of exploits, in which the 
pf acefnl and effeminalp n^ader would shud- 
der to ent^u;;e, should afford him the highest 
imaginary delight, even when Imbodted in 
very humble diction, and sustained by tho 
most slender poetic eoibeUishmeot.'* 

The Scottish Ili^ blands are not divided 
from the plain country by those stronply 
marked lines which usually separate 
mountainous districts from the lowlands ; 
and thus the inhabitants of the cun- 
finos freqaeotly mingle, and loee by tbeiv 
anion the diitiiietive featnraa of their 
character. The population of this por- 
tion of Che Scottish territofy ia cohipated 
to be about one-eighth of the whole coun- 
try. Hie pliysiognomy of the Highlands 
is generally grand, roiigfa, and deterring 
to the native of more genial cUmet, 
but occasionally the traveller who ex- 
plores them, descends into a glen or val- 
ley, to which only a southern atmosphere 
is wanting' to imparl the beauty of an 
attractive and lovely landscape* 

" llt'vr tli'-rc is nothing tame or sfai^ranf : 
the mountains tower above each other in 
frowning majesty, and the torrents msfa 
with iiiip»'(iio>ity alon:; ; and at evcrv turn, 
the eye i> arre?-ied by some material emblem 
of resistless force and sublimity. Even the 
sterility which is stamped on the more pro- 
minent [larts of thesccnp, itiid u hicli to thr 
timid and lu;:nrious traveller appeai-s its 
ruling and repnisive characteristic, Is not 
without its influence in hoij^htening the 
gencnd etfert — in stirrinr^ our syin|)alhy for 
the hapless beings to whose enterprise and 
toil it seems for ever to deny their appro- 
priate reward, — and who, disilainfu! of the 
temptations which luxury pt-esenls, and the 
dependence which It inevitably creates, 
clin? with ardour to the untamed freedom 
and higit and daring spirit which are written 
on the frowning aspect of their native land. 

*♦ In many parts of the Highlands the 
mountains are ';o bleak and utterly barren, 
that they derive their aameiirQiD t&e colour 
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«f iSttB saM f6ek wliicli riMs in bald and 

^ulU n ;u! l ify. Tn uihrr p;u t>(hc liiilsare 
ciothed with heath, which in th.' -Crtson of 
Hs flower gives them an appearauce hi^lily 
pietaresqne. The valievt which intenrene 
are called g.'ni.^, or slmfhs, nrcon^'wii tii \hr 
ma^itude ot' the atroAin by whicli they 
ehucfr to ba intaneeted. Thaia •treamt, 
wMch abound in every quarter — with the 
iniand lakes which occur in grvat heauty 
and variety — and the iiuineruiiii umisof the 
aea whiofa ofien stretch far into tha coantry, 
import to the Highlands pvcrj- puibfllish- 
ment which seenery can derive from the 
akMoeDt of water, in alt its vatiooa and pic- 
tmaqae eonbinationa.** 

Industry, agru ultural or commercial, 
has, ionoag^, been numbered amon": the 
rirliifs of the Ili^bhndcTs. Tiieir towns 
call only aspire to the denomination of 
Tillages, and to inanufacturmg skill and 
energy they have, consequently, ever 
been strangers. Even the cultivatioo of 
the aoil, opposed aa it has bcco by the 
oataral bnimneaa of the countiy, and 
the infloenee of ancient inatituUooB, 
bet prtwoedcd bat alowly, and the princi- 
pal occupation of the Higfalanden at the 
ppesent day contisti in the breeding of 
cattle, for which they find a ready Bar- 
ket in the Lowlaada. TinT and unhewn 
rock supply the materials of tlieir simple 
dweiliogs; in these they reside dating 
the winter months, bat on the appraacb 
of warmer weather, repair to their som* 
mcr hnts, or thielin^s^ in the mountains, 
wlif»rc- l!<cy t» n l their herds, and occupy 
tbemscirc», (hiring the season, in jiastoral 
avocations. MUk u l jts courser prepa- 
rations comtitnte (he {;-»■ is of tfteii- dic-t ; 
and tl»e hixury (if auiriiul foovl i-. obtained 
only by the roi»«fl» but ini|)irinf»- lahonr^ 
of the eliate — tihottrs in which ilm hardy 
and iodffatiiraliie race have ever de- 
h^hled, as nffonlin.^ the imaj^c of thtise 
stcnier and n^ore destructive pursuits 
which ftnned almoit the sole occupation 
ef llieir piagenitofa, and acquired fiir 
tbcoi a fame wbieh would be more ho* 
nonraUe ware it less sanguinary. 

The bnbiti and oocupatiooa of the 
Higblaadefs are fsnmrable to the nrtnes 
attached to the character of a ba]f<civi- 
Kzcd peo|de. Fortitude is one, and not 
the leMty of their diatingaiihi^ «fc^ 
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butes ; in the patient endurance of hard- 
ships they bn?e never been eioeUed, and 
the pride of a roug^h, but UMophislicated 
race, was glowingly alire to its superior- 
ity in these raqpeeti ofer the inhabitwts 
of thephins. 

" The day is not long pH^t since Highland 
Chieftain* were known to vidue (hembclves 
not a Rftle on tlieir pat ience of fatigue, roid, 
and hunger. Tlu 'r pretensions, iir^ocd, 
have been somciinies answered with a 
sneer, and the merit which they boasted has 
been de<plsed as the result, not of choice, 
but of necessity, ft is inipos^IljU', however, 
not to perceive how narrow uud illiberal is 
the insulting sarcasm— or to forget how 
much all the qualities; on which indivIdunTs . 
and nations justly value themselves, are de- 
pe ndent on accfcleBt and fortune. We must 
bf^ sjiti^-fied in such cases with appreciating 
the virtue without rtirioii'sly f\pff>rint^ its 
source. The grandeur ot Koine uiiglu be- 
come equivocaly if weshouM insist on mea- 
surini; it by the poverty nud rapine in xvhi' h 
it had its ortgio ; and the trcedom of Go- 
tland might lose much of its majestic and 
iin posing aspect, if we should trace it mi- 
nntrly i!irnt|tj;h fMihulenre and tvnnjiv 
by which it has hvvii alternately viiitiiraitni 
and assailed in the lapse of many centu< 
rie^. 

" Every one lias heard of the spirit of 
clanship, which formed the most chnracter- 
iatic feature of ilishland manners down to 
a very Infe period. The hnui] of iniinn 
created liy this singular iu'stitution was so 
strong, that the dut^ of tbe roerobera of the 
clan townrtls tbeir rlil» f. nipi i>f Jed all 
other obligations. To defend him, whoever 
might be the assailant — to sacrifice life and 
fame for huu, whatever mi -ht bo t^o cau-e 
in which he had embarked — to despise bil 
authority which he resisted — to know no 
law of morals, nor perhaps of religion. 
vUiich had not the s;uiction of hi-, romJuct 
ami example — to submit lioth mind ajni 
body to his sacred and uncontrollable sway 
— were the cardinal princlfiles in thu narrow 
eihiratl If) nf r^very moiintairuTr, which he 
darsi not intrin|re but at the lia^iani of dentil 
and infamy. — ^This singalar and apparently 
terrific f-utfiur'ty ',v;h in its origin strictly 

{mtriarchal. The Highlanders were divided 
nto nomerons tribes, effei (ually separated 
from each other, for nil other purposes hul 
tlio«e of hostility, by the naturMi boundaries 
of mountains, rivers, and lakes, which iu> 
terssct the comitry in all dh«clions. By tha 
simple theory of their domestic govern- 
ment, each tribe or clan termed but one ' 
lismily, and the chief was the lather of that 
family. His power over bis ch0dren was 
unlimited. bfith in pence ptm! war:— tf .: r 
doty to him knew np buuudj» but their |^k>w- 
er of discharging it As the fountain of their 
bioodi and the father of their race, ha was 
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encirrlfd i^ith n superstitious \"enrratton ; 
and to guard the sancUty of bis person, to 
ensure the succeM of bis projects, to sustain 
Che course of his fortilOWi the banded 
Strcn^h of hi^ <:lnn wa«r fvpr n^aHy at a 
tipal. This cuinpreboDsive, but au)ial>l« 
despotitin* bad no nmnoiy of aaciiMit coo- 
quest to in^piro diatrust, and few examples 
of preiient tyniriny to embitter resentment. 
Xbu obedience ot the tribe was unlimited; 
but the recinrocal dntiet of the chief were 
marked with ill thf precision 6( inveterate 
usa^e. lie held ibc aliegiaace of his dan, 
by Die eonditioti of that extended aflTeetion 
for every member of It, and j',»;iiloii'- rt jrHrd 
to their intcrr -t-:. which l)eiongcd to tlic 
very idea of the parcntui relation ou vvUicU 
bis authurily wa^ founded. He lived on 
habits of famirinrity and fricndshif) nil 
the tndividuali uf bis cUiiri he let ha iaudu 
to them upon easy terras ; he was conttantly 
attended by a certain number of his fauiil> ; 
and in all the simj*!© relations ol u society 
thus constituted, ttie ftiuiidly and &uciui 
principle disphiyrd itself in a prominent 
manner, and vcii'd Ihn rui'-tpnly of that 
|»ower of whicii U was at ouuc the origia 
(tnil the limit. 

*• The more numerous claus were subdivi- 
ded into ditl'iMTiit Jvranches, ;dl aclinowicd«j- 
in^ liie Hulhoiity uf the common hfad; 
but each owoin^, at tlie nme tiine« tbe in- 
termediate or (!' riviitive power of a ciiiof- 
Cain, who was ^eoeraUy a cadet of tiie fami- 
ly of the chief of the clan. To the chief- 
tain, in time of war, was assigned tbe com- 
mand of a coni[iany in the clan !Tp;tm<Mit, — 
the •supreme command beina; lou;^* d in the 
chief. I..iltle can, iiidrt d. bo snid for the 
di-(i(!lt;.i- (){ ilu'.v. nide levies — btit their 
berobm and devotion liave become prover- 
bial. By a m^ctous i)oItcy, the cians wen) 
In ^eiii-ra! k*^;pt in <fu»tioct bodies in the 
field, — ilir> c}rt» f lidd lits proper place in the 
array, — and the order observed was such, 
that every individual fought ander the im* 
rncdiiiti' observation of liis nenre^t friends 
and relations, wlioic esteem be was most 
ambitious to secure. Tlie courage and cou- 
•tancy of the clan l . v. been couimemo- 
raff'd by a fcrlcs of exj)lt!it«, Hhieli form a 

erouiinent part in the history of Uir iJ.uid; 
ut the deepeiate enthubiasm of the dann- 
men was ^\ tr roused t'l the bi^iie-t itllcb 
when danger approached tbe pcr»ou of Ibeir 
chief And many instances have occurred, 
in which they have furiously nished on cer- 
tain death for his preservation, fie who 
should have hesitated thus to act, w uuld lor 
ever have been treated by his kinsmen as aa 
outcast, and branded by bis tribe 01 tho 
greatest of cowards and villains." 

Such a tyitam of goremmcnt could 
' obtain only wmmg a people scarcely ad- 
vanced beyond the confioes of barbarism, 

aod it h only necessary to be acqur.intpd 
with its oatliaca to percoire that in a 
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more refinfld State of society it woold be 
utterly impracticable. It presents « pic> 
tureof the most perfect despotism, ex- 
alted, it IB true, by sentiment and feeling; 
of no vulg^ar order, but still so completely 
at war with every civiliited in*-t lUiUou, 
that it is iinpossibit; lo rccrard it u nh ra- 
tional complacency, or to rcflLct wiiiioul 
pleasure that it no iongvi vxi&ts. Yet 
wc would not have our readers suppose 
us insensible to tbe generous enthusiasm 
which constituted its buH, or ima^ne vt 
co)d and deaf to flioie lool-ttimDf feel- 
ings that boutid the Highlander to bit 
paternal chieftaiD. The anthor has beau* 
liAilly illustrated tbe natore of this coo- 
ncxioo, and in bis eondndiBg obserration 
anticipated ns itt the wish that a system 
sp liberal and in soch enthro faanuooy 
fdik the finest attribntes of our nature* 
conJd be rendered compatible witli tbe 
inicrests of a great and civSlixed natiGQ. 

**tii hb chief he recognised tbe unwearied 
benefactor of the tribe ; mder kit auspice <> 
he enjoyed whatever comforts his liabils 
and condition required ; and to the same 
eoneecMiled head he loolred op as the guar- 
dian of Us kindred, and the avenger of hU 
wronfT" The entire relation I)ctwi\t the 
cliiet and the clan, betwiitt tite sovereign 
and the subfectT was one of real and con- 
stant beneficence. I'nder this simple and 
benign system of government, mtrifpie 
and faction, and turoatence, mnst have 
been nnknown ; or if they did chance to 
rear their hideous shapes, must have been 
iuftlautly chased away by the unsophis- 
ticated indignation of obement and dntlfut 
children. To resist tlie authority of the 
chief, implied an odious combination of 
treason and of parricide : And instead of in- 
volving the rebel in the doubtful impututiona 
of misj^uided patriotism, fastened on him 
the stigma of a frightful revolt against the 
most sacred rights and feelings of kindred. 
}\nv: could a contention for the sovereignty, • 
ur'mc in a state where the title of tbe chief 
was not derived from election, nor depend- 
ant on accident, but fixed by the same im- 
mutable law which, by givmc priority iii 
birth to the parent, invests him with tbe 
natural government of his children ? To 
dispute .-iiuh a title, would have been to 
combat with dr'ntiny, to struggle against tbe 
eternal laws of nature. There was nothing 
to bumiliate, in that inferiority which was 
stamped by nature itself ; notning to hope 
from an emulation, which transgressed her 
most sseied d eer e es ; notMngtogalo from 
an enterprise of ambition, the very naming 
of which would have iilled every mod with 
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instinctive liorror. Hence the simplicitv 
antl energy of this sio|;ul«r system, whlcli 
stniek dbe looli of aiiChority deep in the a& 
fectioQS of the heart, and rested tiie whole 
scheme of government on the most power- 
ful passions of our nature. How precarious 
fte state of the most goreeoos deijpotf sur- 
rounded by the fickle ana jealous minion? of 
his tyranny, compared wiUx that of the 
Highland chief, who eomfted among his at* 
teiidants only the willing sharers of hie ex- 
ploits, anil had no subjetts whom he did 
not reco};iiisti as his kinsmen ai tVit.nd^ I 
Bow energetic the scheme df ehut govern* 
meat, \vhcn com|)arcil even with the more 
liberal ini»titutions of an enlightened policy, 
where power, instead of trustmg to the i)a&- 
dantf which can never betray, steers 'its 
coiiPM* by H shifting balance of narrow and 
sordid interests, and may bo deceived and 
udone b¥ the lightest error in the vaafoot 
and perpl^sed eODibination ! If a grtaim^ 
Hon possessing nulUart/ dUciplint and scietiecy 
couU be f^ovemed on the patriarchal principle

« It depended on tlie temper and cliaracter 
«f the chiefs, whether the legislatBre of the 
kiiigdom should be obeyed, — except by the 
immediate amklicatioa of furce, within their 
Isolated territories. The laws were of eoorse 
disre^rded, and tlie dans holding them- 
selves but little responsible to Ihem in the 
afiaica either of war or peace, were often in 
n stale of open disobeoieaoe and lebelUon. 
— Their isolated situation, and the principle 
nf family attachment on which the clans 
'Were individually united, rendered them 
jealaes of each other ; and their rude nd 
■nperfect notions of justice, led to frequent 
encroachments— to constant broils, and ai- 
nanrt umeautUnf hostilities. Tbeie is ao- 
thing accordingly for which they arc more 
dbtinguished, than the frequency and vio- 
lence of their feuds, which were conducted 
Is daring vicktetion of the laws, if iadaad 
the legisWure, which was too feeble to ipxa- 
tect Crom sMwwnina, had any jkbttoeiact

character, was cherished into a spirit of 
great ferocity by the circumstances of their 
ooadMoB, aad the events hi which tbev 

were called upon almost daily to i>artic{> 
pate. They levied war against each other 
without waiting for, or regarding any othe]* 
eothorily than that of their natttral leaders: 
And the peneral government, which on sitch 
oocasions they do not anpear to have re- 
cognised, was compelled to overlook the 
enormity of a civil war, levied without its 
sanction, mid which in any other "^latc of 
society would have been considei-ed as an 
aet of rebellloa. The preteit for these oat- 
ra-^cs was generally the right of reprisal, or 
of revenge ; but tne love of plunder ap- 
pears in many ini^tances to have formed the 
true incitement To the qdrit of revenge dis- 
played by them en such occasions, of which 
manyexamoles are recorded, it would be 
difleoU to fed a paraOal hi hMoiy.** 

The Tlij^blanders were a proud people, 
and even now, when civilization nnd ic- 
finemcnt have in a considerable mrahuic 
softened the prejudices on which it was 
built, they esteem tlieni?.clvc; superior to 
their Lowland Dcighbours. This fcclio*' 
was chcribbed from the highest to the 
lowest Biember of the clan, 

" for he who valued himself on hi^ anceTfrv, 
and who believed that he sprung from the fif 
mihrof hfai ehlef, whom he ebnMdered as the 
fi rst of nion , could not brook an eqtjalily with 
the Lowlaiub'rN,who seldom put a high value 
on these imaginary distinctions. iS'ecessily 
compelled some even of the more dlstln* 
guished persons of the clan?, to superintend 

eersonally the 0|ierations of the most hum- 
le industry ; and when these lofty spirits 
had to submit to drive thfir cattle to the 
markets in the low country, they were often 
treated with a degree of familiarity, which 
must have been qulle appalling to them. 
Their pretensions were estiuiated by the 
mdeness of the Lowlander, not according 
to the length of their genealogies, but the 
character of the immediate occupation in 
which they were engaged.

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tachxncnt tliey boro lo their n:ilive moun- 
tains was an mfsurrnountablc bi^rrier. 
When, therefore, the population of a dis- 
trict increased beyond its means of sup- 
port, ii was ubual for the young men to 
place th«msehrea andttr tlie c onmwmd of 
a cbiei; ideoto^ £rani tfao ftttuly of die 
licad of the cba, and either engage 
theniMlfet io ftmb «t home, or imriDg 
lorth into the ptaios, acquire their suhritt- 
ence hy the {duiider of their peaceful 
ae^hbonia. 

Th^ir a/Tectioa Ibr the Stuarts, which 
proved ao diaastipos to them, Is ascribed 
bj die author to the military reputatmn 
they gained under the gallant and accom- 
plished Montrose Id the lenrice of 
Charles I. 

With the evceptiOB of some districts ia 

the westj the wholepopulation of the High- 
lands was devoted to (his liaplt'ss family. 
The Highlanders became luvourilfs, of 
conrsef with Charles II. who had sense 
» rii •: li to feel tlu* oblications of his House 
to Lheir steadiness and fidelity ; and he con- 
ferred on them the equivocal honour of 
chastising the covenanters, whom his frantic 
tyranny had driven to distraction and de- 
spair. It is a bad feature, indeed, of their 

3pna]s, that they have too often tambhed 
ieir honour by H filiiid allfrfntinrr tn des- 
pot ism ; that their most brilliant ciploits 
Lave been performed with perhaiw an 
bDne«t« but certainly a misguided seal 
against the lilicrties oi the initinn : and that 
one of their greatest acbieveoieuts, the 
vktury at KHIIerankie, emdnled an accom- 
|tli^lu (l minion of tyranny to die in the 
exultation of victory, after having been 
steitped to the lips in the blood of a perse- 
cuted people, and achieving everjr crime 
which could cnlith> h\m to the appellation 
of the destroyer of his country. 

** The honours which the Highlanders had 
gaini'd under Montrose were not, however, 
without a sad mnipt-nsation in the disfistei-s 
inflicted upon iiicm b^' the genius of a still 
Bora hI)1(' and sagacioQs captain. Oliver 
rrotnu'f 11 was not a mun (o fu* trifled with, 
nor to permit their dariug contempt of au- 
thority, or their undisguised devotion to the 
Stuart family,' to escape without signal 
chastisdhu'Dt Tto f".f:M)li««h»'d garrison*; Ht 
Iuve4*nes$, and oilier jttHc-es in the Highlands 
—made his disriplined troops penetrate the 
deepest recesses of tin- eoiintry—di -mantled 
the castles of the chiefs — and compelled the 
Uans to tanrendfer their arms, and give 
pledgea of fidelity to his government — 
Those even who 'rlrtfst the crimes of this 
usurper, must respect his vigour and talents

genius for government, that be was able to 
reduce to the obedience of the laws the 
mo^t rlnring and incorrigible portion of his 
donnnions, which bad hitherto defied both 
the policy and the power of the legitimate 
sovcreisns. It b universally acknowledged, I 
that under hb vigorous sway the lowlands 
enjoyed greater .security from Highland de- 
predation, than at any period recorded lo 
liistory, prior to the year 1745, when a nnw 
era was introduced, and the civilisation of 
the highhrnds was accelerated by the mb* 
carriage 9f an enterprise, which, if it had 
surcecdcd, would surely have prolonged 
their barbarism. — It must be owned, that i 
usurpers, who owe their rise to violence, are 
more dexterous in the ufc of its instruments, 
and more efficient agents of a reform, 
which violence alone can accomplish, than 
peac^l and legitimate sovereigns ; and tbb 
pei^aps h the secret of all that b attraotive 
and brilliant in their character. 

<* The Highlanders were of course detefr- 
mined enemies of thr rrvolntion wtflr 
ment; — and King William, it is said, full v 
occupied with his continentel war, and with 
the aflTairs of Ireland, resolved to purchase 
from the clans, that fidelity which ne could 
not conquer. If we are to believe the 
anonymous writer In the Qoarteriy Re- 
view,' he intrusted the Karl of Breadnllinnr 
with 20,000/. sterling, to be distributed 
among the heads of the clans, to secure 
their acquiescence and neutrality. But this ! 
noblemfm. it )<! <=3id, mRTjatred his fni^t with 
singular pcrtidy i and w bile he appropriated i 
the greater part of the petty doneeur to 
himself, proceeded to silence the refractory 
cliif ftain«, hy the most cruel measures : 
and, III particular, by the terrific example of 
▼engeaiice, which was exhibited in the 
tragedy of Glenror, und which the writer 
in the keview dons not hesitate to charge on 
BraadsHbane. 

''The Highlanders, In spite of every ef- 
fort to suboue their spirit, still cherished 
their ancient prejudices, and their hostility 
to the protestant government e.^itablishcd by 
the revoln^ion It is said, indeed, that on 
the accession of George the first, many- of 
their ehiefs wooM wOlmgly have acquteaeed 
in the new establishment, which there 
seemed no prospect of subvertinp ; and thnt ' 
an address of loyalty to the sovereign, sub- 
serihed oy a great number of the leading 
men, was interrrptrd by the Duke of Ar- 
gvie, who saw a belter prospect for hU am- 
ntton In tiie disaffection, than In tbe'tovalty 
of the Highland clans. This singular aocis- 
ment has been recently published,* and in 
such circumstances as renders its authcn- | 
ticity highly suspfetouB. It is hardly credi- I

The viceroy, seized vv i t n horror, rushed

At this unex- 
pected sigh^ and at this terrible qnestioo, 



Zucna started, threw berwtf i^toaahatfy 
and fainted. 

Her supposed rriroe was soon pro- 
claimed ; she H'fis df'hvercd to j^i-ticc, 
and committed to pnsKio. Zuma was 
unable to deny the fdct wbtch Beatrice 
and the viceroy had witnessed. She was 
aih a d from whom she had obtained tha 
poirdar? ** She received it fttim me,** 
asdaimed Mirvan. Zona denied thto. 
Tha judges inquired if iha naant to ad- 
onnfator a sahitaiy fitoadj* Har ^es, 
at that momaot, anco aaten a d tha crval 
Ana; iba faoetod aha babaU Uin itran- 
gSof harehild^*«hawasiilaat IQaMa^ 
aentprahaadfai^ har aaavatf Ihiafw haMilC 
between Mirvan and Zuma, and iQtraal* 
ed todie with tfaams buthawaareQKNBad* 
and thie unfortanate pair recoodactad to 
prison* The countess* pbyiiciao was ex- 
amined, and his tcstinfwmy confirmed the 
prpsntnptive c^iiilt of Zuma. Tfie lutit^cs 
condemned her and her husbiuid to perish 
annd-t the Oamcs of a pile that very day. 
Tlie hard heart o£ Azan was meked. and, 
addressing Mirv^m, he said, ** be not con- 
cerned for the fate of youi- hoa, he shall 
be as dear to me as if ho were my own.** 

The pile was prepared* The vaoa* 
qwan waa dying. Tha ^kswf aaald. 
antartato DO tbeaghtt af toaray to Z«iBa» 
hatha oihiadaftaapaidan toMimnif 
ha would coalhm his erima. Thawfalebad 
hnabaad raftuad to aoiii^> aad all wM 
prepared fortbe exeentioa. Theeoaoteaa 
was hiibrmed of what had happattad ; aha 
raaolvad to apito of har widtoan to 90 to 
tha loeno of death ; and, ptaoad vpan a 
Ktler, aad covatad hy a iaog white veil, 
she departed. Mirvan and Zoma quitted 
their priioo, embraced their efaBdt ani 
ware eonireyed to the burning pile. 
Unoonqnerable terror leized the nnhappy 
Zuma, which the exhortations of her 
courageous husband could not mitigate. 
A t the last moment, ** 4 noise was heard 
at some distance,— -n horseman at full 
gallop appeared witlun view, cxclajrnm^, 
* Hold! Hold. "by urder odirn vice-queeii ; 
she is approachiag * At ftjese words all 
were struck raoUonlesi ; Zuma folded her 
hands and sent forth su^pUoatiooi to 
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lntv«B» M ber soul, weighed dawn by 
iHior, w«t mC jet penetrated by the 
bintest gleam of hope !" When the 
lilW qiicttn approacbed, slic raided lier 
?eil, and dii«<*oTerin^ her pale and ema- 
omtH fare beaming with Tncrev, rom- 
maoded the chains to be taken ofTlbe vic- 
tims, and the flames to be cxiinguiihcd. 

Ttie air resounded w.Lh U>e acclama- 
tions of Ui€ Indians, " JUmg Hveihetict-

At this momf nl tlie viceroy, n laj h:\d 
retreated to tiie country to avoid ihf exu- 
cutioo, entere«j the apartment, bearing 
the child ai Zuma m Lia arms, aud ful- 
loived by Ximeo. ** You may B0W 
speak/' said Uie father, addretaing Mm* 
•elf to Mirvan, " with the consent of all 
lite iDdiana — thesecretis repealed. " A 
lender aeMMInwcd. Tbe wbole tralb 
traa rriafed to tbe fice-queen, aed the 
waA astal «mwiiiiciai of mntval admi- 
HiBWiiidgrittode^ mwt tntrndNiied 
bgrlbe flpaniupfit widlDdiftOk Tfatlat* 
ier, tandMd by tbe gmrotlty of the 
nioenf aed tiMooonlew, premted tbe 
taiik; dmk of it fint, tod then 
presented the cup to the rice-queen. 
Tbe vkseniy did not fail to acknowledge 
tbe virtues of the Indians, to thank them 
far the gift of the salutary dru^, and to 
promiiie them the* rif^fits and the pruicc- 
tion which belonged to them as men and 
aubjccts- Zurna >vas celebrated by a 
public monument on the sf>ot of her in- 
tended execution, ami the precious pow- 
der was long- knowo name ui' the 
Bark» 



In this, as weD as in all other historicil 

subjects which she has chosen, Madame 
De Gcnlis hns m«d« the virtues to be 
funnd atnunf the unworthy, and not their 
vic^s, the subject of utstruction.

" In discussing this great topic, I make

suppose the countries washed by the Ohio, 
Kentuck}', Cumberland, Tennessee, Illinois 
Wabash, Miami, Scioto, Muskingum, Mis- 
simlppi from its Junction with tbe Ohio to 
its source, Missouri 2800 miles np to flic 
Crreat Falls, with its branches the Osa^e, 
Kanses, Laplatte, Tellaw Stone, Ilc. eudi 
from 5 to 800 miles long: let us sup(>os« 
the countries, T sny. through which these 
vast rivers pass, to be fully peopled, and pos- 
famed of only two oaUeU; tin one allnnia 
far to the south, and almost within the tro 

{)ic, surrounded by an atmo«phere constant- 
y heated, without elasticlly or beallhfal' 
ness, and ungenial to the hardy constitutiona 
of the north ; the other standing in the tem- 
perate sone, with a route safe, salubrious, 
aadle(;(ually short; oenid there be any bnrf- 
tation in the choice ? the one leading to th#» 
sickly mouths of the Mississippi, the Other 
to the verdant and wholesome banks of the 
Delaware ? the first to New-OHeans ; the an- 
fwi l»raibdilpblt. 'CMdlbaia be yt iy 
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ht^sitation in the choice, I ask? No, not for a 
moment !— «nd fur less than one million of 
dollars, or alioat M naeh m we pay tn mu- 
nicipal taxes every twenty montn^, the ad- 
vaotaget derived from an intercourse with 
that eavDtry, at she nm rf aw rft , and pros- 
ptUisefy at she toill Handy become our own.

The town of Forapey, in the connty 
of Onondaga, is the bluest gronnd of 
that country, and divides the waters 
which ilow into, the bay of Chesapeake 
and the gulf oC St. lAwrence. Tlie 
most elevated parts of the town exhibit 
Ihe fomains of ancient settlements, and 
in various otiier part* of it« the vestiges of 
a numerous popnlati<Mi appear. Ahonl 
two nailt s south from Manlius square, 
0' in tite luwn of l^>mpcy, I examined 
the rerT-ains oi a larcro toivn, whioh were 
obvionily- indicated l)y lar?ye spots of 
blark rr.onld in rofr'iJaf mlrrv al> of a few 
pace- '!f-tTnt. in wbirli I ob«rtT<d bones 
«f amu)n':.«f ;;i'if*«:. « ^r*i. j'i/4:d bi>ai»« nr 
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fTiikis of Indiaii corn, deootio^ the 
icddenoe of human beings. This town 
must hare extended at least half a mile 
from ex'^t to v- rst. and three quarters of a 
oule from north to south, Thi« extent I 
could determine with considcrahle accu- 
racy from my own view, but I was as- 
sured hy a gcnlieinaii c f \ ( racit}% that its 
leng^th from cast to west ^v:ls one mile. 
A town coverinjT upvvarJb q{ live hundred 
acres must have contained a population 
greatly tmnoending all our ideia of era- 
dibilitj. A nule to the mgt of the set- 
tlement there ii a burying gremid oqd* 
tftiuinif tfavee or font acres, end doBe to 
the wert ead there is another. Thh 
town was on •elefated gnmnd, about 
twelTO miles distant from the Salt Springs 
of Onoodaga, and was well cakolated for 
defence. On the east side, there is a 
papendiciilar descent of one hundred 
feet into a deep favtoe^ throogh which a 
fine stream flows, and on the north side, 
a similar one. There arc three old forts, 
distant about c'1'2:r^ ^j^ilv^ from each other, 
and forming a tnanp:ic, «};ifh encloses 
thr town; one a mile south of the present 
village of Jnm'^svino, and the other 
noKheast and southeast in Pompey ; 
and they were, in all probability, erected 
to cover the towii, aiui to protect the in- 
hahitauts agaiubt the attacks of an ene- 
my. All these forts are of a circular 
or elliptical form ; there are bones scat- 
tered all ewer the groond; an ash tree 
growing on it was ent down, and the con- 
centrib circle showed it to be ninety- 
three years old. On a heap of mouldered 
ariies, composKog the site of a laiye 
boose, I saw a white pine tree, eight and 
ft half foet in oiicnmforBDce, and at least 
one hundred and (birty years dd. On 
the line of the nnrt^i side, the town was 
probably stormed. There are graves on 
each sale dose to the precipice; some- 
times five or six persons were thrown 
promiscuously into the same grave If 
the invaders hml been rf»f»ulscd. Iho in- 
babitrnits would have intenreii tlie killed 
in the usual pkwses ; but from the cir- 
cumstance of there hemrr ^aves near 
the ravine and in the viibge, i am in- 



duced to believe thif the town was tahen. 
On the south side of this ravine, aguu^ 
barreK several ballets, a piece of lead, 
and a skull perforated by a ball, were 
discovered. Indeed, p^nn barrel^;, nxes 
bocs, and swords aro found all ovrr tljosa 
groTinds. ^\iul T prom red the following 
articles which I now transmit to the so- 
ciety to he df pa«;ited in their cuile<;tion : 
two mm I kit I'd barrels, two axes, a 
hoe, a bell without a clapper, a piece of 
a larg^ bell, a finger ring, a sword blade, 
piee^ of bayonets, gun locks and earthen 
ware, a pipe, door latch, beads, and se* 
vera] other small things. These demofr- 
strate Eurupean interooniae, and fttND 
the attempts which were evidently made 
to render the gnn tMUrels nsdess hf 
filing them, there can be little doubt 
hot that 4be Europeans who had settled 
here, were defeated, and driven finm tho 
country bj the Indians. 

Near the remains of this town, I ob- 
served a largfc forest, which was in former 
times cleared and under cultivation ; and 
I drew tliis inference from the foUovrtng; 
rimimstanccs. There were no hillocks 
or Rrnall mounds, which arc always the 
result of uprooted trees ; no rprootrd or 
decaying' frees or slumps, no underwood, 
and tlic trees were generally fifty or sixtv 
ycars old. Many, verv jrcuiy ye:irs itnist 
clap&c before a cultivated country is 
covered with wood. The seeds must be 
slowly conveyed by winds and birds. The 
town of Pompey abounds with forests oC 
a similar character ; some are ftnr nfliei 
long and two wide, and it oontaina « 
great number of ancient places of inter- 
ment; IhaFO beard them estianted at 
eighty. If the present white population 
of tliat country were entirely swept awny« 
peibaps in the revolution of ages similar 
appearances would exist. 

It appears to me that tlicrc arc two dis* 
tinof oms in our nntiquitie*; t one npplir-^- 
bleto the remains of old fortU Kjalious and 
settlement, which existed anterior to Eu- 
ropean i n tercoursc, and the other referring 
to Euroj crtti establishments aiKi opera- 
tions ; and an the whites n«5 well UK the 
Indians would frequently rc.w. L to the for- 
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AMP forpfotootioot htUtfttiaa or honlingt 
they mmt im fwiirily oonteiD many arti- 
dsi of European nMurafocture, aud thore- 
^ gfeet confusion has resnlttd by blend- 
ing: together distant em sraatly remote 
in point of time. 

The French had, imrlntib!* dlv, 1 irrfp 
establishments in tlie ternlory of tlm Six 
Nations. A quarto volnmc in LatMi. wnt. 
tt'u by Francis Creuxuieii, a J*'suit, v 
publ(5;hcd at Paris in 10(>4) ami i% CQtitlcd 
** Jiisiuritw Cantulcnsis sfu JVcwrir Fran- 
fiac Lihri (Iccdn nd (umuvx ttx<iuc Chrutiy 
MDCLVL ' It states Uiat a French 
colony was established in <he Onondaga 
tenitoTj mboet the year 1655; and it 
thus doKribes that highly fertile and nn- 
ooonnanly interesting country. ^Cifo 
bidno post ingenti agmine dednctus est

lio destiiiatiun, lencas qnatnor diiBitnm 
n page, nbi prinnm pedon fixerat, hix 
qoidqaam a natura Tideie sit aV^^lntius:

they built a Chapel nn 1 asadL a settle- 
ment ; that a Frt'df li colony was e^ta- 
bJished thrre under the auspices of Le 
SieurDupuv? in ir,r".6,and retired in l^ jf?; 
attoi tMt the mttsiooariei busily abaodoo- 



ed the country in 1668. When La Sslle 
started from Canada, and went down the 
Misssisippi in 1679, he discovered a large 
plain between the lake of the Ilurons 
and that of the Illinois, in wldcli wn«! a 
fine settlement belonpinj to the Jesiiits. 

Tl'p traditions of the Indians* a«rrce in 
no\T\r :;i'T?!ire with the Frencli relations. 
They rcprcsf ill that their f(»retatUcrs had 
several bloody battles with the French, 
and finally compelled them ti) nbaudon 
the country : tliat the French, after be- 
ing driven to their last fortress, capitu- 
lated, and aorreed to depart on being fur- 
nidbcd with provisions ; that the Indiana 
tilled their ha^ with ashes covered with 
ooni, and that the greater part of tlie 
Freo^ in eonscqnenoe fell victinw to 
ftmine, at a place calted hy then Anse 
de ftminey and hy ns, Hangty Bap^ on . 
lake pntafio. There is a hiU in Pom- 
pey, winch the Indians will not visit, and 
which they call Hlootly Hill. It is sur- . 
prising that no ^ Indim weapons, snch 
as stone knives, axes and arrow beads 
arc found in this country. It appear? 
that they were superseded by French 
substitutes of iron. 

The old fortifications were erected pre- 
vious to European intercourse. The In- 
dians are ignorant hy whom thev were 
made; and iu the wars which touu place 
in this country, it is probable Uiat they 
were occupied as strong: holds by the 
belh'gerenls ; and it is likely that the 
ruins of European works of a diffisrent 
constmctioo may be firand in the same 
waf that Roman and British forttiicatkmt 
are to be seen in the vicinity of each 
other in Great Britain. It is remaikable 
that our ancient forts resemble the old 
British and Danish. Pennant, in his 
tour in Scotland, says, on tlie hill near 
a certain spot, is a circular British en- 
trenchment, and I was told of othcr<i of a 
square form at a few miles diafa'ice, I 
punpose Komrxn and in his tour through 
Wales, he describes *' a stronj^ British 
post on the summit of a liill in Wales, of 
a rirrular form, with a ^rcat foss ;uid 
dike, and a small arliWcial mount within 
the precinct" How exactly does this 
correspond with our old (brts? Tlie 
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Jteet ts well as ikt mttioni which ereeU 
€4 our fortificatioiMi were, in all proba- 
hality, of Soytbian origin, i^ocotding to 
Plioy, the nanie of Scytbian was oomiDeii 
to all the natiotia livief in the north of 
jUia and Europe. 

In the town of Camfllus, in the aame 
conoty of Onondaga, .about four miles 
from U»c Sooeca Kivcr, thirty miles from 
lake Ontario, and eighteen from Salina, 
tlicre arc two anciont fitrts on the land of 
jitd^e Manro, who has been scUled x\ivrc 
about runctccn ycui ^. One is on a vcrj' 
liig-h hill, and its urr-.i rovers about thrre 
:icrrs. It had otir cristcrn itc, ami 
ihp w.'tt there ^Tus nnolhcr rcmmtmirnt- 
iTijr vviili a spiinrr nbout lea rojh fnmi ilir> 
lort ; its shape, e lliptical. The ditch vv.t> 
tlocp. and the ejistern wall (en feel high. 
In the centre was a lars:e lime stone of 
an irregular shape, which cooM be raised 
by two men; the bottom was flat and 
tliree feet long. It contained* in the 
npinioQ of jttdge Maami nohnoam 
characten phinly Bgored on the atone to 
the extent of eighte^D inches in length, 
and three inches io breadth* When I 
vbited this place the stone was not to be 
seen, and my inquiries to find it were 
nnsuocessfuL 1 saw the sUimp of a black 
oak on the wall one hundred yean^dd ; 
and ahoiit nineteen years ago there were 
indicia of two preceding^ jfrowths. The 
second fort is almost half a mile r^!«;tr>nt, 
on lower ground, consfmctcd like the 
other, anJ h nhout lirxlf as larjre. Kav 
the larpi^e fort there are tlic marks oi an 
old road now cnt rrril by trees. I ^so 
&aw in several plaeut in (his town, on 
high ground, considerable ri.lgef. stretch- 
ing from the top to the bottom of the 
• hiOs, and tlie gullies between of no great 
width. . Thib phenomenon occnrsin veiy 
ancient scttlcmenlB« where the soil is 
loamy, and the faiMs steep, and it is oeea- 
sioned by crevices prodooedi and grado* 
ually enlaqe;ed by torrents. In a A»est 
state, this efleot canno^ result; and this 
evinces that those grounds weie oleared 
in ancient times. When settled by us, 
lUiey exlitbited the same apt >cn ranee as 
ncnr, oxeept being covered by wood; 



and as stomps are now to be seen in tli« 
gullies, the ridges and intervenlog small 
ravines could not have^been made by the 
last clearing. The first settlers ofascrved 
shells of testaceous animals accumulated 
in great masses in diflbrent places, and 
nuniDrooa fragments of potteiy. Judge 
Maofotbund. in digf hig the cellar of bis 
house, several pieces of brick. lu rui- 
nous pl.)rr=i, (hrrf? were large spots of 
deep bkick mould, demonstrating tbc 
former cxistf nee of buildinp-s and erec- 
tion« of different kinds ; and judge Majv 
ro, seeing the ap|»rarance of a well, viz. 
a hole ten feet Hfop. and tho rirtli cin- 
sidcrahly cav( (1 m, he dug tlir- e :<rJ a 
half f<!et deep, and came to a parrel of 
AiiJls, below whtrh he fimnd a great 
quaulily of huinuti hones, whif;h p«>lver- 
i^cd on exposure to Ihc nir. This is 
strong evidence of the dcRtnirtion of an 
ancient settlement. The disposal of the 
dead was unquestionably made by an lo- 
▼adiog enemy. 

I also observed on Boug1itofi*ft hill, hi 
Ontario county, where a bloody battle is 
said to have becntbught, black spots of 
mould at regular thtervak and yellow day 
between. The most easterly fbrltfiration 
yet diaooverod in thi^^ region, is about 
eighteen miles cast of Manlius square, 
with the exception of the one in Oxford, 
f'henangn roimty, hereafter menlioued. 
To the n<jrth tliey have been (?i covered 
IIS f tr as Sandy Creek, about fourteen 
nicies from Sarket's Harhrfnr; near that 
place tlierc is one that covers fifty acres, 
and that contains uumerou«s fr.igmcnfs of 
pottery. To the west thcif arc ^»-rcat 
numbers. Th^^rc is a I'uge one iu the 
town of Onondaga, one in .Scipio. tno 
near Auburn, tliree near C'anaod.'^iguH, 
and several between Seneca and C^iyuga 
lakes, them being three within a few 
miles of each other. 

The fort before referred to as being in 
Oxford, is on tlie east bank of the Che- 
nango river, in the oentfs of the pment 
village, wluch is on both sides of the ri- 
ver* Them is a {liece of land containing 
between (wo and thit^e acres, whieli is 
about thirty feet higher than the a^joiniog 
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isit laoil around if. T*iU r?^.> »>r lund lif 3 
alonnf ;he rivor bank ah. ui jiity rods, and 
at Uifc southwostt'Hy end ii»is fcirt wms si-

They have transformed the tree toa burdt 
of which there was bnt a single one iu 
tho woilil at a time; an inhabitant of 
Arabia ; and dying at tho end of six hun- 
dred and sixty years, on a funeral pile, 
constructed by itself from odoriferous 
wood, that was kindled into a flame by * 
the rays of the sun.

CftUiD. in 1639; Crawford, in lOJiO; and liailry, (besides his translation .niu iirose 
IP IW) io 1729, had<fo«« the " Trislia" into Fn-lish ; but their translatsons were 
only meagre metaphrase«». A faithful, and, at lue same lime, an easy aad ele-ant 
vertioaof tl»e Tristia," had bom ihout^lit bevond tije powers of tlie Eng-Iish laii- 
ffuage; and Mr. Arden, with an intrepidity that became his classical acqmn lucaU. 
and ft zeal that reflected praise upon his patriotism, determined to viudicatc the. 
honours of his motl^r tongue. Hi«^ desi^^n was ilrst to complete the version of the 
firtlbook, " De Tristibn«;," and if, upon offering it to the world, it should meet an

account of his author. Accordingly, proposals were issued, and a few namet were 
otUined ; but the stih«?rnption lan^iishincr, and support, sufficient to vamot (tie 
expense of printinj^, not hcinp rooeived, llic design was for a time suspended. ' I» 
justice, however, to ihem who manifested their hbcrality in the beginning, and irliO 
continue constant in their purpose of encouragement, at a more fiWMliaW« petiod 
and with liuppier omens, Mr. Ardcn has resumed and accoraplirfifld llM talk. The 
translation of the first book of the - Tri.stia" into English henie VWK is completed; 
and for close and rigorous gramntaiical adherence to the a«aie of his entbor, muM 
to a manif(-<t reli-^h of his beauties, and a signal power over hismti?e language, 
this franslaium i. euLiiled to the most emphatic praise. A mere metaphiase eoold 
scarcely be more literal ; few words of the original bate been oodtled, nor has Mr.

IfORTH-CAROLIJfA. 

Raleigh, Sept. 25, 181 B.— The works wl irh 
the commissioners of the city have bed on 
hand for about three years, are at length 
completed, and the city is furnished with a 
regular nnd constant supply of water, (in 
addition to their pumps and ucighbouririg 
springs,) which fills three reservoirs placed 
nnJer ground in ditferent parts of the city, 
containing about 8,000 sallons, besides supr 
plying several hydrants in convenient silna* 
tions, affording water sufficient for culinary 
and other purf)oses, and a supply always in 
readiness, in cases of fire. 

The water is conveyed from springs near- 
ly a mile Hnd a half distant in wooden pipes. 
No source of water in the vicinity being of 
soflcleot height to pass into tbe city by its 
own pnivity, it became necr^^nr}' to nave 
recourse to machineiy. After running a- 
boot half a mile, therefore, this spring water 
enters a propelling engine, worked by a wa- 
ter nhe*-!, (turned by a stream from the 
Kocky Branch connecte<i througli wooden 
trunlts fivr about 600 ynrdi,) whleh keeps in 
constant motion four forcinp; pumps that 
raise the water 1 10 feet into a tower about 
000 yards distant, whence it deseends by its 
own gruvitv tea reservoir in the state house 
yard, (un elevated situation,) a distance of 
12(X) yards , from whence the other parts of 
the city are supplied. 

The.se work^, which have been ronstruet- 
ed under tbe direction of that ingenious me- 
chanic Mr. JaeobLasm,(fonnerhrof lletha» 
ny, but now of thU t i*y,) do credit both lo 
the artist and to the citizens who have 
effected such desirable objects, as they not 
only evince considerable mechanical skill, 
but a determination in the inhabitants of 
KaJeigh to spare no expense or exertions to 
render the city not only a pleasant and 
healthy^ bota safe and comtortable resi- 
dence.

Moiieo nnd Montezuma. Notwithstanding, 
ibf aspect (and I believe !hr hrnrt) of De 
Soto wa« to far above that oi Cortez, that 
the Chfekostwt permitted them to enter 
their fort, and stnnle their cnvalrv in their 
empty barracks. Tn the course oftlint nights 
however, or shortly after, tiie soldiers found 
• pretext to quarrel with the natives ; they 
fonqhf bravely on hn\h siilf?, hut tbmn^h 
this treachery the place was burnt, with the 
lorn of many livea uid horses. 

De Soto remained in |io5>C'jsIon, did nil 
in his power to conciliate the Indians, and 
detached farther north such troops as he 
could spare.

Father — From the fstherly care t' r l'rp> 
sideuts of the United States have cxtrciied 
towards (heir red children, we speak to onr 
fnilirr in confidence, lielieving hp wil! not 
turn away his ears from bis red children. 
Havin:^ no agent through wliom We might 
speak, we arc per<^iiaded that our father will 
not be displeased that we speak duVOtljf to 
him, as it were, fsce to face. 

FsUber— Wo need not tell yon that we are 
n poor, ignorant people, unacqnainted with 
the great affairs and wi?e raananement of 
onr enlightened white hrothers. We are 
distressed and alarmed — \\o have no where 
to look but to our father, whom, we fni=', 
will bear with his children, «hould ihf^ii fear'* 
appear to him to be groundless. 

Father — -We are RlRrmed le«t v'r- 1n,n r«riT 
seats. Those men that say they have a right 
to norehase onr lands, have heen dNressm^ 
us tor a inimber of year, wi^litlnir pl;ins to 

I possess our lands, otTeriugu?, in exchange, 
and to the westward. We decidedly told 
them that we did notwbh to part with onr 
lands, desiring they wonid be r\{ no more, 
cipeuse in visiting us oa thi* errand — if w v 
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ihonld alter our mmdi we wtniM tend flieni 
word. Some months after, a drpiifRlion 
of our brothers to the west visited us, offer- 
ing us a large tmct of their land as a free 
gift, if we would accept it. We thanked 
our brothers for their generous ofTf r, and 
promised, at some future time, to send men 
to Tiew the land. The wer took plaee the 
next year — nolhinc mnn* wns done or btard 
of by lis, of this laud, until the spring after 
the peace, when our brothers again visited 
1ia» maldng the same offer. It never entered 
our hearts of leaving our present seats, and 
coing to the westward ourselves ^ but, as 
fliere were many of the Six Nations in the 
western roiititrv, who had no seat to re?t on, 
but was liable to be told under them any 
dav the owners diose, we raae up to eon> 
staer the offer of our brothers, that we mii^hl 
provide for our scattered chiUlren. Through 
the assistance of our brothers Jones and 
Pnrrish, and another great friend, who nd- 
vised and assisted us, we laid our circum- 
stances and views before our tather, the 
President of (lie United States, acquainting 
him with our offer— lliat, wish his approba- 
tion, we would accej>« this land, provided 
the United States would make it sure to ns. 
Onr fatheri the rresident, was pleased to 
cprtlfy his approbation, and that the land 
should be made sure to us, agreeably to our 
request. On receiving this Informetton from 
our father, (lie President, \%t sent ct&A men 
to view the land and take its dimeusions. 
Onr brother. Captain Parrisb, went with 
them to do the writing, that it might be 
made sure to u:, according to the word of 
our father, the Fre^ident. Our men fouiui 
no tmtd. Colonel Ogdcn (who is said to 
hold the rij;ht to purcliasc o?ir lait l'^, recom- 
mended us to send to Detroit, and Governor 
Cass would put tts in n way to find oar land. 
We sent men to Detroit. Governor Cass 
informH onr men. that in Septemberthere 
wouKi lie H large council of Indians, of dif- 
ferent nations, met at Fort Meigs; the Sis 
N!iti( II- \v il l ,io well to have a deputation 
there] they would then doubtless find their 
Und. We sent twelve men to Fott Meigs ; 
instead of our we'^ternbrotliers having lands 
to pive the Sin Nations, they sold the seats 
from under those that were among them. 

FathtT — We are dbtressed. Captain Perr 
fish ha** informed that we could now ex- 
change our lands for lands to the westward ;

were ouite frequent ; and many persous 
were affected with Coughs, Corixas, and In- 
Sammatory sore throats. Owing to this 
stnt«» of the wr nflirr, Hooping Cough has 
niso n<»sumcd a uiurc aggravated character, 
the pulmonic irritation being much in- 
creased ; and in two iii«^t;iiTce^ llie Reporter 
has seen the disease terminating in Cy- 
naocbe Trachealis or Croup. 

Typhus has somewhat increased during 
this month, and in nmny in<stnnces hn^ been 
complicated with suU-infliunmatory afl^cc- 
tion of the Bronchiie and lungs, together 
with isevere pain in the Iiead, and much dis- 
turbance of' the sensorium. These varia- 
tions in the character and features of the dis- 
ease have demanded corresponding changes 
in the mode of trejilment, and have ej«pe- 
ciully retiuired a more strict adherence tu 
the aotipniogistic plan, with the employ- 
tocnt, sometimes, of the lancet.

suUy or initiate in a contraiy course. 
Her exquisite petition to the queen, to 
which her mi^esty replied — ''This is elo- 
qnence/' is an appeal few hearts could 
resist, and few readers will forget— 

" O, madam, if everyckcnn'd what it 
was to sorrow lor and with a sinning and a 
mtfering creature^ whose mind Issse tossed 
that she can be neither ca*d At to live or 
die. have some comjiassion on our misery ! 
— Save an honest house from dii^lionourt

The power of leligioD, and of the best 

human afiections, is most beautifully il- 
lustrated in Jeanic*s conduct. Like the 
patriarch of old, she feels hefself com- 
manded to sacrifice the dearest object of 
her love to the divine will, and, like him, 
she hesitates noi n moment between her 
duty rmd her ft riin;;s; and all this self- 
devutiuri and feoif-oMi; ion is untarnished 
by onr intolerant fanatical feelinp, one

secret faults, and fearfully reproaches 
hi'Piclf for thr mdnlfrfncf"^ hrr tenderness 
li^ul ifruuted to tli«' - generous, candid^ 
kind ' sister s»hc deplored.

Tbe 
whole < }ia|)ter in which it is contained, as 
a varied and sstriking exhibition of cha- 
racter, is not surpassed by any to be found 
in tbe great number of this discriminating^ 
author's sketches. Wehavenodoobtthat 
this representation of queen CaroUue in. 
historically true* and we are the mora 
pleased with it as it is new to us, for po- 
pular history has made us no better ac- 
quainted with her than with her royal 
pfedecesson, who have only annexed the 
name of queen to that of his majesty,'* 
being individually roei)ged in the history 
of kings. It may he, that this fine pic* 
tnre will he a more lasting- monument 
than tlie ann:\!~ of George II. — if tho 
opinion of Dr. Moore be just, tliat good

The duke of Argyle is surely a noble 
portrait— it has no air of romance about 
it, but such fidelity of representation as 
brings us to bis living presence, and die* 
plays a model of excellence aknost aa vi- 
vid as if it had form and foice, showing us 
how consistent the loyal sul^t and the 
true patriot is, with the dignified raaA — 
how distinct from the courtier, and the 
mere creature of title and etiquette— hair 
exalted self*respeet and generoos coBde* 
sceasion may be blended in the mind and 
the manners — tbe model of a man who 
gives dif^nity lo rank, who infmiteiy re- 
moved from every thing that is low, might 
comnin nd the deference, and coneiliatc 
the prejudices of even the most sturdyr 
republican.

organs of hearing:, Dr. CogiwcU exerted 
bimself to organize a society in HarUbrd, 

in tho state of Connecticut, and thns has 
niisen the " Asylum for the Deaf and 
DtunV* in that place. The Bov. Mr. 
Gallandet embarked for Europe, and in 
the school of the Abbe6 Sicard, acquired 
a knowlcdp^e of the method of teaching 
the deaf and dumb. He returned with 
a proof of the practicabihty of the art. 
Laurence fierr, a young man deaf and 
dumb from ias infancy, accompanied Mr. 
CaliauJft, to be employed as a teacher 
in the seiiool at Harilord. He had beeu 
a pupil in the Parisian school, ami t j^'^ht 
year» a teacher, under the Ahhce ,Sica.id. 
He so<)n acquired a knowledge of the 
Enghsl) language, and became qualified 
to instruct the deaf and dumb in a foreign 
tongue. This astonishiog and ap- 
fwrant singularity wiO hereafter be «K- 
llained.

enbiyo preriovs to tbe openfaig of the 
Hartihrd Aayhiro. A discourse pranonno* 
ed by request of this institution has caOed 

forth these remarks, and the historic facts 
in relation to these two laudable and 
bit^hly valuable establishments. Tbe dis- 
course before us calls iorau cxamioation, 
toq^etber with the " Circular of the Pre- 
sident and Directors," whereiu will ha 
found the principles of the art of teac hmj^ 
the dt-af and dimib, by which the way 
thai has been considered crooked and 
dark will be made straiirlif ^nd ndit^lit- 
eoed. This involves Uic quesLiua of the 
possibility of teaching the deaf and dumb, 
who have ever been considered beyond 
the pale of instruction, and incapable of 
reoeiFing infownati^n. Hence baa arisen 
the idee that dumbness was a state of 
irobeoility or weakness of intelleot np- 
proaobtog to idiocy, whereas it ia only a 
silent or mnte condition of tbe oigana of 
speech co nseqn ent npoo a de6et, or dn* 
atnictionof tboseof beariiy. Tbeteeth» 
tbe tongne* tbelipa and palate are deem* 
ed esiential to periect nttetanoe. and 
these are not wanting in the deaf and 
dmnb. Tbe delect lies altogether in tbe 
auditory passages. Sbonld a child, firom 
an original malconformation, sicknen or 
accident, be deprived of liearing, he na* 
turally becomes mute ; he does not use 
the organs of speech because he cannot 
imitate sounds which be cannot hear, and 
he cannot corrcrt his own enunciation by 
modulating the voice to his own car. 
Thus dumbnc?>s will be found to be an 
mac Uvebiale only of those muscles, which 
united and properly exercised, produce 
ariicul^ilt; buuuds. Hence, according to 
the comiiioQ acceptation, tJiC deai are 
not dumb, and the nKxlem phraseology 
corrects the TO^ar error by designating 
those unfortunate children imtf mutn. 
If, then, they have capacity and tadtiie 
to be employed, they sbonld not be left 
inactive, and Uie question would natn- 
tally ariie^ bow is this employment to be 
cflbetedl Tbia will be explained ea we 
ffooeed In e»tmintng tbe Diseonne of 
Dr. .

In this state we dream s 
some persons walk and talk, and others 
bear also; while th« remaining faculties 
nrr drn'1. or passire, or sleeping. Wbea 
all the facTiliics are awake, we never sec 
phantoms nor sink into a reverie; and we 
never dream when a!! aro aslrop. The 
ear is a wakeful org-an, and perhaps, 
less inclined to repose than most of (lie 
other functions, and hence we often find 
it active while the rest are asleep. But 
although life adheres IV it h peculiar tena- 
city in the sen*^c of lio«iri:i^, } ct ihe struc- 
ture of that orgun is often hrokcn down 
and destroyed by disease. It is comtnon 
for persons recovering from sickness, and 
especiaOy fevers, to be affected with 
a partial deafness from which tbey gradu- 
ally recover. Bat olhera, again, espe- 
cially chlldrBn, are restored to health, 
but often left totally deaf. Thus it bap* 
peas to most of those who are tbe objects 
of tbe solicitude of the Society, at whose 
request the present disconne was deliver- 
ed. When thought of, and eapeciatfy 
when seen, they are also tbe ohjects of 
public attentios and commiseration. Deaf- 
ness may ariic from oripual m^iTconfiir- 
matioD, (rom acoidentf iklla, or hkiws on 
the head, as well as from sickness ; but 
a^ far as our ohsenation has extended, 
we U-lif ve the latter is the most general 
cause. To lliis [)oint ^rr pnrticularly wish 
to draw the attention ot our readera, in- 
asBMidi as ail who have children must he 
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fiMticiihrly interested in the Tnstitution 
far the InntructioD of the ncafand Dumb; 
b^canae, if from sickness they should be- 
come denf nnd rniitr*, ire linvf tlir satis- 
foction of knowing!: (lie method of corn- 
pensfitin'^ for thh [irivalion : but knowing", 
hcmrvi r. i-* not sulTiriont; we mn$t sup- 
port. nonri^b, arid protf-rt the institution :

On the ariival of Capt. R. at Mogado- 
dore, he was induced, by motircs of cu- 
riosity, to inquire of Harriet re^pertir)^ 
his travels and :ii!ventures on the pn at 
de'?ert ; and learning' that he had been 
twice at the famous city of Tomliuctoo, 
and had even been far bcyon l tint ca- 
pital, he w'j.H at the pains of wiJiinf*" 
do« u the aarrala c iis it llavved from bis 
lips, and was translated from the original 
Arabic into Spanish by a Moorish inter- 
preter, and Capt. Riley beini^ himself ac- 
quainted with the latter langu^c, iname- 
diately conveyed the sense i|^to English. 

The iBcidewta recorded^ of the ibit 
joamef ana not Tory raDMifcaUa.<^ 
It took plaoa tea yean prafiooa to the 
nanatifp, whieb briqga it ta the year 
1806. They piooeeded at firat aontb- 
wmrds near the sea coast, then eastward 
to Tonbiietoo.— This city appeared tn 
bfan to be very iaifa, and waiaarroaiidad 
hgrftHmfidL h Si iababiled «d t». 



vemed by iMgrocs, the king being an 
old black man, who bora the title of Siia- 
gur, which, in their language, means good 
Sultan. So fiu* from the Arabs being ia 
possession of tlie cit}', as Mr. Park waa in- 
formed, when but a few days journey dis- 
tant, llamet positively sfnied that ihey 
arc confined by the ncg^n>e.s to k par- 
ticular part of the city, just as the Jews 
are by the Moors in Barbarv. He nKo 
states, that *' the little river vvhit h ran 
close to tilt" V, on the west, was quite 
dry, aiid the people were obliged to 
fetch water from the great river, about 
one hour's ride, on a r. mcl, (i. c. about 
ei^irhtor ten miles] to the southward of the 
city. Tbta appeara to confirm one im* 
portant particalar nentbned by Adams, 
the American tailor who. abovt thw timC) 
waa oiidergoing bit eiuuniDatioo by the 
Aliioaik Attociation in London, that it, 
tbe exitteoce of a mer beretolbiia 
known, or ai leatt mia«certained beibre, 
cdote to the wallt of Tombuctoo on the 
west. But Adams describet the lattor, 
which was tlie only one he taw, at a laige 
stream, while Mamet, on the other 
hand, observes, that the little river was 
quite dry,'^ though he evidently speaks of 
it as not being usually in that state- 
Some contradiction m\^\it he inferred 
from tlu> difference in tlic description, 
but in r( alitv, tbe two areoiints corrobo- 
rate each other, ;ifii) nic botli perfectiv 
agreeable to the naiur' of ll)!fi<^« in that 
country, where nothiiig^ is more common 
than larg-c streams and rivers, which ev 
i-t only during the rainy season, and h hi-n 
lliat is pa«it. become stag-nant, and are 
nearly, and sometimes qiuie exhaled by 
the prorerbial heat of an African sun. 
Admtm iajB, ili watnra were unpalatable, 
*and its enmnt alow, and that it contain- 
ed no cracodilet nor hippopotami, cirenm- 
atancet etaelly obaiacterfttio of tneb a 
atraam aa I hay« suppoted— tbe worda 
laige and small are only relatire termt, 
which it It obTiont in the pretent <»te, 
might be inditefiminatelj applied to tbe 
tame objeot.

mmd. (liat Adams, on his examiDatior br- 
tore the coraniitfee, excited some suspi- 
cion bv his rniniiie d'^tail of dates, for it 
wai» difficult to conceive liow an illite- 
rate man in his f-iiuation should pre- 
serve a disUnct recollection of the daily 
>apse of time for many montbs titgethcr ; 
sad hk explanatkm, tbftt he bad i m p ffMied 
it oa hit memoiy to eoahle him to esti- 
mate the distance be traToIled ia order 
to direct bis atteeipCs to escape, though 
reiy natura] and apparently satisfactory 
to the committee, does not fay any oieaoe 
ptrore that his calculations were accoiate. 
I therefore do not deem thi<i objection of 
much iveig-ht, when opposed to the probe* 
t»le and consistent description of tlie stream 
botii by himself and the Arab. That they 
apeak of the same rirer, oaoDot be doubted 
by any one who f»\aminf»s the respective 
accounts in connexion with the cirt u'n- 
8tance9 that have been mentioned. 1 his 
fact, then, of two rivers flowing in near 
ly opposite directions, one of^wliich is 
somcliriKs dry, seems to afford an easy 
solution of the rontradiclony assertion- 
of former trav * llcrs rci>j)€cUag the 
course of llie Ni«rer at Tombuctoo. It 
seems hisrhly prohr^ble that those who 
spoke of il m tlu vmp;" westward, had ci- 
ther seen, or been informed of the little 
river of Ilamct, (the la mar Zarab of 
Adams) and it is not snrprisinff that tra- 
ders, or casual visitants, who bad no mo- 
tives of curiosity, and made no inqniries, 
ahOold assert that the river ran to the 
westward, while others, who were really 
acquainted with the Nifper, woald natn* 
rally overlook the smaller stream, and 
aiBrm, and truly, that the great river oT 
Africa ran totheeavt. Thus the uncer- 
tainty which has heretofore existed re- 
specting the counic of the river at Tom- 
bactoo seems to be satisfactorily ac- 
counted for. Il would require tlie icarninj»^ 
and indu-stry of a RerHu ll to tT*ace the ef- 
fects of this elucidation through the v;»rjo!is 
writer*;, hotli ( 'lirislian and Malioniedau, 
whtf Late uumtiaaefl tiie subject it may 



probably furnish a c''j^ fo reconcile ?nr»n v 
apparent contradictions, and thus restore 
credi* to many authors, whose errors on 
(lii^ point have condemned Iheirfe^t Jmou y 
on fmnv others Ihit <?(d not hap|>cn to 
agree u iih our fircctxi' cn i^d ideas. 

linnet's "^^rcond iourney proved f.»r 
more eventful and intercstine;^ than tlie 
first, and the incidents deserve to he re- 
lated more in detail. Instead of pursu* 
log the umal route by the aea coast, they 
determined to steer directly for Tomboe- 
too across the widest part of the desolate 
and uninhabited desert This caravan 
was very numerous, consisting of ooe 
thoaiand men, and four tboosand camels* 
Its fate presents.an awfol picture of the 
horrors of the deseit After being almaat 
overwhelmed by drifts of deep loose mov* 
ing sand, the failure of v#ater ia the ex- 
pected wells reduced them to despair, 
and a mutiny, in which great numbers 
perished, completed their detraction* 
This happened . at a famous watering 
place, called ITiberah, which is placed 
on Uennell's map, s< veral days* jour- 
ney northwe'?t from Tornbu'^too. ITamet, 
and a few of the most cou^i lf i sto, es- 
caped under cover f)f tlin nielit, and suc- 
ceeded in gaiaiog t!ie cuhiv aied lands ta 
the south of the desert, when, turning 
eastward, they reached Tombuctoo, some 
days aficr their departure from Wcdnoon. 
The remainder of the company were 
never heard of more. 

The arrival of this caravan bad been 
long expected by the king of Tombuctoo, 
and as, accoRling to Hamet, the annual 
caravan from Algiers, Tunis and Tripoli, 
had been that year likewise lost en the 
desert, the king was deprived of hb 
usual snpp!y of European goods, which he 
was in the habit of bartering with the ad- 
joining nations. NevertbolesB, having 
collected some iron, tobacco, salt, cloth, 
Sec. he^^etermined to dispatch a trading 
party to a great city, situated far to the 
sonthenst of Tombuctoo, called Wassa- 
iKih. HafDct and his companions were 
compelh^d to join tliis party, wliicli con- 
sisted of ilOO men (uegroc^) MMH) olhhcs. 
but only 200 cameK Tb^ tni wfot 
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lontli (rem Tonlnelao^ ftbovt two lioan 
fide, to the booki of a grttA rirer, wliich 
» called at this place, ZoUbibt irliieh» 
wUbottt doubt, it tbe Njger* or Jotiba of 
Ftfk. On its banks ihey found a mao- 
laUe Tillage, which is probably tbe laine 
denominated Kabra by former accounts, 
and called the port of Tonibuctoo. Here 
the J saw many canoes on the river.— 
T*hry then jo^imryed to llie ori<4twarfK 
iocimiog south, along tiie nortlM in )>:uik 
of the stream, for six <lajs, when a hiji^h 
mountain appeared hefoir (honi, auU Iho 
eoursc of the river tended more to the 
soiifti. They halted two days at a phicc 
called Bimhiiiali, w iienrr, leaving tlic 
nvcr on tlicirnghL hand, tlicy proceeded 
southeasterly for fifteen days, through a 
yUy and aroody country, full of wild 
beasts, when thej came to the tamo river 
again, oa the opponte or aonthwettarly 
lide of wbicb they laar nany troops of 
aimed black meo, who were aliDoit na« 
led ; and it likewise appeany that dariog 
thb inCenral they passed two very laiyo 
wailed towns, the names of which do not 
appear. Alter testing five days, they 
proceeded on their journey in a southeast 
directiao, winding as the rirer ran for 
three days more, when they arrived at a 
?eiy' high ridge of mountains, tlie passage 
of which occupied them for tlie following 
six days, and wzs very rugged and diffi- 
cult. T!ie=f Tnountfiins wor»» ro\ercd 
frrtli M'oo 1, and from their bumtriil'i ano- 
ther large chain was seen to the we-t- 
irtinl. On reatljinor the river nirain, 
which had passed tlnou^h the uiuiintaiaa 
by a di/Tercnt tviiy, tijey tound it vpry 
nariow, full of rocks, aa J running wiUi a 
violent current. After passing ibc inoaa« 
tains, they cootinned to pursue a winding 
direction fi>r twelve days, crossing many 
smaB straams falling into the main river; 
this was almost daily in view on their 
light handy and looked large and deep. 
The chain of mountains above mentioned, 
was likewise seen stretching along on 
die west side of the rtver« They rested 
at a lerrying place, and then proceeded 
iftnea days in the sSne soatheasterly di< 
lectioa, most of the time in sight of the 



riten and at ietigth reaohed the walk of 
Wasianah This dty he describes as 
being ntnaied on the banks of the 
slieara, in a braad valley, throngfa which 
the river ran nearly south, with high 
mountains at a distance on each side* It 
is hero so wide that a man can scarcely 
be seen on the opposite shore ; the na* 
tives call it by Uie name of Zadi. A 
great number of canoes were seen, some 
of which carried twenty men. But the 
most remarkable circumstances mention- 
ed by Ilamct, is the account given by tho 
brother of tho king of Wassanab, to one 
of his Arah comjianions. tviR) com I 1 nn- 
derstaml hi^ lanjrujijre. that the Ju -i iCi 
sometimes dc'iceudt'd the river fnnn 
Wassanah to the sea, in canoes, with 
cargtjes of slaves, ^vhich tiiey sell to 
pale men, who come tl»erc in great 
boats, carrying guns as big as a man's 
body, &o. This voyage, be said, wonU 
require six moons, hot it woold take 
twenty moons to return by land. I most 
refer to Capt. Riley^s narrative for a more 
particular description of the city, ils in- * 
habitants, 1%. The btter aro all ne- 
groes ; the king, he says, rides oo a laige 
animal, which can only be the elephant 
by bis description. He alio mentions 
great &(h with legs as abounding in the 
river, these were doubtless either croco- 
diles or hippopi^tami. He sau* no eaineV?. 
horses, or sheep, hut «)\en and 'a»vscs wtrc 
plenty ; dates and pahn trees were com- 
mon, and likcwi^ft another tn <\ which 
must he the rocori, by the dCHcnplion be 
guci of ils fruit. The country is well 
cultivated, c«?pecial!y wiiU rice, and there 
arc grcrit nuinhcra of slaves; the people 
are all pagans, and not unacquainted with 
fire arms. At Wassanah, tlie party cod> 
tinned abont two moons, dnring which 
time it rained almost every day. WheD 
they had disposed of their merohandise, 
and received in exchange slaves, laifa 
teeth, daazling ^ttonea, gold and sheUa 
(couries), they returned to Tombuctoo by 
the same route they went, having been 
abeent eight moons; after which Hamet 
returned to Sloreoco^ by ike caravan of 
Tripoli 
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In mtUeringr this suigQlir nmttif«» 
it nay bv ramariMd m the first place, 
that in our pr^nt state of absolute i^- 
aonmce respectiDg the interior of Africa, 
the troth or falsehood of raoh an account 
dbet aot adoiit of positive proof. Wc 
oaonot compare it vrith any other accouot 
to jn.!g'e by the ao^reoment of evidence. 
Ft wonM seem that \ve ran only deter- 
miuc its claims to belief m tlie same way 
that we ck'jnonstrate some matbematical 
projHJsiiious, wbicb are assumed to be 
tme, because any ullier lufereace in- 
volves an absurdily. Of Capt. Riley's 
character 1 have already spokeo, and shall 

odd, thot no one who knows him oa for 
» moiDeDt doubt but tbot thii aceoont ww 
mtty thus lelatod bj tho Arab, thnogfa 
the mediem of the Mooriih interpiwter. 
If thkbe admitted, itieemttofiiliow th«t 
mm$ of the iocideatt mentioiied oould be 
ieriYed tan no other eooroe than per* 
wnal- olnervatioo, aod therefore the ner- 
iilt?e must be true, in these respects at 
least For example, how could an igno- 
rant Arab be acquainted with the cocoa 
not, which is not known in his own 
country or its neighbourhood ? or with 
the circumstance of the kinp: Hfiino; on 
Tn e!cphn.nt, n ^^pcric^ nf magniUceiice 
wc know to be cojnniuu iii Asia, but 
whoUy uokoown on the African cniiti« 
ncnt. The absence of the camel at 
VVassanah is likewise very naiaiiil, as 
thr^p animals are peculiar to the Uesert 
and it^ liordcrs, and are not found in the 
equatorial reg^ions. Il is incredible he 
coukl invent circumstances so consonant 
tb troth, and it teems akMMt eqnaDy to 
thai be thonU be acquainted by report 
with the praluctioos and customs of coun- 
tries so remote, and so diflerent from his 
own. I am aware that the elephant is 
not found at present In a domestio state in 
any part of AfHca--but we know from 
historjr,ttnt they were (brmerly tamed,8nd 
used by the Carthaginians, in their wan 
with the Kooians, and when we recollect 
the docility of these anunsls, and their 
great numbers in Aliioa, and that tlie in* 
tecier of the oootinent affords ample spare 
for unknown^ but extensire and cpokait

be surprised s(t acwtem so common in 
Asia under the same eircfimstanoes ; bat 
be this as it may, bow are we to aocoont 
for bis acquaintance with these facts 
If it is incredible that he should invenf 
them, and utterly irn[iroba!We that he 
should have heard of them by report, it 
seems to follow irresistibly, tbat his 
koowledg'e could be derived from the 
only remaining" source of information, 
that is, from lua owu {t€ii»oiia! kuc-vvledg*, 
m ID other words, that his uarralivc is 
true. To this il may be added, that bis 
general description of the country htf 
fished, and its prodooiiona^ nomber 
of wild beasts, die crooodfles and hippo- 
potami in the great rirer, the mild dispo- 
sition and manners of the negtoOs, aH 
seem to be perihctly aoooidant to'tiie idett 
we should be led to ibrm firom the id^ 
tions of Pafk, and bther aoeoonts of the 
adjacent coast of the golf of Goin^*«» 
Had a rude sod unlettered Arab, whose 
ideas were bounded by the hoiiaett of bis 
deserts, intended to impose on the credu- 
lity of a stranger, be would in all proba- 
bility have betrayed tliat proneness to the 
marvellous, which invariably character- 
izes the imasT'^^^i*''^ ''^f '"^'^ unltMlcif^il 
man — but, on Uie conlrai) , tlie rircnrn- 
stanccs he mentions seem so oatui-ai aod 
consistent, that should his account bo 
verified by the progress of discover}*, 
there is not one particular to excite the 
surprise of future inquirers. 

The g-cncrnl (iirccLion of ihe Arab's 
route from 1 ombuctoo to Wassanah, it 
will be seen, was cast southerly, which 
at a medium may be called east-south- 
east, and they trardled My-seven dap; 
aflowinf f 1 3-4 miles per day (being a 
mean of various eoraputntkiis of tiie ca^ 
rafOB pace) it will give lf40 miles ; de* 
ducting from this IIS per oent* for the 
windiog of the road, 030 mUes is left for 
the direct distance. This would brinp 
Wassanah into the country or kingdom of 
Wangara, at mailnd o«p Heiniell*smap, in 
ifoout latitude— oorth, and kmgitude-^ 
east fhmi Greenwich. I am sensible this 
iinvurykMieettiQatAS aeTo rths i ms, if 
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9Mf cnfit is doe to the AraVs idatiaB, 
it will leareelj be denied that it is a pro- 
bebie epproxiAation to the truth, and itt 
enen can ha^e little bearing^ on the 
qaestioii of the UnnmcUkm of the Nifi^er. 
From the aboTC point to the mouth of the 
Congo, is south bv wc^t 1200 miles, and 
snpposinjr the crooked course is to the di- 
rect f oiirsc as 3 to 2, it will give 1800 
cjiles of river naviL'- if i^'ti, >vliich, at 30 
miles per day, would occ«i|\v days, or 
tHo iDuons, as stated by llie neg^o at 
Wassanah. But Uic strongest indication 
of the coDtinuitj of the stream may be 
drawn from the timilarity of the nmee. 
1%6 Congo, beiadea Um oooMnon iianie of 
Betrt, whidit eoeosdinf totbe Qnaiterij 
Rmnran of England, is in Afim an 
iDdiKrininate appeUatioD tat waj rifer» 
m properiy called by the nativei, Enaid* 
di» or ttmply 2iidi, aa we are infomed 
by Blattheiva, fran wbom meet of our in- 
IbiuMUi e M OD the nibieet is demed, and 
who farther ofaaenres, that the lanie name 
peevails fur at least 600 miles up the 
nr«r, as he learned from negroes wbode- 
nended the stream with caigoeaof slaves. 
Now, the Arab informs us it t>ra8 called 
Zadi at Wassanah. — lu short, \vc find at 
this place a vfrv large stream, which is 
aflinned (o \)v die same as the i\i«:^cr, 
Aowiiig to the south, anri >ai(^ fo ch»^rhnrrTe 
itself into the ocean. On the other hand, 
ire find at the point indicated, a very 
large nver does issue from the continent, 
oomiog from the north, and whose source 
is uuknovrn. Secondly, tlie names of 
these streams are tlie same ; and, 3dly , car> 
goes of slaves are described as descending 
the river ftnm Wevanah to the ocean — 
tibe mie ipeoiet off merchandise is known 
to be bniqght do«rn the Ceofo fnm ao 
imnenae dittaaoe inland. Tbeae con* 
ademUona eppeor to iunooot to a strong 
pranunplive proof of the ideetity of the 
taro ■Creama. If, from the above as- 
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smned appranmated distanoe of Wmm- 
nah from the mouth of the Congo, 1200 
miles, we deduct the 600 mentioned by 
Matthews, the unknown interval between 
the two is reduced to 600. And when wo 
consider the t xtmordinari' magnitude of 
both of thern, and that thry flow in the 
same direcfinn, this intrrval r;m --carcely 
detract from fl;* [ roliabihty ot their iden- 
tity. Si loll M t lie prof^ress of discovery 
prove them to be the same, (here will be, 
I believe, no other stream that jean ilis- 
pute the claim of the !»Teat river of Ni- 
gritia and Congo to be the large&l on the 
inrfiMse of the globe. 

A celebrated European publication has 
reoratly remarked, that considering the 
qhtta cl eo to penetrating into Aftica, it ia 
probeble that we shall be indebted fore 
kngtiflM to cone, to the reports of casQ' 
al virilaali and tfidefa for any additioQ to 
oor koowledBfe of the interior. By col- 
looting andoonpariog tbeie with eaoh 
other, means will be gradoany diocloaed 
for obtahuog in time more extonahre and 
correct information. The pment 
munication, 1 hope, will not bo thoqglit 
irrelevant to this purpose* The want of 
suiUcieot data in the loose recital of the 
Arab, ha^ prevented me from announcinjj: 
any new discoveries; T hnvc rf>nrined 
myself to endeavour to draw fair luier- 
eiices from probable facts. From th^ re- 
motest antiquity, this part of the world 
appears to have bren thv. clioseu region 
of romance, and I >'Anvjlle l-as well re- 
marked, that authors have beeu too prone 

en abusant, pour auisi dire, du vaste

In fhnt excellent institution you also 
have n( ( rsh to an rxt!^n«ivc modir^l li- 
brary, consistincf of i\:o nm'^t respectable 
writing^ of ancient and nuxicru times. 

I cannot notice this cirptim«rtance with- 
out bearing testimony to llie liberality of 
the ^-entlemen who compose tlic board of 
govcrt.ors of that institution. Entertain- 
ing a due scn&e of the iiupoilauce of that 
establishment as a place of instruction 
' to the student ef medicine, they have not 
only embraced tifery opportunity, ]bnt 
hare eagerly songlit Ibr occasions by 
which they could render it most profiteble 
to the pupils who attend the practice of 
the house, as well as a comfiwiable asy* 
hiin to the sick who are the objects of its 
charity.' 

It is not a little flattering to our coun- 
try to obserre, that such has been its pro- 
gress in literature, and so abundant bare 
been rendered the means of medical edu- 
cation, that at a recent graduation held 
a^ the university of Edinburgbf the &ct 
was noticed by the Senatus Academicus, 
that they vccre no longer, as formerly, 
supplied v,-ifh pnpils from tiie American 
contiucnt. In the account given of tl>at 
p^ruduation, it appears tliat Uic (.if L;roe of 
Doctor of Medicine was couil rrcd up<jn 
ninety -t«o f^entlcmen, a nmnbtr much 
greater than at any pixcedmg grail ualion. 
Of these eighty-sereo were of Great 



Britain, four from tiie West-Indtcs, and 
one from the continent of Europe, but 
not one from the United States. 

AAer remarking the recent and cxtra- 
oidinaryincrease in the whi^ number of 
tihe medical pupils then attending at Edin* 
bidgfa, tbe Senatus Academicus obserrey 
that the number of fiweign studenla fnm 
either ef the contine n ti bears a veiy 
striking disproportion to what it fonnedy 
presented; yet they add, this difibienoe 
<« aflbids no ground ibr presnmmg thai 
the medical students of the continents of 
Europe or America are either Ibwer in 
number or 1^ sedulous than fu n u e rtj 
in the pursuit of knowledge, or that tbe 
university of Edinburgh has become di- 
minished in general repute abroad." 

They allege that *' it only proves the 
fact that Edinhni^h has communicated to 
nthrr seminaries what she herself ha« de- 
rived from r^<»y(len, and that the pupils 
of her professors are now in their turn 
occupying professor's chairs, and supply- 
ing with 111 (ruction those students who 
\vould iiavc suugiit it at their own uni- 
versity." 

The important truth is now conccdeJ, 
aod the acknowledgment of it is cer- 
tainly most honourable, that the means 
of medical education are now so exten- 
sively dilTused, both on the continent of 
Europe and of America, that it becomes 
comparatively unnecessary longer to re- 
sort to the parent institntions of Great 
Britain. 

While, therefine, we most gratefully 
acknowledge the obligations that are due 
to the first sources whence these advan- 
tages ba\'e been derived, let us not be 
unmindful of the duties that are now to 
be performed for ourselves and our coun- 
trj'. With the feehngs which a sense of 
this independence in^pireR, and of tlie 
obligations that theuce devolve both upon 
you, yount^ pfentlernen, as well a.s upon, 
the teachers lu Ihia college, we CDiOf 
upon the labours that have been bcvcralij 
assigned us in this uoiven»it^.

OF the various subjects which the mo- 
dern history of Aaunica presents to 
the consideratioQ of the; philosopher and 
pbihiitkropist, the e«c of oor lodiane is 
perhaps one of the nxnt iaterastioflf. No 
one €n deny thmt the nnenliglitieiied, in- 
fttaatwl, oomipted, nid imHgaied abo> 
flifenes of On ooimtiy, Inre, in many 
instaiioes, met with Mfoage treatment at 
Ibe handa of the wkUets and that consi- 
derable portions of the Indian race, who 
were tnseeptibleof ciTilication, baFO been, 
oAeB witfaoat provocation, cmelly perse- 
cnted, bunted down, nay, exterminated, 
by those who call themselves civilizeff 
men, frieTuIs of tiberty and justice ; and 
who impiously assome the OtmAfVm name I 
Let it not be said, however, that nmid 
these camagfeoiis storm^, thr voirp ofhii- 
manit}' was si!rnf. Our " red brethren'* 
have always been ohiocts of philanthro- 
pic solicitude. The disinterested labours 
of men who ha?e dared to plead (heir 
cau-se and promote their vvtUarc, have 
been, in some ineasure, crowned with 
success. Autl, 1 humbly trust, that the 
day is not far distant when benevolent 
miods, and Christians of all ^nomina* 
tions win unite in a general pbm for pro- 
moting civilization and Christianity amoai^ 
the American Indians. I was glad to see,

In the 
beginning of liic lu^l aiualh, 1 met with 
the enclosed w^aount of the Cherokee 
Schrjols, commtmicaied h>j Gen. Calvin 
Jones, of RfUeigh, to Ike edUor of Uic Rc- 
gider ; and it is offered for insertion in 
your Magazine* Occasional letters from 
the nutsionaiy establishnient over which 
the Rer. Jont Gambolo and bis wife 
preside, at Spring-place in the Cherokee 
country, and other sources of autbentio 
infonnatioo, enable me to state some facts- 
in addition to the account of Gen. Jones. 

Mr. Gambold is an industrious and tnt« 
]y pious man. As is often tho case among 
Moravian missionaries, besides imparting 
ohristian knowledge to his Indian people, 
and teaching them the useful arts, he is 
necessitated to provide his bread with the 
labour of his hands. His excellent wife, 
who possrs'^n? a stroncf mind, a rcfmed 
understanding, and a christian zeal in the 
noble cxme wherein they are enqraged, 
is also indcfaticrnble in aiding her f>er«;c- 
^"^ ring hnshand, no 1 administcrini^ to the 
temporal and spiritual wants of rlirir pu- 
pils. Though the number of Indian chil- 
dren whom they cduc^ite is ^malK vet 
there is a continual acc-ssion, whtht 
tho^c who have enjoyed the benefits 
of the mission, make room for other:>, 
and endeavour to exhibit in their com- 
munity the salutary lessons which they 
bare been taught The scholars are 
maintained entirely at the expense of the 
United Brethren. Cbarlcs RBicATua 
Hicks, the acting chiefof the Cberokees, 
has great inihience in his tribe, and is a 
Tory pious and useful man. On Good- 
Friday, April 16, 1813, at Spriofr-plare, be 
was received as a member into the church 
of Christ, by holy baptism, and has since 
continued a faithful professor of the 
Christian religion. Some of the other 
memhf rs of Mr. Gambold 's flock, whose 
nurii s rmild be mentioned, are repre- 
sented as sincere and deroot followers of 
JesttSj 
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Tlio otiicr missionaries aninng the 
Cherokecs, wbo act under the suprriQ- 
tesdcDCG of the American Board of Fo- 
reigo Missions, ^nil who have a miFsion 
establishment at Chickemaugh, patro- 
uizfcd by g^ov crnment, directed their first 
steps lo ilie Rev. I\ir. Gambold^aiid were 
received in the most afiectiomte nniiiier* 
The gratifjing paitioilaiB of iMr recep. 
tkm will vaqawlioiiaVlj remaiii indeltbl* 
oo their mliidi. Thsf wart ^atJy as- 
sisted IB their undarlakiQg, bj the ezpe- 
rienoe, the ooonsel, end brotfaeiiy lore oC 
the worthy Genibold.

very rtiadily comply wilh yonr request to 
give a more circumstanlial account of 
those scliotiKs, and of the prospect they 
afibrd of civilization to a nation that has 
enlisted all my sympathies in its Airoar, 
and 1 amnrach gratified to learn 0i8t jonr 
?iewt and senthnents en this snbjeel era 
so entirely in neoerdanee with my own. 

I nmst premise, tfaet when I risiled the 
Cherokee netHMi btely, I had no predi- 
lections in Its fiifonr. Ihadknowasome- 
tiuBff of two tribes of Indians^ and that all 
attemplto to ciriliaa one of them bad been 
nnavailiBg»and had erety where seen the 
▼aruws tribes recede, and melt away at 
the approach of the white people. I had 
always believed the enthasiastic aeal of 
good men led them to expect human 
means would efiect what had been deoiedL 
by an interdict of nature; that there 
were pbysictrl a^ well as moral causes 
which wouiii tor ever prcv rnf tlic civiliza- 
tion of llicse savages until the capabilities 
of their minds were iinprovcd, matured 
and perfected, by the loti^ continued ex- 
istence of tbeir race and species. Btit I 
have (*een the nation, and have witiir.v>cd 
tiic siicccsii of the attempts which arc 
nuikmg to mstnict and humanize them, 
and am no longer i>ceptical. I renounce 
my Darwiniao error. I firmly believe, if 
the efcia now ankiog are duly seceodad, 
the little that remains of a brare and ms- 
fiwtoaate nation will be rescued ftom bar- 
barisBS, snArinf , and ntter ■»^<l?Hffn.

There is, perhaps, no chain of mountains 
in the world of cqm! '"xtcnt and elevation, 
which contains m> hnh wasteland as that 
of" t')r Oroeo IMouiilains, particulaj'ly the 
eastern range. If we except the high- 
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est peakv, ihcrc is rcrv little of the land 
which will not admit oj ruliivation. It is 
afactfthal Wilming^ton, situated imracdi- 
ately on the ran ere n)i iuiv between Brat- 
tlcborough and liciiiuiigton, is one of the 
most wealthy agricuUaral towns in the 
fitiUe.

The Gulf 
in a rernarivahle passage ihruui^ii the east* 
i»m riJgc, a height of land (before rnon- 
tioQcd) which nature appears to have de- 
signed fat a road. It is fiinned by the 
second branch of White mer, which 
here ahnost interloeks with a braocfa of 
Onion river. It is about four miles in 
leagilb, lying partly in Brookfield and 
partly in WiUiamstown* The road throngfa 
is exceHentf and almost entirtiy level, 
wliilc the moontains on each side, neoily 
tlie whole distance, rise more than one 
thousand feet in heiglit. The views in 
passing are romantic and grand. I went 
tbrengh here on my tour to the Camers 
Rump. These mountains embosom large 
CjuantitieE^ of iron ore, winch is worked 
to a very considerable extent, particii- 
larly in rutland connty. Lunc stone 
abounds in T{rii!f»*e water, Plymonth, and 
u riif olhcr touns, wlicnce larg'e qiianti- 
tK^s of lime are produced, which supply 
the country around. The eaUcro side of 



the range is, generally peeking, covered 
with a heavy grmv lh of hard timber, con- 
sisting of mouut.ito oak, beech, both m- 
gar and white maple, bircb, elm, and 
ash, while on the western side, and also 
on the snmmit, the eveigivsus, oonsisia 
ing of hemlock, spruce, and firs, prevail. 
A fbw of tbeoMiot elemM peaks only on 
dastitnteofvegetatkm. Hie aiafai tnak 
of the Moose Hilloek range (the gnat 
hack bone of the cooaCry between Coa^ 
necticut river and the Atlantk:) coin- 
mences at Lyme, <n the state iif Ceii- 
nectiuut, Aid pniBnlaga nortberiy^oafit, 
tans the eastern hoondaty of the 'Coa- 
neoticat river Vile, constitating ^ 
height of land between that river and the 
Thames* which empHei below New-Lea- 
don, and its subsidiaries. In its passsge 
tlirough the states of Connecticnt aad 
Massachusetts, it docs not attain any con- 
siderable clov?ifinn. Like the Grepn 
Mountain range in the same sta'r^, ir 
admits of cultivation to its summit, and 
constitutes a fine trart for grazing. En- 
tering the state of New-Hampshire, about 
20 miles east from the river, it cxhibilt^, 
about 10 miles to the north ol the territo- 
rial line, the celebrated peak called the 
Monadaocfc, the altitude of which, above 
tide- water, as deCerminad by James Win- 
throp, Esq. in 1780, is 3S54 ieet Ahent 
thirty miles further north, is Bnnapee 
Mountain, altitode, I lielieve, not k&oini, 
and continomg on about fifty miles te- 
ther, we arrive at Moose Hillock, amm- 
maiy account of which, as well aa its 
ahitude, I have given in a fimaar oam- 
munication.

The salt; of public lands dnrint^ tlie year has al- 
so greatly exceeded, both in quautiiy and pricoy 
that of any ibrmer year; and thm ia m Jwl 
reason to expect a prugiiSiiva isiVIOVWteal !■ 
that source of revenue. 

It is gratifying to know, that, althourb the 
annual expenditure has l>een incnmsed, ny the 
act ol the last session ol Congress, providing lior 
ravaluilunary pensions, to an aaMiunt about c(]aal 
to tbe proceeds of the internal duties, which 
were then repealed, the revenue for tbe ensuing 
year will he proportionably augmented, and thal» 
whilst the public expenditure will probablv re- 
main stationary, each successive year wifli add 
m tha nalfamal resources, by the erdniary in* 
crease of our population, and by the gradual 
developement of our laleut sourctn ul national 
proH[)erity. 

Tlie strict cJteeutlon of the revenue laws, re- 
sulting principally from tlie salutary provisions 
ot the act of the siOth of April last, amsMlM tha i 
several collection laws, ha.«t, it is presumeo, se- 
cured to domestic manufartures all the relief that 
can be derived from tbe duties, which have been 
imposed iipon foreign merchandise, for their pro- 
tection. Under the influence of this relief, seve- 
ral branches of this important national interest 
have assumed greater activity, and though it ia 
hoped that others will gradually ravivoi aad ul- 
tinaialy triumph ovnry obfiMWy yet 4in

fn conformity with the appropriations of the 
last MsssioUf treaties have been lormed with the 
Qupaw triba of ipdians, inhabiting the country 
OB tne Arkaniiaw, and with the Great and Little 
Osages north of the White river ; with the 
ttiwii the state of Indiana ; with the several 
tribes wiihia the state of Ohio, nnd ilie Michigan 
twritory; and with the Clnckasuws : by which 
v«y extensive cetysionn of territory have been 
■ade to the United States. Negotiation"! arc 
BOW depending with the tribes in the Illinois 
territory, and with the €%ociawi, hf whiell 
it is expected that other extensive ceioions will 
be Buuie. I take great interest in stating that 
tW ceMMBS tiin9ay made, which are consi- 
teed so important to the United States, have 
been obtained on cooditions very satisfactory to 
the bdiaat. 

^ With a Yiew to the security of our uilond fron ■ 
lien, it has been thought expedient to establish 
MToog posu at the nxHith or the Yellow-Stone 
river, and at the Mandan village, on the Mis- 
neri, and at the mouth of St. Peters, on the 
Mnnrippi, at no rreat distance from our north- 
IB hoiindarics. Tt can hardly be presumed, 
vbSe snch posts are maintained in the rear of 
Ae Indian tribes, that tliey will ycntore to attack 
ear peaceable inhabitants. A strong hope is rn- 
Mrtained that tliis measure will likc%vise be pro- 
ductive of much good to the tribes themselves ; 
eiftecially in promoting the ereat object of their 
crnKxatkm. Experience is clearly demonstrated, 
tbat independent savap^e communities cannot 
kaf exist within the limits of a civilized popu- 
jilKNi.

To civilize them, and even 
to prcvem tbeir extinction, it seems to be iadia- 
peaaeble tliat tln-ii" iiidcnondomv a-* (■«'imnu- 
Mjetf ibotikl cease, and tiiat Uie controul of the 
vned Blatee oiver diem should be complete and 
oodisputod.

and cuttiug up not only public but private 
ebaracters. It Is tlie intention of the foliow- 
ing pages to pursue an entirely different plan . 
namely, to strike at the folly without wound- 
ing the faidividoal— to give the very sketch 
and ■eene, hot to spife the aetor te oi«^ ; 
so that, upon every occasion, personality 
will be roost sedulously avoided. To blend 
the useful with the laaghahle, and to chent 
cnrv of many irinnients as possible, are

We have now concluded our analysis of 
the '*Bac/cwoo(Umany'' and, by tiio ieogtil 
as well as number of our extracts, showfl 
the high respect we entertain for the ge« 
nius of the author.

Af\er several abort ive attemjit* to secure 
iiim more cffeetually, be was allowed lo

Th.y often cba«cd him 
aoout the riggiBS, and gave bin freqwal

Tfiis nnimnl neither pructi.sc« thr :;ri(aafe 
and u»lic5 of other monkeya, nor pos3f?ii^s 
their per|ietual peoneoem la micoliief. Gr.i* 
vity, approaching to molaneholy, and mild 
nr^?, WOT sonielimcs jlnnitrly exprci^ed In 
hLii couuLenunce, uid sceut tu be the cha* 
racterlfttiei of hia dlapemtiaa. When be 
first came amongst strangers, he would sit 
for liours with his h.ind uiK)n hishe.id, look- 
ing i.4>usively ut all around hioi i or when 
maeo inaomnloded by their aMiainatioa, 
would hide himself beneath any coveiin;; 
that u as at hand. His mildness waspvincrd 
l»y his lorlH-jriiiu i.' under injuries, which 
tverc grievous before lia was excited to re- 
venue ; but he always avoided lluisi? who 
often teased hinj. lie .soon Iwnunc strongly 
attached to ibose who kindly u^^cd him. Cy 
theh* tide he wa« fond of sitttng \ and gett i n,^ 
as cIo.<ie as posnible to their persons, would 
take their linnil<» between bib lip», and lly U* 
them fur protection. From tl»e boatswain 
of tbe Alceate, who sbarod bb iueals w illi 
bim, and was bis chief favourite, aitboui::!! 
be sometimes purloined the grog and. tbe 
biscuit of hi.s benefactor, lie learned to cat 
with a stKM>n; and might be often wen sit- 
ting at his rahin rloor enjoying his eolH e, 
quite uuembari-u»-*d l>y those wboobservud 
bitt, and witb a grote«(|Uc and folier air, 
that eeemad a barfosque on human uuturc. 

Next to the boatswain, I wa« |»erha|»s his 
mo^t intimate acqnaiolanca. Jle would al- 
ways follow me to tbe mast-head, wWther I 
often went for the Mike of reading, apart 
from the noise of the ship ; and havlri? ?m\\<- 
fn d himself that my poek^Js coaiained ao 
eatublcs, would lie down by ray side, aad 
putliag « topsail entirely over nini, peep* 
from It oecaiieaidly ia walch my inove- 
ments. 

11 i« favourite HraoiaiDeat in Java, was in 
swinging fRMB the hiaacbes of trees, in paw* 
ing fnim one tree to mother, and in climb- 
ing over the roofi oi bouae.ii on boaiij, i;i 
haogvig by bi« arms feaoi tha rDfie9, iiod in 
r»ai|»ing with the l^oy.*; of the libip. He 
would enliro tin ni inlo play by >trikini,' 
them with bi.i Inuid us thty paa^cd, and 
bouudin-' from thew^bUt kUowing tbem >o 
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overtake hm, aod en^ge in a mock scnfflei 
III ivUch hd ved Mp handsi feet) add uMNrtb. 

If any conjecture could he formed from 
these frolics, of his mode of attarking an ad- 
venaryf it would appear to be bis nnt ob- 
ject to throw Mm down* then to seeort hte 
with his hands and Ibet, and tlioii woaod 
him with his teeth. 

Of some small monkeys on board from 
Jim he took liltle Mtiee» wbllit under the 
observation of the persons of the ship. 
Once, indeed, he openly atlPtnpfed to throw 
aymall cage, containing three of theoifOver- 
lioard, because, probablv, be had leea thoiB 
receive food of u hir.h he could obtain no 
part. But although lie held so little ioter- 
coarse with them when under our inspee- 
tion, I had renon to suspect that be wai 
less indifterent to their society when free 
from our observation; and was one day 
ftum^oned to the top-gallant yard of the 
mtetii-mast to overiook him playing with 
a young male monkey. Lyins: on his back, 
partially covered with the sail, he for some 
time contemplated, wfth great gravity, the 
nunbols of the monkey which bounded over 
him ; but at length canqht him by the tail, 
and tried to envelop bim in the covering. 
The monkey seemed to dislike Uie confine- 
ment, and broke from him, but again renew- 
ed its gambols, and although frequently 
caagbtf always escaped. The intercourse 
however did n.ot seen to he that of equals, 
fisrthe orang-outang never condescended to 
romp with the monkeys as he did with the 
boys of the ship. Yet the monkeys bad evi- 
dently a great pfednetfion fof hbcompuy ; 
for whenever they broke looii^i thev took 
their way to his resting-place, and were 
ofleajeeu lurking about it, or creeping clan- 
deatfotlr towards him. Thei« apfieuvd to 
bo no' ^dation in their intimacy, as they 
ap'ieared as confidently familiar with him 
when fir»t observed as at the dose of their 
aemnintanee. 

6n board sliip he commonly slept at the 
mast-head, after wrapping himself m a siiil. 
In making his bed, he used the rreate&t pains 
to fMBoro OToiT iMnr not oTIiia way that 
might render the surface on which he in- 
tended to lie uneven ; and having satisfied 
himself with this part of his arraugementy 
apread ont the sail, and lying down upon It 
on his back, drew it over his body. Some- 
times I pre-occupied his bed, and teased 
him by refusing to give it up. On these oc- 
carions he woald endaavoar to polt the adi 
from tmdnr me, or to force me from it, and 
would not rt'sl till I had resigned it. If it 
was large enough for both, he would quietly 
tie by my aide. If all the laHs happened to 
bf >f't, he would hunt about for some other 
covf ring, and either steal ortc of the sailors' 
j'tckels or shirts that happened to be drying, 
or empty a hammock off Its bbinkets. Off 
the Cape of (Jnod Hopr he sufferrd much 
from a low temperature, especially early 
is the moruing, when bt woald oescenvi 



from the mnff, shuddeHnswith cold, and 
raaning np to any oaa of mf frieadif cRnt 
into their arms, and clamping them closely 
derive warmth from their persons, jcrcam- 
inj; violently at any attempt to remove him. 

tlii food ni Jaira wai chiefly frelttespe- 
dailly mangostans, of which he was eices- 
slvefy fond. He also sucked eggs with vo- 
racity, and of^en employed himself in seek- 
ing them. On boaiti tlilp hb diet was of 
no definite kind. He ate readily of nil kinds 
of mr at, and especially raw meat ; was veiy 
fond of bread, but always preferred froits 
when ho eoold obtain thorn. 

His beverage in Java wa«? watrr; on 
board ship it was as diversified as his food. 
He preferred coffee aud tea, but would rea> 
dl^tako wine, and eiempliSed bis attach* 
ment to spirits by stealing the captain's 
brandy-bottle. Since bis arrival in London 
he has preferred bter and milk to any thing 
else, but drinkt wine and other liquors. 

In his attempt to obtain food, he afforded os 
many opportunities of judging of his sagap 
city and disposition. He was always verf 
impatient to aalaa It whan held oatte hia^ 
and became passionate when it was not 
s^ion given up, and would chnae a penoa all 
over the ship to obuin it. I aa l do m eaaa 
on deck without uwmetBaaaHar frail te my 
fiocket, and could never escape his vigHaat 
eye. Sometimes I endeavoured to evadi 
him by etcendfaig to the mast-headtbitini 
ahrays overtakea or iiarcaplad In my pm* 
press. When he came up with me on the 
shroudSf lie woald secure himself liy one 
loot in tiM iitllhif t aad eonflaa my le^ vpMh 
the otimr* and one of bis hands, whilst be 
rifled my pockets. If be found it impossi- 
ble to overtake me, he would climb tea 
oon aH o f a h la hai|M<m the fooae rigging, and 
then drop suddenly upon me. Or it, p<^ 
ceiving his intention, I attempted to de* 
scend, ne would slide down a rope aod meet 
wa at Iho bottom of tho Araads. 8aai^ 
timea I fastened an orange to the end of s 
rope, and lowered it to the deck from the 
mast-head ; aod as soon as he attempted to 
•ehw drew H lapklly up. After beia| 
several tlana foOad In endeavouring to ob- 
tain it by direct means, he altered his plin. 
Appearing to care little about it, be woald 
imnovat* aoaw dlUnoa, and a aeaa d the 
rigging* very leisurely for some time, and 
then by a sudden spring catch the rope 
which held it. If defeated a^^ by my 
aaddenly jerking the ropo» ho waaM at liil 
seem quite in despair, retinqalih his effort, 
and rush about the rigging, screamin* vio- 
lently. But be would always return, aod 
agrfA aaiain^ tho ropo, diaraffai«l the jerk, 
and allow it to run throngfa his band till 
within reach of the orange ; but it apin 
foiled, would come to my side, and takiax 
mehytfMorm, abaflaa IttaMM haheM 
the orange up. 

But although so gentle when not eioead* 
ingly irritated) the orapg-outaag oookl ka 

• 
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excited to v ioliBBt ngSf wHieh bt esprewed 
bjr opening his mouth, showiog Ml teeth, 
5^iBiog and biting those who were near him. 
Sometimes, indeed, he seemed to be alnost 
driven to desperation \ and on two or three 
otHokMit eomritted nn act which, in a ra- 
tional l>eing, would have been cnlled the 
threntening of suicide. If repeatedly refu»- 
ed an orange when he attempted to take it, 
be woold ibrltk f tol w t ly vOl flirl^ Carl- 
oosly about th* ropes ; then return and en- 
deaTOur to ol>tain it : if agaio refused, he 
woold roll for tome tine like an aogrv cbild 
upOD lb» deck, atlMlBg the most |iMi«l«g 
screams; and then saddrnly fitartiiig up, 
nuh furiously over the side of the ship, and 
disappear. Uo first witnetsing this act, we 
tbooght be had thrown himscit into the sea ; 
hut on a search being madei iMnd Up COB* 
cealed ooder the chains. 

1 have seen him eihiUt -HoImiC idMi«o 
two occasions only, when he appeared to 
seek safety in gaining as high an elevation 
as possible. On seeing ei^bt large turtle 
brought OB board, wbiift the C a w wiioir 
tbiIiMmiof iiMiitinn he climbed with »11 
possible !»peed to a higher part of the ship 
than he had ever before reached ; and iook- 
iai down upon tham, projected Ma long lips 
brto tbt Cmm 0 boa's snout, uUerins; at tlie 
tame time a sound wni'ch might ho (re>i»ti il>- 
<d as between tlie croaking of a frog and the 
gruntmg of a pig. Alter aone Une bo vea- 
tand to dtwOMi, but with great caution, 
p^-cpin^ roatinoally at the turtle, hut could 
not be induced to approach witiiin many 
]f^^ofthem.' HeiBBlothe saveboight, 
Bki uttered tiM tame sounds, on seeing some 
men bathing and splashing in the sea : and 
since iiis arrival in Koglaiid, has shown 
nearly the aaoM degree BifiMr Bktho aiglet of 
alive'toiloiMb 

Such were the actions of this animal, as 
far as they teli under mv Dotice, during our 
voyage wtBk J«va: ana tbey Men to in- 
clade OMMtof thoie which have been related 
of the orang-outang by other observ ers. I 
caaoot fijidy aioce hU arrival in iuuglaud, 
thatbehaelo«rBCto|MflMin oioroUian two 
feats which he did-not practice on board tlx; 
shifi, although his education has bt-en by no 
means ne^cted. One of these is tu walk 
afiridit, or miiflr ob Ui feet, unsupported

«* The houses of thi^ village were uncom* 
rooaly neat. They were built aflfer the 
manner of those at Otaheite. Small trees 
are feiUsd and cut into suitable lengths; 
they are driven Into the earth, and are in- 
terwoven with bamboo ; they are thntehed 
with the leaves of the plantain and cocoa- 
nut ; and they have nSats on the grounds 
My impression is, that Folger tohf me some 
ofthem were built of stone. 

" The young men laboured in the fields 
end the gardens, and were employed in the 
several kinds of manufactures rcnuiind 
their titeeiion. They made canoea, houae-

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hold foraitiwe of » tiaple kind, imfitmMU 

of agriculture, and the apparatus for catch- 
ing fish. — The girl* made cloth from the 
cloth-treo, and attended to their domestic 
eoncemt. 

" They had several amusements, dancing, 
jumpins;, hopping, runninc:, and various 
feats of activity. They were as cheerful as 
induitrkMii, and as healthy and beautiful as 
thpy were temperate and simple. Having 
no ploughs and no cattle, they were obliged 
to cultivate their land by the spade, the hoe, 
and other instruments for manual labour. 

" The provi^^ifin set before Captain Fol- 
der consisted of fowls, pork, and vegetables* 
cooked with great neatnett and nncom^ 
monly well The fruits atto were excel* 
lent. 

** The apron and shawl worn by the girls 
were made of the bark of the cloth-tree. 

This is taken off the trunk, not longitudi- 
nally, but round, like the bunk of the birch. 
It is beaten till it is thin and soft, and fit for 
ate. The natural colour is buflf, but it is 
dyed variously, red, blue, and black, and is 
covered with the figures ot animaisi birdsi 

and fish.

" When he was about to leave the islatul, 
the people pressed round him with the 
u-armest affection and courtesy. Tfie chro- 
nometer which was given him, although 
made of gold, was so black with smoke and 
dust that the raetal could not be discovered. 
The cirit brought tome pretentf of cloth, 
which they ban made w ith their own hands, 
and which they had dyed wiOi beautiful 
colours. Their uuatfected and amiable 
maonen, and tUheir earnest prayers for hit 
welfare, made a deep impre^tsion upon his 
mind, and .are still cherished in his mftnoiy. 
He wished to decline taking all that was 
broueht him in the overflow of friendship, 
but Smith told hini it wmild hurt tho Ji'i.l- 
ings of the donors, and the gifts could well 
be spared from the island. He made as 
suitable a return of presents as hb ship 
alTorded, and lelt this most interpsf 'mi^ com- 
munity with the keenest sensatiousuf re- 
gret. It reminded him of Paradise, as be 
said, more than any effort of poetry or the 
imagination."

A mild andpatnpnal 
system of instruction and tjovernment had 
been left to produce its le;2itin)ale eSect^ 
upon their characters and actions. Could 
we universally adopt the sanmeystem ^wSt 
families among ourselves, we might looV 
for the same results. The extent of our 
popnlatioB would not vair the influencecd 
the cause, if it were to be iiiiiiieiMUy y 
plied. But as the state of society now is 
one part of the system too often defeau 
another. What WB teach in one scboolr in 
one family, or in one cinirch, another co#* 
tradlcts; and minds which are yet unform- 
ed, and still under the power of instructiuo 
from teachers, are not iRiii«qaeiitly ■est 
at a loss in the pursuit of truth than if they 
had !>een left to themselves and the gradual 
dcvelopemeut of their faculties in a coene 
of nature. In tlie business of oduentlo^ let 
a good temper, a habit of benevolence and 
disinterestedness, the love of justice and 
truth, and a liberal acquiescence in the 
diversities of olMmcter, be much mope an 
object than any compend of particaliir view* 
and principles which might be found in the 
dogmas of sects. In all countries, and un- 
der all institutions, it is of far mofn iap0M>> 
ancc to give eHicacy to common sense, and 
to our best natural aSectiousi than U is to 
control oar philosophical speculatlonB» and 
to establish tne faith of ourehildraa falllMI 
articles of the predominant creed. 
. " it is (Miinful to look forward to the time 
when the interesting family of Piteaim ihall 
lose their present innocence and lof^niiMH^ 
by the frequent visits which they must h**. 
expected to receive from hhips ti^at wUl 
bereaOer be attracted to their retreat by tbt 
fame of their beauty, the affection of their 
hearts, and the softness of their cltinut^. 
C'Hptain Folger is to be envied the pleasun: 
of witnessing the operations of their Wit6dh 
when they first beheld the inhabitants of 
other lands, before any portion of their 
freslmess and simplicity was removed. The 
history of the worid lumisbes no sin^lkr 
occasion for an exjyeriment of this nntnrr, 
nor can it be repeated with the same people. 
Paradise might well be brought to fr»ptain 
F(dger's imagination when be was walldne 
through the villiit;p of these nncornipleo 
children of nature, when he was receiving 
the full tide of their affettlott and sympathy, 
when he looked round on their eraceful 
forms and artless manners, and w'neD he 
contemplated the felicity which innocence 
and purity bestow. To leave -snek a spot 
and such a group must have been a trial in- 
deed, and might, without much effort, be 
considered as a second banishment Croja 
Eden. 

"To send missionaries among them, ac- 
cording to the pro|>osal of some good peo- 
ple^ Woald be an uafortunate niperUneitf 
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'tpon tlieir peace ant! vlr1iT<», unless the in- 
dividuals selected should be much more 
enllgliCMMd mod Hbeml tbu any of that 
class of persons with whom I have been 
fortunatn enougli to be acquainted. No 
mode of destroying their harraonv would 
probably l>e more successful t))an the 
preafliin:: of n man who should dcrlaim to 
(his innocent and uocorrupted coiuuiuuity 
a^nst ^eir natural beariSt and insbt upon 
tkeir being refashioned after a model pre- 
pared and sent out frntn flit* work-shop of 
the sect. When ihey should l>e made anew, 
onder the direction of such nn artist) and 
«hould I'^rtrn dorn' fdl tliat is nntirrn! in 
their affections and mannei^, as though it 
irtre camnl and wicked, they would indeed 
luMre their eyes opened to sec that no virtue 
»nd no happiness are any lon^r to hv toimd 
while the^ are in the body, and thut liiey 
nwt sufer nntit the ^ive shall release 
fhcm. Rclis^innists of t!ii ra^^t too often 
matce their doctrines true, by the effects 
which they produce in society when they 
ere bcHerod and followed. The world be- 
conctf 05 thfy say it i^. quite worthless; 
tbn people find themselves without merit 
hf whkth to dahn happiness ; and even tfan 
.-^aint^, according to tneir own confeilion} 
b*ve much more sin than holiness. 

** While the present natural, simple, and 
aflhetlnnirte character prevails among these 
r?e«>cendant<! of Christian nnd ?^mit(i, they 
will be deiigbttul to our minds, they wiU be 
nmlnble and acceptable in the sight of God» 
and they will be useful and happy among 
theoiselve?. Let it l>e our fervent pruyer, 
that neither canting and hypocritical enils- 
aaricf from schools of artificial theology on 
the one hand, mr sensual mid lirnmious 
orowa and adventurers on thu oliier, may 
over enler tlie charming Tillage of FHUaim 
to give di^ase to the minds or the bodies of 
the uniuspecUnf inhabitants."

ter. The islands of Eiephanta and Sal- 
sette contain some remarkable antiqui- 
ttes, equally extraordinary as monument's 
of art, and representations of mystical 
mythok^gy, nnrl iivliirh lead to some in- 
terestiog speculations. 



Before I lerwe Bombay, 1 cannot omit 
to s|)eak of the celebrated anliouitios in the 
Mands of Elephania and Salsetle. f visited 
tlirrn, iind think that they sui-pnss oU the 
curiosities which I have ever seen It is 
common to form parlies at Bombay, when 
strangers are there, and go to these Islands 
for amusement, ihe caves hud rntu h 
water in them, at the time i went to see 
the wonders which they contain, that I 
could not go into them, a disappointment 
which I bore with no smalt impatience. I 
learned from ray companions whatever was 
roost Interesting in the Interior of the exca- 
vations. Tl>e cave on Eiephanta is the 
lanesti the i^dand is high, and has two sum- 
mits which are covered with wood. It is 
five miles in circnmference, and tlie cave is 
levN tliiin a milf from the Keju h. The ele- 

ijliant, from which the name of the island 
s derived, is the sise of life, cot oat of rock* 
and t)!aclc. It «t!nids nenr the mouth of 
the cave^ and not far from the sboi-e. The 
cave is formed in the solid rock, and is 135 
feet both in length and breadth. A great 
number and variety f!;{urcs in hii;h relief 
are found in it. The whole is supposed to 
be of Hindoo origin* allhoagh f be common 

[ifnjde are told flmt it \\ h« mnde by (he gods. 
i^iie extent of its antii|uity is not known 
>Some have said that it was dedicruni lo 
Seva the destroyer, a god of the Gentoos ; 
but of thi" tlicrc i ^ scmif drnilit, nltiion .-h tlie 
cave was proi>al*ly a work of religion or 
Mtperstition. The eihlbition of the be nevo* 
lent as well as of the terrific principle in the 
relif^ion of the authors, must have mlncled 
w itii their design, and with the choice of tha 
figures. I'he Edinburgh Encyclopedia may 
a'-si'it to illustrate this remark hv tlip follow 
ing quotation : * The upper extremity of the 
eavoif ohiefly dlstingninied by the profusion 
of figures. Here the most striking is a busty 
sixteen feet high, of a figure with three 
headst espressive of that being of whom the 
Hlodon* bad the most sublime conceptions. 
Ttir middle bead represents Brahma, or the 
creative attribpte ; the head on the left 
Vishnoo, or the preserving; and on the 
right Seva, the destvoying, or chan|;ing. 
Brahma's face is rcprcseuted full, with a 
look of dignity and composures his head 
and neck profusely coveten with ornaments. 
The tace of Vishnoo is in profile, with like- 
wise a complacent regard, and a richly de- 
corated head. One band bears a lotus 
ttower, the other a fruit resembling a pome- 
granate ; on one of his wrists is seen n ring, 
as worn by thu Hindoos at present. Seva^ 
on the contrary, frowns with a terrific 
countenance in profile, with a projecting 
forehead, and <*{uring eyes. Snakes fiupply 
the place of hair ; and the representation of 
a human skull is conspicuous on the cover* 
Ing of the lieHd. One hand grasps a mon- 
strous cobra-di-capello, the other a smaller 
one ; the whole calculated to strike terror 
and amazement. The length, from the

however, his success gave no puUic in- 
dicatioQ of his future fame. Nor, atftit, 
did his prospects in the metropolis war 
a better aspect. He was idle by cot^ 
pulsion, and despondency was beg^naiis 
to prey upon him, when the friendship 
of Mr. Arthur Wolfe, (afterwards Lorf 
Kilwarden ) whohad frC(|iientlvconven.ed 
'vith him, and who apj)n'ciatcd ids talents, 
proved the means of alleviating his dii- 
tre<?s, and showing' to hiin the paths of opu- 
lence and renowu. We cannot do belter 
than to relate this incident, bO honoural!? 
to both parties, in the wonis of Cunao.

I paid my landlady— bought a '^oo^ 
dinner— gove 0bb Lyons a share of if-— 
titat dinner was the dale of my prosperity.' ' 

Frurn this j^criod hi? alTairs flowed oi» 
in an uuinlerrijpt<Ml tide of prosperity, 
and he very bliortly beeanic the mosl 
eminent pracUtiouci- at the lri>h bar 
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Had wc space and leisuro, we sVionld 
gladly trace ihiscmiDent aiUocatc tljri»n(^li 
his professional career; but all that we 
can aiLu J te do now is to present our 
readers with a few anecdotes, not, we 
bcliere, generally knou a. The loliow- 
ing passaere, rrtatini^ lu an attempt nnulc 
on his lilc, will be read wiflj uiti^rest. 
A stronger iobtaoce of early aiid deler- 
miaed wickedness is not to be fouud in 
tbe records of depravity. 

** lo one of these exeursioiu a very singu- 
lar t:irLMiin*-lriiiLt' liad ahnnst rendered this 
<he period of his hir)2;rri}ihy . Hr \va« on a 
lemporary visit to the iieigiiboiirinc town of 
Sli^o, and was one mommg 8tandinc>: at his 
beci-room window, whir!i overlooked tlie 
Mrert, occupied, as he tohl me, in urran 
in^ his portmanteau, when he was stunned 
by the report of a blunderbuss in the rery 
ciiamber with him; and the pnnc> above 
his bead were all shivered into atoms ! He 
looked suddenly around in the ^atest con- 
atomalkKi. The room was full of smoke — 
the hiund<»rlms3 on Ihr floor jnst di§i'Iiar;ipd 
— the door closed, and no human being but 
hfmself discoverable in the apartment! If 
this had happened in his rural retreat, it 
ro«iM i-eadffy have been reeonriJed throii^^h 
the medium of some offended spirit of tbe 
villa^ mythology ; butt ^ was, he was 
in a pop!i!(uj< town — in a civilized family — 
amnnq-l Christian docfrinf?, whrre (he fai- 
ries had no power, and their gnmbols uo 
rarfeney; and, to erown nil, a poor cob- 
bler, into wlio'^f -^(all on thf* opposite i-ide 
ot the street the iUigs had penetrated, jjint- 
ed in no very equivocal terms, that liie 
w hole affair was a conspiracy against his 
lite. It wn^ by no mcam a pleRsaut addi- 
tion to the chances of asiiassioation, to.be 
loudi^' declumed against hy a crajscd me- 
dbamc at an assassin himself. Day after 
day pas«rd nwny without any solution of 
tbe mystery, wiieu one evening, as the 
sesraobof the family were conversinfi^ round 
tbo Sre on so miraculous ao esoancv a lidle 
urchin, not ten year* old, was heard so to 
wonder how sueh an aim was missed, that a 
Qoivenial suspicion vras ImmedUitely excited, 
lie was alternately Oo^ced and coaxed into 
a confession, v.hich dinclosed much pre- 
coci«)us and mnligimnt preuicduatioc ns 
perhapa ever marked the annals of iurenile 
depravity. T!ri- little mi-rronnt bad receiv- 
ed a box on the ear frotn Mr. Citrran for 
tome allesred misconduct a tew days be- 
fore ; Ae Moor's Mow did not dnk deeper 
into a niltnl more fnrioiH for rrxfti^o, or 
more predisposed by nature for sucli deadly 
impressions. He was in tbe bed-room by 
mm dwince, when xMr. Currao entered. 
He immf' Hntelv hid him««elf in the curtains 
till be observed bim too bu^y ivitb bU port- 



mantcau for observation.. He then levelled 
at him the old blundevhnss which lay charg- 
ed to the corner, the stiirncss of wIk'n*- {n^- 
^pr, too strong for hi^ infant lingers, aloiic 
prevented the aim from which he confessed 
he had taken, and which bad so nearly ter- 
minated the occupations of the cobbler 
The door was a-jar, and mid the smoke and 
terror be eo&Uy slipped out without di«»cove« 
ry."

There ia another anecdote related by 
bit bio^raiiher which we cannot withhold* 
It efiocei, in a very forcible manner, 
Che independence of spirit n hich actuated 
Cumn thniDgh hie whole life, and which, 
perhaps, was ncrrr more oOQipicitOllslj 
ahown than while be was yet struggling 
with adversity. The individual who ex- 
cited the rebuke was a Judge Bobinton. 

" I have every reason, from Mr. Curran's 
own reportf to believe the character given of 
tbb Robinson by the historian of the fore- 
going anecdote. If he does not affect the 
< nostrils of postedty' in precisely the same 
manner which has been prophesied, with 
more strenuth than delicacy, of a worthy 
Judicial prf dprr»s«or, it Is only becnn^e he 
vill never ix^ach tliem. Future ages, how- 
ever, may very easily esteem him mom 
highly than did his own generation. Indeed, 
it was currently reported, perhaps untruly, 
that he had ri5cn to his rank by thc|)ubUca- 
tion of some political pamphlets, only re» 
narkubtf for their senseless, slavish, and en- 
veuomtKi scurrility. This fellow, when poor 
Corran was stniggling with adversity, and 
etratning every nerve in one of his infant 
profeesional f x<^riiuns, made a ino^it unfeel- 
ing eiTort to t'xtinguikh him; he bad de- 
clared, in combating some opinion of his 
ftdvr, .an , that he hati consimed all his law 
books, and could not find a single case in 
w hirh the principle contended for, was es- 
tablished : ' I suspect, Sir,* said the heart, 
le'is lihii khead, ' I -^tTsi Pct that yourluw li- 
braiy is rather cooUactod t V so brutal a re-

has certainly rather curtailed my library, 
m V books are not mimeroa% bet they sie 
select, and I hope have been pent^rri wllS 
proper dispositions , I have prepared my^df 
for this high pnrfMon rather by the stadf 
of a few gooo books than 6y the eomposititt 
of n ^rrf mant/ hnd mu$. I am not jt-^hnnied 
of my povorty, but i should be of my weelib, 
eoold I stoop to acquire it by aervilHy ond 
corruption. If I ri^e not to rtink, 1 shall at 
least be honest ; and should \ rvcr cm^r to 
l>e so, many an example shoM me, that an 
ill-aequirad elevation, by making mc tbc 
more con'^pictinii';, woiiM only make me 
the more universally and the more notori- 
ously contemptible.* Robinson looked sll 
that his nature would allow him, rather 
a5tonislio<l tlinn nbusiu-d ; but I roiild not 
learn that he ever atier volunteered Uimscit 
Into a similar altercathm.*'

Cambridge) under the sanction of tbe 
University, to print from tbe Oxibid copy 
of 1799, rerised by Mr. Charles^ a com- 
jdaint waa made by tbe Society ibr Pio- 
moting Christian Knowledge, upon the 
authority of Mr. Roberts, a respectable 
clergyman who had su{M:rin tended tbe 
Oxford edition of 1792, that improper al- 
terations had beeo made by Mr. Cfiarlc^, 
in the orthography of the Welsh Version. 
The Society, and its President, listened 
witli promptitude and candour to the 
complaint, and steps had been taken to 
obtain the impartial decision of a Welsh 
scholar of acknowledged reputation, the 
Kev. Walter Davies, of I\Tyford ; when 
intellip^ence was received, tlmt the Sf)cie- 
ty for rromotinjj ChristiiiU Knowledge 
bad pnssed a resolution to print 20,000 
Bibles Irmn the edition of 1746, (by a 
subsequent i csol'iuun altered lo that of 
1752.)

the Episcopal patrons of the Society, witb 
the President, formally examined tbe 
conduct of the Committee, and faund 
every reason to be perfectly satisfied witli 
their proceedings ; Mr# Owen, therefon^ 
at the request of the Bishop of Loadon, 
published a letter in answer to the attaelc» 
styling himself a Suburban Clergyman. 

In tbe mean time, from teveral foreign, 
and domestle communications, tbe affairy 
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of the Society ussumed tl)C most favoura- 
ble aspect. Its irieods at iiaftie ariQOunced 
a desire to form a similar Society for that 
town and its vicinity ; but, from local diffi- 
culties at the moment, thry determined to 
imite tbeir exenions with their brethren 
at IS urcfnbcig. An mtcrcstin{^ letter from 
the Fev. ISIr. Obt^Iin, a clergy man in Al- 
sace, who had been supplied with funds 
for the purchase of Bibles to be distri- 
buted in bis parish, desmbed circiun- 
tially, and with much pastoral simplicity, 
sercral of the amiaUe objeots od wbom 
he propotied to confer the socrad gift. 

From Scotland «bo» about the ssme 
time, Tery iaTourable imtelllgeiioe wu 
leceived; the Committee of tbe floeiety, 
tbrough the mediimi of Robert Stereo, 
£sq. bed eolistod the ble pioas end phi* 
hnthiopio Devid Da]e,Esq. of 6la%oir, in 
their cense; and, thnrogb his prompt end 
wise exertioDB,tlie Presbytery of Gliagow 
resolYed on making a general coHectioa 
in all the chovches within their bounds. 
The suocessfbl example of Ae Presbytery 
was shortly afterwards Mhiwed by the 
Synod of Glasgow and Ayr. To liie late 
Reverend Dr. Daliymple, minister of

his friend, Mr. Dale, written in the 891

That they bad lived to see the day of a 
British and Foreigfo Bible Society," and 
assures him of his derotioo to so glorious 
a cnns^. 

Tiie first anniversary of the Society was 
celebrated on the 1st of May, Ift05, and 
presented a most gratifying spectacle.

We 
believe, that %vi(li the exrcpfinn nf Snein, 
almost all the other states of £urpi)e navo 
increased at an equal, and some, such ai 
Btitsfa, at a much irreater rate. Mr. Rick- 
man, in the preface to ihf last population 
returns, states the population of England 
aod Waleti in 1700, at 6«4t5|000, and in 
1811, it was 10,-188,000. In Swrdrn Pm 
per, one of the poorei^t countries ol Europe, 
ihe population in lllti, was *H>7,^. In 
I810> Sweden Proper liad 2, {(>}/J41 inha- 
bitants. At the former period, tot), ^wrrlrn 
bad only 17 iron wurk5, one alluu] work, 
one glaM-bouse, one naper-mill, and eight 
nanufuctnnn^ establbiiments. At tbe lat- 
ter it h-A<\ '^io iron works and mine?, and 
901 maniitarturing cstabiisbroents. We do 
not certainly exaggemte* when we lay, 
that f!u' jinpiilHtion of Europe, nnrwitlistjun!- 
injn; all its wars, kc. has at least duubiad 
durin^^ the last 100 years.

I'nring thf» cm- 
basiy of Sir iiobcrt Aiii!iii«} Bail lie, and ano- 
ther KnllMMn, OB llMir raloni owvtWad 
from India, airived at Pern, and took up 
lUeir residence at the inn. It wns soon after- 
wards made known by ti:eir ianUiord to the 
•OilMiMdor, tbtt beiiiK in very Mtttat4 
ctrcumstaijccs, they had eiitrred into a ne- 
gotiation with the rorte> to embrace Mafao- 
metanism, and enter tbe Torkbh servic*. 
-^Ir R. Atnftlia had nosooner satisfied himself 
of the truth of this statoinenl, than he sent 
lor thcm« and very humanely extended to 
Ihem the pecunwrjF assiatence which they 
needed) together with many Iiospltabic at- 
lentious, warning them, nt the same time, 
against the faUl Qoojiequcnces that might 
attend inch precipitancy. Tliey promised 
to rciitiKiicc thfir inl» ii(ioti<?, and In lart 
soon alter emlmrkod fur F<fip;land. But) 
whbin twelve mouths, Bnillie returned to 
Smyrna, and having cmliniced Mahometan* 
i«in in line form, assumed the nnnie of Sclim. 
liepeatrng soon alter tbe step he had takeny 
he returned to England* but ols friends now 
refund to Hclvtiowled^ bini, and fmdinc 
himself an outcu>t in society, he returned 
ouce, more to Turkey. Selim behaved 
kindly to him, created him Efiendlf and af- 
tcrwan!.- an Kmiucrn Hor or Kqncny, and 
employed hiui a&a civil engineer iu tbe con- 
liniction of popcr'milU and barracks. He 
tuen presented htm with a young TUilcbli 
wife ; but the poor innn was miserable, and 
hii> unbappinc^s was increased bv llie neg* 
lect ho experienced after the death of Selim. 
In fine, bcnig overtaken by bad bnaith, and 
narrowly watched by his Turkish attend- 
ants during Ibc severe fasts of liamazau, his 
indisposition touk a fatal turn, and he died a 
martyr to his new faith, and the reproai lies, 

tu'obably, of hid own conscience; leaving 
ds name and memory as a fatal monument 
nsd warning to his eonntryaea to avoid 
iiicb a career.

This latter complaint being: in general 
the fer/ucla of some previous disorder, its 
increase of victims iu the present in:itaoce 
amy lie considered as one of Ihe dlsetteroot 
efTrcts rebulfinp from the many cases of Ca- 
tarrhttl and Bronchial disease that have oc- 
corred in the last two monttit. 

Conrfdaring the seasoni rheamatic affee- 
tions have not been namerous ; but in a few 
cases the disease has boeo observed ia its 
most acute fimn/whcrc tBe rnttent appear- 
ed to l)e tied as it were to a bed of torture, 
uneasy in every posture, and yet afraid to 
stir from the excniciuting pain produced by 
the slightest movement. In tliese, after large 
and r» pfntr(} ah^tmcf ions of blood, the most 
favourable results were obtained from^thc 
Bse of calomel conibltted, at recommended 
by Dr. Armstrong, with opium and antimo- 
ny in proportions liudiciedt to allay |Min and 
excite a gentle per»)>iration. Mercury, by 
its very gencmluul steady action upon tm 
ijltem, and more esperiatty upon the ex- 
treme vessel8,by whicn all the secretions and 
excretions are promoted, is certainly a moat 
powerful remedy in equalbing the circula- 
tion and excitability, the etjuilihrium of 
which is cvideutly^ destroyed in rheumatic 
. ■» wall as io other fehffle fefectiont. 

Typhus has increased in frequency not- 
with!«tandinsj the reduction of external tem- 
perature, hut iu most cases the infectious 
ori^B oC the ditawe conid he clearly traoBd. 
Active pnrgntives iu the first instance are 
still found to be among the most ciiicacious 
rtmediea lo armtin^ the progress of thlt 
fever; and in the inflammatory and con- 
gestive forms of the disease we liflve in 
several instjurces employed the lancet Hilh 
decided advftfitage. Active de nlettonfi how- 
ever, and more especially abstractions of 
blood, arc to he bad recourse to only in the 
early stage? of the complaint. We are fsr 
ffom aeierting (hat bloodetting is proper In 
every form of typhus, or that the e vactient 
piocess alone is the main pivot on which re- 
mediei agency nroil twv. There is even iw 
son to fcnr that the practical indications ari- 
sing out of the pathological principles of ma- 
ny modem writers may lead to dangerous 
cstremes in vascular oepletioo ; bnt at the 
same time it Is much to he rejrretted thai the 
opposite mode uf Ireotment is yet pursued 
by some, that Brunonion Excitation still 
has lis advoc«ites, nnd that all ideas of vai*.

tbe state of the weather and diseases. 

The year stt In with fine weather^ tboof^ 
we had in January and February occa.Monnl 
Calls of snoWi bail, and raio ; yet, on the 
whole, the winter was dry, and at times ei- 
tremelycold. The 9th, 10th, and 11th ot 
February, were the most severe days, the 
mercury in Fahrenheit's thermometer fall- 
ing to within tM o degrees of Zero. March 
commenced with stormy weather, and, in- 
deed, with the exception of ihe last ten 
days of May, the whole spring was cold, 
* wet, and cheerless. The summer season 
was characterised by tbe prevalence of i 
tem|)erature more elevate«l than usual, and 
the mootha of Jirat Mid Jvly were very do*. 
On the three last days of June the thcrme* 
meter ranged from 90 to 93 1-2 degrees; 
and a heat the most ardent prevailed trum 
the 8th to the 17th of July incUisive, ths 
temperature on one of these days being'as 
higjii as 96", or according to some obeerva- 
liens, 100» in the shade. These emoessife 
heats continued, with little alteration, until 
towards the chise of August. In Septem- 
i>er we had alj»o some hut sultry days ; but, 
ia gteeral, the eoastitution of tlie atmas- 
phere ^as very unequal, rapid fluctuations 
of temperature, fair intervals, and sturmy or 
btds t er oBS weatheir, reciprocally succeeding 
each otiMr« In OalBhcr and Nmmber lha 
weather was iu general pleasant and sea- 
sonable, but remarkably dry ; and the lea- 
peratore coatlnoed soadenlly mUd eati 
towards the middle of Decemlier, wlhia tiM 
w ijiter set in wiih great severity. 

From a review of ihc state of diseases 
daring the past year, we consider the ei^ 
to have been, on the whole, healthy. The* 
number of deaths, indeed, as recorded tn 
the New-York hills of morUlity , amounts to 
several hundred above the aggregate cC the 
preceding year ; but this may in some mea- 
sure be accounted for by tbe great increaie 
of popolathHi, and ptrtiealarfy the inioi el 
foreiijners, maiiyof wilOm being nuacco*- 
tomed to the occasional htnts ot our cli- 
mate, were suddculycut otf, and conUi* 
bated to sarell our bids of mortality. SmaU 

pox also Chrritnl off n few in the bei^inriing 
of the year ; and pcrtussu was epidcauo 
among cbitdrea daring tlie somaier apd 
autumn ; added to u hicb, typhus fever has 
extensively pn?vai(ed, and within the Jfiit 
year has proved liiial to not less than 2<i3 
persons.

Social Nfe derivaa 
no ^rcat chfirni from COnvCnation — the fe- 
males are by no means famiriar with litera- 
ture ; their conversation is sprightly, and 
ffeqoently engaging, to which the language 
adds some charms ; but the subjects are ge- 
nerally cummoo-place and indifiereot. — 
Their aecompiuhments seldom extend be- 
^'otu! n slight knowledge of music and danc- 
ing There arc no places of resort, esce[»t 
the Theatre, or Alamada ; no dinner or 
tea-parties ; no costly routes, or plea:;ant 
cnnrtrTfttinnri. A species cf lovee called 
Turtuliaif aie cu&tomary ; tliese are meet- 
ings at a private house, on a partieelar 
evening in the week.

Three itegent!» were 
charged with executive duties; one of 
whom, the Cardinal de Bonrl)on, a dull 
and heavy priest, proved in the end, the 
most faltbiul to the constitution. The arre«t 
of Fr rdinand in France, and the abdication 
of Charles IV., lifnJ t-ritrrfl y drmnged the ad- 
ministration of j^ovcrnmcut ; ana the S)m- 
nish people, unaecustonied to the perplei- 
in.: difficulties of managing internal and fo- 
reign concents, ignorant of their own re- 
sources, and jealous of foreign influence, 
were \^ holly at a loss what steps to take.

Of all tl»e nations on earth, none tvouM 
more dreads or do raore to prevent^ the 
fenoFaftkm of Spain than Great Britsun. 
Tke most poHTCfful mociy-es exist to ope- 
rate upon the minds of the people of the 
l%tt«r, to thwart the real emancipation of 
the fonner. Not excepting the Uniteil, 
Stilei, no government lo the worU, if 
VTcli org-aoized, would be so formidable to 
Great Oritaio as that of Spain. A com- 
bination of the best results would have 
followed the quiet acceA^ioo of Joseph 
Buonaparte to the Spanish throne, and bis 
rofltinuation at the head of the Spanish 
nation. All the benefits recounted by 
oir anfbdr would have been cn wycl ; 
pnd, fanlu r, Spain and her (•nr'-oiis colo- 
oies would citlier hvi\ c hvi. u Ne[>amt«d, 
or. by the n !(i[)tion of more liberal politi- 
cal re^ul.iti:i!i>, tlie connexion would have 
become useful to both parties. 

All this Great Britain saw, and was in- 
Ihfestcd to pie?oiit ; and she succeeded in 
extinguishing the last hope of Spain, and 
causing that people to eommit a moral sd> 
ieide, io restoring Ferdinand VII, and 
fte ro^utsition. As soon as Spain was left 
IQ a state of exhaostieu, deprived of hope 
ffom abroad, and secured under the 
bloody, gloomy, and fupecBtitious despot- 
ic bf lior mi>lc!d masters, Great Britain 
covertly fa\'ouri d. and continncs to acce- 
lerate, tlie independence of the Spanish 
colonics in America. For those colonics 
we have much to hope : but for Spain — re- 
mediless dopres«^it)n, intolerance, ood ala* 
very, seems to bcherdcatiu^ iot.

History is somewhat coufbsed, in affurd* 
fti^ d:jt«!s to the dcslrm llon of impor- 
tunt riiics and proviirnvH in S|)aiu.

eonteat of four years. The Romans ae- 
vrtrly f(dt the In^-^ of llifir possessions in 
S|>aiii ; it was a biss oi nowur, a dec^y of 
ualional strength ; and tiio' made auolhrr 
effort lo turn the tide ot^ nffafrs in tliat 
quarter. On the «niv.d of tin* Rfnisnn 
forces,, tliey found ^^uiutila, king oi ibe 
Ciolhs, already in the field, with a power- 
ful and well equipped »riny, »ij;»In>( \vh1rh 
the Horaaos did nut dare march. Finding 
the power of the Goths iticreafe, tt>e Ro- 
mans surrendefed on ^ood conditions, with- 
out hasarding a battle ; and, for tlie first 
time, the Goths were entire uiui)(crj of 
S|«in. 

" From ibo <''>nt 'I'liity of Ihn tivo ronfi-

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tended also lo Mfturitania, oret wUch tbey 
long exercised n nnlitiuted jurisdiction.

In the display of 
their force, thpy exhibited the same defect 
of judgment, which, even at this day, has 
not deserted tbem.

Stain vras covered with troops ; but no or- 
art tto eoncetttration offoreei no disclpUjjie 
or system. Most of them were thinly dad, 
and armed with «ppar?.

The consequences 
of this i>HtUe were of immense importance 
to the Spaniards, wbo represented that the 
Mussulnien, in their flight, retired with a 
!os<! ot ^(KJ.iXM) men, witilst the Christians 
lost only 1500. This was a severe blow to 
the BfoorSf and they never ceased to de- 
plore the i'-iue of this crusade. Mahomet 
reUred to some small town in Spain, from 
whicb be wai soon dislodged— he passed 
over to Africa, and died negfected : and 
with him perished the Inst of the race of Al- 
mohades.

consolation left : Valenlia was sUU in their 
|iowee-^ltey bad recaptnred that fine pio- 
vinc«' after the death of the Cid ; but this 
consolation \vm short lived. James of Ar- 
ragon, after a long siege, rapt n t ed the prin- 
cipal towns, and thus Andalusia and Valcn- 
tta, with the exception of SesiUct fell into 
the hands of the Christians. 

» This was a faU! Mow to the |»ower of 
the Mussulmen ; yet they had hope and 
courage, which their .snperstition kept alive, 
and one effuil was made, tUi^ was, tlie es- 
tablishment of the kingdom, and btfildiitf 
the city of (Jrennda.

The mother 
is ordered to the harem, to be employed in 
the lowest drudgery ror Us llecntloos te- 
nants ; the daughters are separated, sent to 
the houses of favourite ministers, to be daily 
tortured witli impure solicitations, probably 
assaulted with Tiolence, and ever solicited 
to abandon their faith. The seamen are 
chained, fed on black bread, and compelled 
to work bare beaded in the icorehhig son, 
on roads, hoasBS,orianmarts. Ye monarchs 
of Kurope, who on beds of down and la 
robes of velvet, fare sumptuously— who cm 
Older yoor armies to take the field and figU 
against your neighbours, for ' somethine, or 
for nothing'— how could you be insensible to 
the groans of your subjects ? Too should 
liave pawned the iewels in your crowns to 
release your suffering peo^ile, if your power 
could not break their chains. Here woala 
have been a contest which would have im- 
mortalieed yourefforts— for thisalone could 
any alliaoce be termed Ao(y."

FOURTH YEAR, 
(From May lull, to May 1818.) 
The proceedings of the fourth year will 
be found extremely nnportant in the an- 
nals of the Society, from the agitaliun of 
a questiuo intimately connected with its 
intPrcsts, the propag-atiun of Chn^*lianity 
iu liuii.i. Shorliy after the last anniver- 
sary it was determined to send 600 Eng- 
lish Bibles, and 1000 Testaments from the 
London depository, and 250 German Bi- 
bles, and 600 Testaments from Halle, finr 
the use of the anny and navy, and the - 
poor inhabitants of India. They were in 
consequence confided to the Rev. Dr. 
Brown, Senior Chaplain at Fort William, 
to whom the profHjsiiion for a Correspond- 
ing Committee had been orig-inally di- 
rected, and who afterwards acknowledg- 
ed it to have hr^cn a most needful supply. 
The strongest facts were brouglit before 
the public from high!} respectable quar- 
ters. It was represented that the Bishop 
of the Romtsh Chureh, on the coast of 
Malabar, would consent to the circula- 
tion of a Malayalim traiiilalion, amongst 
200,000 C)irit»tians in Mabyala, who 
were ready to receive il, and that the 
true cause of the low slate of tbe Komish 
Church in Ceylon, and on the coast, was 
owing to the want of the Bible, as was 
manifest from the effisct produced by dis- 
tributing it at Tanjore and other places. 
But aiter the departure of Lord Welles- 
ley, tbe sHcceedinggovemors opposed all 
.attempts which might tend to evangelic 
the Hindoos; and persons holding official 
situations were even fiwhidden to act, ex- 
cept in n private capacity. Whilst this

and 1 108 Testaments were issued from the 
r<"po^itorv in TiOndou ; a number of which 
was voted tor the unhappy convicts on 
their way to liotaoy Bay. The Cork

At iLc liuh aiiuiveraary, celebrai£'« 
under these prosperous circumstances* 
the noble. President, though laboviag 
under a aereie and protracted indispn i ^ 
tton, appeared at his statkm in the chisr, 
and oonohried a well d%esled leport ef 
the principal transactions of the year, in 
a strain of the most eler^ied and fieni 
Ming.

SIXTH YEAR. 

(From May 1809, to Mav ISIO.) 
The dawn of the preheat year wa* 

clouded by » loss of the most irr^parabk 
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nature to the Society, the death of its 
ecalous ptitron tlic venerable Gishop Por- 
teou^t in ivhodi Lite bes»t qualities ol the 
prelate, the philaothropist, and the chris- 
tian were uialed. The wisdom ol hii 
suggest I <nis m the infancy of the Institu- 
Lioi*, the interest he took in its concerns, 
aod the wt'iLii'ht of liis chamcier und luHn- 
ence, entitle hioi to liic iastiog gratitude 
of its frieoda. 

Ill the tmiiiaeCMiiit of the preMBt jear, 
the AmntMNi of sucooHito Aiiziliaiy io» 
oietiM w«s particiibrl J proniiiiOBt Tho 
dSaHingmAiBd oiaaiple of Itooding wm, 
knuMdiotolylbllowod by Edintmigk* £x- 
olflr» BfaMbeitttr, Briilol, tnd other 
|mMa|Ml toinM and cktoo id Bof Imd ; 
by vbioh £6000 wera oootribnted to Um 
0Biitnlfiuid. At Manchester, andipost 
other places, the Taluable assistaooe of 
the secretaries of tho parent Society was 
&ffi»rded> and their proceedings' were cha- 
racterized by that spirit, and those quali- 
ties which emanated frofn the fouotaio 
head. In some instances, ainitlst lonnl 
difficulties and opposition, the cause was 
g-rcatly indebted for its advancement, to 
the cuterprize and persevering' exertions 
of one or more imlividuais. Thus, at 
Manchester, the Rev. R. Tu eiidell ; at 
Bnstol, Mr. Thonnas Richajdson, and 
tho ▼eneiable Kichard Reynolds, Esq. 
were emioeoUy useful : but a further spe- 
oiAcattoBof iadividaalaaiTioaairoiiId be 
diAcoHi wbera •onmcb would domaod 
oariiotioe; and indeedln many inttaneoi 
tho mamwniag aatiMfa of tbe otanon* 
tary lo or ow o ft ta, when they bad excited 
the pobiio feeUng wUfa a tinly Chriitian 
ipirit, idHMieNhed toeo-adjoton of great- 
er ip«|gbt or inAieQee, wfaon they bad 
enUHed in the canto, that preoodenoe 
whkii they nrijght haTo ehdmed Ibr tfaeni- 
Mirea; tatMedwMi beUv the bumble 
fnatmoienta of promoting the eternal in- 
terest of maokiad, and disclaimiiig the 
idea of any temporal reward, as incompa- 
tible with the best motive of their exer- 
tions. At several of t!ie primary meet- 
in pj-s, the simplicity of the general prin- 
ctple of the Association, and the subli- 
mity of tbo caiue in the wnttea and oral 



addresses, were dcscaiited upon, witfi a 
bif;h tlegrtic i>f eloijueiK.e and ability; 
and tlie eifortsof op[K»*>inou were at once 
overpowered, by an ebullition of ChriB- 
tian, and philantliropic ft^ling*, of whicli 
there is scarcely uiy parallel in the his- 
tory of preceding tiinci>.* 

In Ireland the affairs of the Society were 
equally prospenms. His Ofnoe the Lord 
Primate became patron of the Dnblin, 
Doir Hibeipian Society, tbe Arohbiabop 
of Dublin Proaidanti andtbeArohbidiqp 
of Ttem, and the Biabopo of KOdarOt 
Deny, Limeriek, Coih, Down and Kii* 
hda, and the Prorost of Trinily CoUoge^ 
were amoi^ tbo Vioo-Praiidenta. The 
parent Sooiety aooooded the diapedtiona 
in ita feronr in Irehod, by varionagnnfei 
this year, of £500 to the Hibernian So» 
oiety, £300 to the Cork Auxiliary, and 
the aame to tlie Synod of Ulttor, whose 
eserti<m8, for supplying the poor of their 
own congregations, had been considerable. 
It was determined al^o to print an edition 
of ?000 copies of the New Testament in 
tlie native Iri h Inti^Miui^e, conformable 
to the acrreditci! vei '^ion of Uishop Bc- 
deil, ong-inaliy tninilafod by Daniel (af- 
ten^ards Arrlilusbop of Tuam) in 1602, 
and printed in the Irish character. Dr. 
Bedell, Bishop of Kilmorc, and Provost 
of Trinity C'ollcpfe, translated the Old 
Testament in 1640, which was printed 
by Robert Boyle, after remaining forty 
years in manuscript. 

The Society deroted some share of its 
attention td an ioteraiting and nnaaram* 
big dam of fitHow laboerera, tbe Mora* 
▼ian Brethren, to wboae beoerolentaeal 
end mimionary esertiooB car trenmtlantic 
eokmiea, and tl(e Sooth of AMea, bare 
been perticnhiHy faidebted. Aaiiitanoe 
was atlfaided them in a tranalatioa of St.

The lemrees ef the, Society were also 
eoiplosfed inassistiDr the distribotion of 
the ScfipCHfw at home, thnmgh the me- 
diwn of charitable institutioas. 

Amongst the fi»re^ transactions of the 
year, (irhich we piqceed to notice) the 
Society at Basle Buoccssfully disseminated 
the sacred volume amoogst Protc^^tants 
and Cn«holics in the South of France. — 
With the assistance of tho British Society, 
an edition was compieled at ilic station 
juat Darned in the Churchwalshc dialect 
t>f the Komancse tou^ue, for the inhabi' 
iants of itiC Grisons, amongi»t wl^om it 
was distributed ; and another waa «et on 
dot in their appropriate dialeet, for the 
use of the Ladios, who also speak the 
same tonsne, and iohabit the Italian 
frontier. 

The seal and spirit manifosted by the 
CalhoMe Society at RatisboD, wei;epecu- 
liaHy disti'qiniished. In litUe moM than 
a year, notwithstudio^ the difficulties 
attendiii^ such an imdertahinf , two com- 
plele editions of the Bible, and a greater 
part ef a third, were disposed of amongst 
the members of the Roman Catholic per- 
suasion. The gfift was eirery where 
thankfully received in Austria, Bavaria, 
and Switzerland. In Bavnrin, Professor 
Sailer, an eminent scholar and divine, 
declare;] tlic Scriptures w ere in evcrv one's 
hands; n[\il m^ny catholic ciergfymen, 
pnblicly rccommcoded the perusal of 
them. 

■ The Society at Berlin, to^^hose digiiiiied 
CO [IS t mcy we adverted last y ear,continned 
to jJi eparc a large edition for the service of 
Poland, and drew from their British friends 
a loan in aid of those perteTering exer> 
tions, which were witnessed with the 
deepest interest and admir^ition. 



In Sweden the came proccodod with 
greater succc&s and rapidity. Three iuc- 
cessifeedttioosof the New Tettaaoeat ia 
the coarse of one year ; and in the 
shortly afterwards, 11,000 oopiea wcr 
issued for a population in ^hidi it wiO be 
reooUected> the want of them could with 
dilBculty be at lint disoemed. Ai«so- 
Intion was then formed to print tbeOU 
Testament. The British Society, at the 
saggestionof their correspondentB, MesA 
Paterson and Henderson, had appreci- 
ated jL'50 to an edition of 5000 copies of 
the New Testament, for Snredish, Not^ 
wc^Ian, and Russian Lapland, in 1806. 
The distribution of these volumes, was 
offered to the Stockholm Society, r>Bd 
cordially a^repfed. Th- first rejx)rl of 
this iubULuiion is [iccuUarly aniniatmg, 
and gives a itrilting exposition of the 
broad foundation, and elevated ground 
on which the parent* Society has crccic I 
its standard, so successfully di>nlaved to 
the didcrcnt oaLious of Cbristendono* — 
It adds, "The h,t of Swedish subsicn- 
bcrs tu this j;lorioua book, contains par- 
ens of all ranks, from the tirBt noble- 
men and d^nitarios of the land, down tu 
the .poowst.aenmnts, persons whoag^ 
With us inthinkuiff, that th«i biclicist act 
of bepevolenoe which man can ahoir te 
his fellow* is to open to him an cf^mta- 
nityof reading the Bible. *' 

The prediction of (he Philadelflun 8e- 
ciety* in its address to the American fmb- 
lic, was quickly veriiied in the roost en- 
lightened and respectable quarters of the 
union.

Darby is mistaken. In the present 
iii^e, it is not ennu.;li tliat a tourist 
merely write u;oo(l ^t and favour 
us with valuable inl'j lualion; he 
must do something more. He<cnust 
adorn hi.s subject with the graces and 
embellishments of style; — variegate 
it with incident and anecdote, te 
prevent monotony; and examine the 
nature of the haman heart, that he 
may be able to select topics that 
cannot fail to interest. He tbat ex- 
ecutes a Work without touching the 
springs of human action, may meet 
with cold approbation, but never 
will be read with delight. We re- 
gret that Mr. Darby has fallen into 
this error, as we are induced, from 
the ease and lluency ot iliv >tyle, to 
think that it was more owing to n 
mistaken idea, that hia prirate ad* 
ventores would be uninteresliing 
to the public, than to any want of 
capacity. As it is, however, he 
views almost every object with the 
eye of a geographer an.f i^eologtitt; 
occasionally making reflections npoi^ 
our internf^l national policy, which 
are worthy of the serious attention 
of an cnl lightened ' immunity, and 
reflect honour upon the intellect and 
patriotism of our author. Such re- 
flections are the more valuable, as 
he is evidently in every thio^ rel»* 
tive to the mce of the couniiy* a

Tht- Mississippi, fiovviog 
from noith to south, passes tliroi^ in- 
numerable climes; whilst its rival, wfaid* 
ing from its source in a south-east di- 
rection to near N. Int. 4!, turns gradual- 
ly norHi-east, and again flows into 
original climate of ice and snow. T\xk' 
Mississippi, before its final disehai^ in- 
to the gulf of Mexico, divides mto e 
number of branchp.<, hav'mjr their srpn- 
rat?" Hirrrec; ^ t!tr St. Lawrrnre impf r- 
ct^plihiiy expands tti a wide bay, which 
floally opens into the calf of the same 
name.

The caprices of mankind are diffi- 
cult to reconcile. With a soil at least 
equal, and witli a climate inrompnrably 
more con^^enial tf» tlieir habits, it is cu- 
rious that the northera emigrant has so 
often neglected the banks of the St 
Lawrence to seek those of tlie Missif- 
aSppi. 

** Coldness, barrenness, ami asperity 
of surface, are the features in w bich the 
kucy ui liie people of OUT middle states 
have duthed this country. No decep- 
tion was certainly ever more complete. 
The reverse is the fact in every point 
It is doubtful Willi nic whether ;uiy part 
ef the earth can exiiihit a more delicious 
tununer than this supposed region of

and southern states, does not here ex- 
ist.

cadaverous visaj^ of hopeless disease is 
seldom 5r< n If the inhabitants earn 
tht ir bread by the sweat of their bruw, 
they eat it with a good appetite* I am 
confident that the lumber trade has been 
a severe injury to the inhabitants, and 
has had no little aj^ency in preventing a 
more rapid advance of settle meot and 
iuci ease of wealth. I did not converse 
with one man on the subject who did 
not give that opinion decidedly, and 
some even with bitterness.

Of all the occu* 
patlons of man, where the soil wiU ad* 
mit cultiirc, Itnnher mf'rchandise is per- 
haps tilt' luo^i t xct ption.ible; and yet, 
with nil its obvious ruinous conse- 
quences, hundreds, upon a soil of exubC' 
rant fertility, spend their fives between' 
cutting and floating timber^ and WTStch- 
edne*'? antl dependence. 

" Small ^rain, such as wheat, rye, oats, 
and barley, grow extremely well. In* 
dian ^om here, as in most places whem 
late and early frosts frequently occur, 
must be a precarious crop; yet it is tniu h 
cultivated, and I am credibly informed 
often yields a good produce of twenty* 
4ve orthirty bushels to the acre.*' 

Mr. Darby's description of Can- 
andaigua it; interesting ; and the 
wealth and elegance uf that villagd 
will surprise those, who do not re- 
flect that a .fine climate and Iniu- 
riant soil will always produce these 
resoltB to the industrious and enter- 
prising. 

When I had reached the slope that 
leads down to Canandai|fua lake, even- 

ir rr: was rapidly advancm*^; the black 
raiii-clonds gathered Ix avily over the 
eminences to the south of the town of 
Canandaigua, which was now in full 
view, though three miles distant The 
scenery became every moment more 
and more interesting, and my mind 
more deeply interested. While des-

gle horse carriage, who stopped as soon 
as he gained the bottom, and awaited 
my coming up, and very frani«iy luyiled 
me to take a seat beside him, which I 
gratefully accepted.

We are gratified that our author 
has favoured us with his own de- 
scription of the Falls of Ni iri ra, in 
preference to that of any ether tra- 
veller. Any timiility or relnctanre 
to handle a «^nl)llnK' and brauliful 
subject, would have been the murt^ 
reprehensible, as our author has 
displayed, io his picture of the Little 
Falls, nnd other raterestiDg scenery, 
descriptive powers of no ordinnry 
cast. It is too common for write rs» 
either from indolence or inability, 
to stop at the threshold of a beauti- 
ful description, and then tantalize 
us by saying, if they had the ppn of 
this or that great genius, they wnnli! 
do wonders. We are sure thnt the 
public would prefer their own iirx- 
pressious of what they meet with, 
to such affected apologies. Onr au- 
thor has been very soccessfbl id im* 
parting the feelings of sublimity and 
awe with which he was inspired on 
viewing this stQpendoQi momuiieiit 
of wild grandeur.

often bis little orphans mingle the bitter- 
ness of want, with tears for a father, 
who can neither *hear them sight ^ 
see them weep.' 

We could make copious extracts 
from this work, that would display 
considerable powers of language, as 
well as usefnl infonnatioii and en- 
larged views; but our limits lyill not 
permit} and the reader has seen 
enough to form some idea of oar an- 
thor^s merits. In addition to the 
faults which we have noticed, might 
be mentioned a habit, which he has, 
of playing with large topics, which, 
if not heyond his depth, are certain- 
ly not to be exh insted by him, nor 
any man, in a dashing episode, and 
'upon which it scarcely possible 
lor the wisest head to come to any 
coDclasion. He has some remarks 
upon the feudal system and the 
science of gOTernment, that will as- 
tonish every welUread man who is 
acquainted with the present state of , 
the civilized world* His geological 
opinions are in some respects un- 
questionably correct, hut in othera 
problematical, resting upon his own 
authority, which, though it is en- 
titled to respect, still leaves the sub- 
ject open to discussion. The style 
is generally easy, and even vigorous, 
but the predominance of dry fact, 
and the failure of personal incident, 
render it less captivating than it 
otherwise would he. Mr* Daibv, 
however, dcMrves great credit By 
giving much information that we had 
notbefoi'e, he has laid a foundation, 
which succeeding tourists may di- 
versify and adorn. The materials 
are worthy of duration. 

The construction of his sentences 
is, in a few iiiotances, deficient in 
perspicuity; the epithets are some- 
times badly selected, and the ordi-

rather disfigure his work, than ma- 
terially impair its value.

wit, and ta&te, embellish the work, 
we must believe that Us auliior was 
not only cudoTt'ed like an artist, but 
that he toiled like one; aud tikat his 
liberal and precious giA to mankind, 
is to he valued ibr what it has cost 
the giver, as well as for the pleasure 
and profit it affords. 
Some peii0tts» characterized by 



mediocrity^ hut readily susreptil)le 
of pleasure from books of senti- 
mental narrative, presume that it 
mn^t b^ easy to produce eimilir 
pkaHure. The very natural m in- 
ner in which they have been enter- 
tained, in which circumstances have 
been related, or the human iieart 
described, leads them to believe 
that, as daily life may have furnished 
the models of those who, under im* 
poted names, and in contrived sitae* 
tions, are so agreeable and affect ing» 
so, common oburoaium may have 
made the inferences, and drawn the 
sketches, which constitute the value 
and beauty of what they admire. 
They do not see cxartly all (hat they 
feel. The deep penetration, tlie 
ample and lofty comprehension, the 
retined and exquisite finishing dis- 
played in the productions of accom- 
plished genius, are too remote and 
too delicate for ordinary analysisi 
hut they have, in their results^ a 
strong power over minds that can* 
not comprehend them. These ad- 
mirers, when they " set up for them- 
selves," feel as wise as any, and as 
. in2;enious too; they can see what is 
intended, done, and felt in the world, 
by young and old, rich and poor ; 
they, therefore, determine to ui.ike 
the offering of their ability to society 
— an offering which every man owes; 
—and, for public ediiication, they 
begin raking their sterile brains, for 
sketches of character, flat wit, and 
threadbare morals. We do not know 
that the noisy, but feeble flights of 
these tame people do any harm; 
except that the jnisuse of fieul- 
ties, even of the mo^st limited kind, 
is the loss of some good, which the 
n^ht ajjplication of them might have 
.iccompUsbed. Every one has ca- 
pacity enoQgli for self-knowledge; 
can estimate some part of the differ* 
ence hetwedb the pinions that soar» 
and the wings that flit; and can com- 
prehend that, while some excursive 
souls behold the heavens and the. 
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earth, the Creator and the creation, 
ID one splendid exhibition, others 
have, for thrir humbler perccjilion 
and happiness, the Ri^eet and the fair 
things below, in f^uccession and de- 
tail; that some inherit an empire in 
the region of thought, and 8ome but 
a garden; that some shine like the 
gam wbicll never decays, andothera 
▼aoisb like the rain-drop, exhaled in 
the ann^beam. Knowing aomething 
of the difference of human powers, 
and their effects, a thinking being 
must underatand that, to reform so- 
ciety, the writer must be etronir: 
to enlighten it, he must himself be 
lummous ; and that to charm, he 
must feel the -ientimoiil of beauty 
in his own soul, and have the power 
to display it at will. These endow - 
meats enable the possessor to exalt 
and deligbt bis fellow-men; and these 
conatitnte bis legitimale title to grati* 
tode and praiae* Bnt the claim to 
attention la adyanced, togetiier with 
the challenge to admiration; andtbe 
public are incessantly called upon 
to give time and reflection to those 
who take up the pen, and follow 
whither thcv could not lead. 

Novel writers of the lower grade 
are generally very humble, (they 
ought to be so) and moreover very 
moral; making up in goodness, as 
tbey appear to suppose, for tbeir 
deficiency of abilitj* Moral purpose 
is neceaaary in ul biiman actiona^ 
and very commendable in a noiel 
writer; but if be bare no other re- 
quisite, than pure and benevolent 
intentions, these can operate more 
cthcieritly, in almost any way in 
Khich they can be expressed, than 
ti)ron*;li tlie medium of the press. 
He who rcsirai/u his propensity to 
seek piibhc attention, when he has 
no proper claim to it, shows more 
good sense in bis forbearance* than 
be could in the indakence of bia 
inclination; we tberelm entreat of 
all persons so disposed, to *^ pmtu 
end jiofidar/* as aaitb Mr. Hervej, 



before they enter upon their display 
of talent and wisdom. 

The diiriii;erot ne;^iectin^, or over- 
looking inoral etiect, and the unhap- 
py consequences produced by con- 
cealed or vindicated immorahty in 
novels, might no doubt often be 
traced from impreaaiona early mada 
on auaceptible readeitt to tbeir cor* 
responding reaulta. Yet we b^ 
Ueve that there ia some exaggerated 
and false apprehension in tbe nuads 
of good people, upon tlua anbject 
They ought not to be less vigilant ia 
their cares for the youn<;, but they 
may be less uneasy. The \vi iters 
of this age have been so profuse of 
good examples and exact retribution, 
that Julia, VVerter, and the a<jree- 
iiblc debauchees oi liie earlier Eng- 
lish novelists, need not excite much 
alarm. * 

The efficacjr of Tirtnoiis prioci- 
plea,enforced m the ibm of fictitioai 

narrative, more or less amplified, 
baa been acknowledged by wise in- 
structors, and experimentally exhi- 
bited by them, almost from time ^ 
immemorial. The prophet, wheo I 
he would reform the crnog and j 
warm-hearted king of Israel, came 
not to him with a tbeoiy oi indivi- 
dual rights and affections; bui he 
spoke to his conscience and bi> 
heart, awakmied Ua generosity aod 
bia honour, and abot that arrow of 
remorse, which repentance aloae 
coold extract, by a simple tale. And 
the Greatest of Prophets a^sertad 
his moral dispensation not in laws, 
but in facts; and showed what the 
holy enjoy, and what the sinner dc- 
serves, by the saint's reward, and 
the ollender's misery, 'i he efficacy 
of some obvious moral in novels, 
we remember to have seen once 
controverted. — An eminent writer, 
who has deeply analyzed the eSetM 
of every species of literature npoa 
aociety, and upon indiyidnal nuad; 
who baa inTeatigated ita opentioa 
upon the nndeiatanding, the eoft> 
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leience, and the conduct of men— 
aMeitt, that eyopte are koown to 

be so much in the power of an 
author, an(5 retribution to bo 
completely al his d!?po«n!, that the 
reader is quite as apt to n-s^ii^n poeti- 
cal justice to his arlitrartj dtslrtbu- 
tiun, as to the law of nature; and 
that, however leigned situatious may 
afcst the rider's heart, or imputed 
eendect be condemned by his princi* 
piet; hoirerer raggetted imageaiiiay 
delist, or inyented wit amase bu 
ftiicy, he is not likely to apprehend 

nitbment for his own offences, 
I aeflbriiigs inflicted upon similar 
offenders, or to hope for his own 
success, from the 2;ratuitous pros- 
perity bestowed upon a favourite, 
by ono who has mines and ininU, 
love and liappiiicss, life and death, 
in free ^ift. It is possible that a 
reader may reason thus; but that he 
efUn doM, we doabt* He takes 
thingi as they are shown to him; 
believes in the doctrine of recom- 
pense, as it is Ulostrated in the facts 
he observes, or in the fiible wiiich 
be reads; and it is the corretpondtnce 
of feet and fable, which alone trives 
power to the latter. It is the inapti- 
tude of man to make all the use of 
i xperience, to which it might be 
applied, that renders the brief and 
concentrated exhibition of human 
history of so much value; for itfur- 
oiffhei complete demonstntien, in- 
stead of dismembered recollections^ 
and transient suggestions. Though 
this mode of instraction is so an- 
dent, and the confidence in it so 
mnversal, yet the multiplication of 
written tales is comparatiTely recent; 
and it ha'' created a new department 
in literature — the literattire of the 
unlearned. As soon as a whole peo- 
ple have learned to read, the ques- 
tion arises, — How shall they employ 
this acqnirement ? We answer — To 
facilitate business and mutual inter- 
coufse; to read the scriptares, thai 
they may comprehend their laith 



and their dnty; and, according to 
their opportnnities, to amuse and 
improve themselves by such boohs» 

as the different grades of taste, curi- 
osity, and intelligence can compre- 
hend and enjov, Such books are 
now furnished ])y the mutual action 
ot demand and supply. 

The Tilgrim's Progress is no novel, 
but it acts upon the common uiiod 

like one. Minds that ask only sim- 
ple lacts, for the illostration of sioH 
pie principles, cannot well interpret 
allegory; nor do they tronble them- 
selves with the exposition of the 
mystical and poetical . But Banyan's 
personifications, though they may 
not be ynrfprxtood, can be seen; for 
no writer ovrr addressed his shad- 
owy embiems more to the senses. 
Mr. Christian and Mrs. Christiana, 
with their children and acquaint- 
ances, are so much like ourselves, 
our neighbonrs, and onr own little 
folks, that we for the most part re* 
gsvd them as flesh and blood; and 
they interest us so much the more. 

Snce John Bunyan's day, provi* 
sioD for enlightening and entertain- 
ing ignorance, h-}^ been continually 
augmenting; and of the whole ainoijnt 
which has been "supplied, the contri- 
bution before us, is by no means the 
least worthy of acceptance. Among 
those writers, wiio, without being 
entitled to the highest honours of 

r'ns, still possess a claim to esteem 
Sound nndeistanding, practicid 
▼iewS of life, jost thinking, genuine 
purity of sentiment,and benevolence 
of feeling, the anther of Campbell** 
may rightfully occupy a respectable 
station. Though we have strayed 
somewhat from him, and thoii<^h he 
has wailrd nearly lono; for our ani- 
madversions, as (lid his own *' Pro- 
bationer," for the good fortune that 
never happened to him, yet he has 
not been forgotten; and whenever 
we shall recount the names of those 
who hare engaged m the task ef 
drawing practical leasons from erdi- 
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nriry experience, we *^hn]\ remem- 
ber hmi its a ple<iding teacher of 
wholt^-^ome truth<«. The hero of the 
' tale i« Wjlluiin Campbell; hi^ >»tory 
is related la his» own person, mdyre 
shall no»v proceed to abridge it, for 
the edification of all whom U may 
eoQceni. Every one will see that 
bu object is, to forewarn parents 
ngaiosk edacating children for pro- 
feasions, without suitable abilities 
■ndcorrei^pondingadvantages. This 
is a good lesson, it is a common 
remark, upon a rrun so forced out 
of bis proper sphere, " that is a 
good farmer, or a e;ood mechanic 
spoiled.'* M my a one isso spoiled; 
and if the luckless Campbell should 
lead one parent to distrust the false 
augury of a dull boy's eminence, and 
tKwe one unhappy wight from the 
prostration of his corporeal powers, 
and the torture of hi.s intetlectttal» 
he will do more good by his narra- 
tive, than he ever did by his actions. 

William Campholl was the son of 
a very weak man, who did not rule 
it) his own house; and of a woman, 
who, though not very wise, sw.iytii 
the domestic sceptre. In the year 
in which the Duke of Cumberland 
Struck the blow, which has kept 
South and North Britain in peaca 
^▼er since, 1746, Campbell was 
bom; and because the heroic duke 
had stopped at his &ther*s dwelling, 
taken the new-born infant in his 
arms, and lefl ten guineas for his 
future education, with the declara- 
tion that he would no doubt be a 
great man, the duke's name, William, 
was given to the bantlinij:, m dopite 
of morUi offence to an old Jacobite 
uncle of some properly, who wished 
that his nephew should be called 
Chariie.*' WilUe's Either would 
have put him into the field, to aid 
bis own labour in doe time; but 
his mother chose that, like Dominie 
Sampson, he should shake his pow 
in the pulpitJ* The father knew 
•U the pushing and diinhwg neces- 



sary to get a boy to that elevation, ' 
and that his boy had no one to M 
him. No mattcr-^the father was 
overruled, and the son was carried 
through the school and the college, 
and at last licensed to preach. Of his 
ambition and emulation, his friend- 
ships and enmities, his successes, 
or ciefeats, we are told nothing. 
Through that period of strong emo« 
tion, he passed without agitatioa; 
and at the close of his college life 
took up his abode under the pareo- 
tal roof, without books and without 
friends, and with his mother's loqua- 
city for a social resource. Walking; 
over the conntry, and a Utile occa- 
sional labour in the lieids, at which 
he was very awkward, and whii h 
he found rery irksome, constituted 
his occupations; till a college ac* 
quaintance passing his door, took 
him to a neighbouring gentleman's 
house. AAer this introduction, the 
gentleman hired Mr. Campbell for a 
private instructor to his childres. 
The day^ which followed might have \ 
been hapi>y, had not Mr. Campbell i 
1 d\en in love with his fair pupil, 
iMiss Maria B. The attachment was ! 
mutual; but the prospects of Camp- I 
bell did not authorize liim to cherish ' 
it, and the dictates of honour com- 
pelled him to quit his situation. 
Campbeirs father does not often ap- 
pear as an actor in the course of 
this history; he U one of those good 
men, whose virtues want efficiency, 
while they truly exist in principle 
and feeling. His admonition to his 
son on his departure fr m home, to 
enter upon his duty in Mr. B.'s 
family, is characteristic of a tender 
father, anil a vuluous man.

tion. The right of the mind to the 
independent use of its Acuities, in 
regard to dutjr toward God, is for- 
mally acknowledged by all; but, as 
in the case related by Campbell, 
notwithstanding the liglit that has 
come into the world,'' and which 
shows th.it ohcdiencty not forms nor 
crerds, is the essence and the test 
of faith, we fear that there yet exist 
professing believers, who, with a 
preloaded zeal for (iod and truth, 
make that God a being of llieir own 
conceptions, and that truth a system 
of their own interpretation; who 
deceive themselFes, bj mistaking 
the love of power for the love of 
God; who, in the name of him whose 
serrice is perfect freedom, enforce 
a tyranny which is little less to be ab> 
horred and resisted, than the scourge 
and the faggot; — a tyranny which 
dictates, for the doctrmes of the 
gospel, the commandments of men; 
%vhich denies to its subjects, as far 
as possible, the means of illumina- 
tion; which fetters intellect bjr the 
do^onas which it teaches, and the 
limits which it prescribes; which is 
the deadly foe of that charity which 
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is greater than both fiiith and hope; 

and which makes the proof of fidelity 
to consist in calumniating those, who 
dare not, and will not submit to any 
authority hui tlie Bible, nor any ex- 
pounders hut rea*ion and ron^rience. 

Campoeli's next transiUon was to i 
a jail; into which he was* throwu 
on account of his responsibility for 
a worlhless brother-in-Kiw, whoae 
debt he was unable to dischai^. 
Hence, however, he was liberated 
by a few friends of his late parish.

The history of this impostor, and 
most of the other episodes in the 
book, all point out the same uacfbl 
inference, namely, the absurditjr of , 
inconsistent education, and the folly | 
of expecting events to accomplisk 
what abi ity only can attain, ^fler 
Mr. CampbelPs vindication was ef- ' 
fected and his person free, it was 
sugges ed that, if he did notwi55hto 
appear for th*- cotulrtniratHni of the 
criminal, he would do well to quil 
Scotland for a time. The master 
of a vessel offered him a passage is 
London; Miss Burton forced upon liii 
acceptance a sum of ntoney, isiM 
herself in the Hebe to the Thamsi, 
and returned also to ScoUaad bj the 
same conveyance. This excursios 
produces nothing of much impor- 
tance to the history, except making 
Mr. Campbell andMiss Burton better 
acquainted. The result of their inti- 
macy is the oiier of llie lady's heart

Miss Burton is one of &e nsst lai-

confer upou them. Her prefer- 
ence for Mr. Campheli might hsye 
been produced by the principle, up- 
on wbtcb some writera account for 
apparently incoi^uouB tastes — tbe 
bnTmooy of contrast; but upon wbat 
principle soever her choice was de- 
cided, love wns not a very profound 
sentiment in her heart. Likinir hor 
so well as we do, we wish wc could 
tike her better. We do not athmre 
faultless women in book<<, precisely 
because there are none in real life, 
Kobody is interested for Richard- 
son's Harriet Byron, as he is for 
Clementina; but stilU when the faults 
which tarnish tbe lustre of goodness* 
are coarse and unreBned* they are 
less excusable, and less agreeable, 
than the excess of exalted affections, 
and the extrayn^ncies of undisci- 
plined imai^ination. 

In Campbell's jonrnpy i'lovn Kdin- 
buriz;h home, he encouritcred a com- 
pany ofstroUing players, under such 
embarrassment, that be was induced 
by compassion to relieYe tbe princi- 
pal, by a loan of fire guineas, for 
which he took a ludicrous obligation, 
■q;ned,--** Hamlet, Prince of Den- 
mark." 

The Probationer*' had passed 
thirty, without advancing his fortune, 
when he was determined to seek his 
object in anew way. An accidental 
meeting with an old college compa- 
nion, who s:ave him an ainmated 
account oi hu? own succebs, and of 
the means by which it had been 
tehieved, determined Campbell to 
coltiTate patronage also. This prac- 
tical lesson open ** the art of rising 
in tbe world," may be of service to 
some of those timid and supine be- 
ings, who are rendered such by a 
nntiirnl but mistaken delicary; who 
are embarrassed by a sortpf respect 



for mankind, which prerents tbem 
from entering into justlingand inter- 
fering competition; n re«pect, which 
looks for mutual delt.j* nee, and 
whirh 6,0 honours itself, a!* to expect 
also, thai the wise and liberal will 
in due time discern and grant all 
that nature craves, or talents de* 
serve. Such men enter life, as sim* 
pie rustics enter, for the first time, 
a populous city; they think they 
will stop for a while, until the crowd 
shall have passed, and the way be 
unimpeded; hnt tlie crowd is never 
gone, and the ni»^ht, ' in which no 
man can work," as it darkens over 
them, finds them still waiting and 
wondering. 

When Campbell, as he made a 
melancholy . comparison between bis 
friend's lot and his own, would have 
accounted for his misfortunes hw 
Goldsmith's silver spoon and woooU 
en ladle," his friend attempted to 
confute the theory of luck, by the 
following reply, which may be easily 
and properly applied, in the ex;?mp1e 
it gives, to other pursuits, besides 
that of a snug manse" and a good 
glebe." 

"*Nriy,' said he, 'Will, you are 
wrong : rather say,

Mr. Bel- 
iield relates the history of his ad- 
ventares, as player, fortune-teller, 
&c. if be ie most respeetMe as a 
gentlemao, exemplarv friend, has- 
band, and member of society, be is 
most amuting in his assumed charac- 
ters; and the same benevolence and 
goodncs?! of heart, wliirh dirtnted 
the condtK't of his riper age, pre- 
vented tiiO levity of his youth from 
degeneratins: into profligacy, and di- 
rected the iniiuceut artifice he was 
led to pr^ictise, to the service of 
ignorant simplicity, and the counter- 
action of low cunning. In one in- 
stance, he persuaded a young gtii 
to make a faithful lover happy, by 
foretelling, in his mystical character, 
the felicity that awaited their con- 
nexion : and in another, saved his 
latlier tVoni that folly of dotage, — 
a marriage with a vulgar, mtnguing 
woman. In what manner strolling 
playe rs enjoy life,aiid emjpioy taleuta, 
Hogarth,Goldsmiih, and Crabbe bate 
shown the werld. Mr. BelfieldV 
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eatperience is a good corroboration, 
and not a flat imitation of the truth 

exhihlled by these master*. 

'l he only flivinntion of intelligent 
people, i2t probability; hui there is 
I class of niiinl-i, in wlucli ihereyet 
iurks a coutiiience in ihe prescience 
tif certain impostors, who sport with 
the feeling9, and rifle the penes ef 
ihf^ir dupes. Should iuch creduloos 
persons read Mr. Bellield^s history, 
they will not only be diverted bj 
its vivacity, but enlightened by that 
pari which relates to his supernatu- 
ral sagacity. They will learn how 
easy it is, by the previous knowledge 
of a few relative cirrntu'^t ujces, to 
infer other corresponding lact^, and 
to utter those plausible oracle.«, 
which may or may not cogcur with 
future events; and they may hence 
deduce the fact, that these pretend- 
ed wise ones neither foresee nor 
foretel any thing, which common 
penetration cannot discover. 

Soon alter the acquif^ition of this 
new friend, ^1r. Campbell procured 
n - hool. But his public teaching 
dm DOt produce more happincsni for 
him, than his experiment at Sir Peter 
Liirbtfuot's. His dilliculties were 
multiplied in this new situation. He 
wa9 dependent on parents; and each 
chose to make his own ignorance, 
and his own discipline, the measure 
of the master's in-^tmction^^ and cor- 
rections. The children knew this, 
and consequently, their own indo- 
lence an<l b;id habits were justified 
and strengthened; their instructor's 
intelligence was nntlervahicd and 
made uselens; his views were frus- 
trated, and his life rendered misera- 
ble. This evil is in extensive and 
powerful operation at the present 
time ; and. the wretchedness pro- 
duced to ihe teacher, by the irre- 
sistible influence exerted against bis 
wisest and kindest efforts, is one of 
its least deplorable effects. Puhiic 
• institutions, reflated by the dispas- 
sionate and Uberali shut out this ia- 



terfering power, and leave to tbe 
superiors of schools, that sole and 
salutary authority, which, exerted 
with industry, sound judgment an(i 
sound learning, is the transmissive 
and active principle, which consti- 
tutes the intluence of mind upoa 
mind, and makes the genius, the 
knowledge, and the benevoience of 
one man, in various measures and 
modifications, the communicated and 
amplified possession of a multitude. 
Whether such authority shall be con- 
ferred on private instructors, must 
depend upon p n ( nts. Parents laust 
place tbeir child r«'n under the care 
of persons suilalily qualified to guide 
and enlisjhtcn tliom, must reward 
te<iclier> adequately, and leave theui 
to such absolute freedom in the du» 
ties they dictate, and the restrainits 
the^ impose, as the specific objects 
which they have in view require. 
Then and t|ien only can they pro- 
mote the genuine objects of educe* 
tion, the improvement and happiness 
of teachers and pupil-*, withoiU the 
sacriliro iA p u t of the tulereaiis 
of the one to tiie oiiier. 

The opinions and admonitions of 
bigoted and silly men and women, 
were not the greatest afflictions of 
poor Campbell* The period at 
which he commenced his 8cbool,wM 
an unhappy one in politiod histoiy. 
Never did the state of the pubtic 
affairs so universally engage private 
attention, 9S at the beginning of tiie 
French revolution; neither the sanc- 
tuary nor the (irp^ide w^ere secluded 
from the stnleot conflicting partie<. 
The ultimate tendcnry of thi^ '•tntV,

A noise at the gate inter^ 
hipted my reverie ; the llltiaon vanish- 
ed : I felt that I Was still an inhabitant 
of earth, but that a few years at most 
would close the scene: * And why not 
now V said J, mentally : ' My life of 
iteiue to none. I have lived UMleetad 
and onknown to the world. Ijet ma 
die in pence, and be forgotten !* 

Some children of the village now 
entered the churchyard ; I withdrew, 
and drove on with eoonderable speed, 
glad to eaeape.from all whom I was 

afraid of mectinp;, knowinjij well that 
there could be but littU m their minds 
in unison with my present feelings,

Mr. Belli old received his fne nd 
with a cordial welcome; and that he 
might at once enjoy his society, and 
render him independent, furnished 
lam with the accommodation ot u 
home, and the care of a school. To 
give inponddad enjoymeiit to the 
poa aea alon of con^Mtency, the inter- 
conne of friendship, and the enjoy- 
ment of hooka, Mr. Belfield united 
himaelf to a heaiitiful and aoaiahle 
woman, in whom Campbell reeeg" 
nised a friend of Miss Burton, and 
an old acquaintance of his own. Thi^ 
lady treated her husband's friend 
with all the cordiality and respect 
which was due to his oierit, and he 
returned her attentions, and regard- 
ed her character, with the deference 
and affection, which a aeniiUe, re-* 
fined^and beneficent woman alwaja 
inamrea. Mita Bnrton had married, 
hemre thfii time, a Colonel Maitland, . 
and had previously placed a anm of 
money in the funda» in the name of 
Campbell; this sum augmented his 
comfort?, and a vivit from the liberal 
donor to his friends, increased the 
happiness ol all parties, but that of 
poor Campbell. Free as was his 
partici|)ation of all that his friends 
enjoyed, this reflected happiness did 
not satid^ a mind, which demanded 
indiTidaal importance and poaaea* 
aiooa Ibr iti (sratification; and thoui^ 
he ought to haTe cultivated more 
self-oblivion and diaintereated abeer* 
Iblbeaa, we feel that his regreta are 
verjr natural^ as he thua expreaae^ 
them : — 

" Situate as I now was, will it be con- 
ceived 1 could possibly be unhappy? 
Alas ! I felt myself more so every day ! 
The tenderness, the amiable and delicate 
attentioni, which Mm. BeMeld display- 
ed on all occasions ; her unremitted as- 
siduity to promote her hiwband's happi- 
ness ; her constant endeavours to anti- 
cipate hib wiiihes, and the unsophistto 
cated domestie felidty that reinied at 
Hawthorn-lodge ; all these added eveiy 
day to my melancholy. 

** It will not be imagined that I envied 
the feiicitjr of mjr liiends: Oh no ! if my 
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efivrt of mine could hare increased it, 

how chferfully would it have been ex- 

crtod. But r »;nv here what refinement 
of bliss our natures are rr^p ihle of en- 
joying: I saw the cup ot Itilicity filled 
to the brim, pure and unmixed, of which 
I was dooiaed never to teste. ' Such,' 
Mid I to myself, • might have been my 
p«»rtjon with Maria — hxii f;itc (*nr!> idf 
the consummatioii of siuch haj>()inu^s ! 
I have friends, it is true ; but what are 
the relums of ^titude to the overflow- 
Ingi of the heart — the esteem and confi- 
dence that continue to emHnate from 
mutual love? Alas! I fid thnt I am 
alone in the worM ! No one UM»ks to 
me as a atay and auj^port amidat the 
fltonns of life, and there is no heart that 
can throb responsive to my pvf ry f»'« N 
ing! S;!irited sh.idt' of my Maria ! for- 
|^etD(»t hi{.i who ha».ni'V(>r censed to r« - 
member thee! Uiisc« n l>y the world, 
visit his pillow — let thy viiionary pre- 
srnce sooth his lingerinj!; hours, till our 
disembodied spirits meet to part no 
more !' 

The substM^upnt pnrt of Mr. Camp- 
bell 8 life was much like tlic pre- 
ceding, excof)t tl»at the alLercti ibr- 
tunes of some of his fi ienJb, anil ihc 
loss of others, afforded sticcessive 
occasion to his habitual melancholy. 
Mr. and Mrs. Belfield died prema- 
turely; Colonel Maitland (the hus- 
band of Miss Burton) ruined him- 
self by gaming; and Mr. Campbell 
was lefl to find the comforts of his 
remaining days, in the fjniily of a 
faithful and respectable servaot of 
Mr. Belfield. 

We love and honour Campbell a 
good affection*; and good -l ii^c at all 
times; we are griev ed that a tnan so 
virtuous, is not more happy; and if 
tve condemn the want of activity and 
enterprise, which for the most part 
cliaracterizes him, we are pleased 
with some occurrences, which vindi- 
cate him from the chai|(e of tame- 
ness. An adventure of this sort, 
not only displays the warmth of 
Campl>oll's jn?t resentment, but is a 
good picture of the world. Tt hap- 
pened to him, on ajournoy to London, 
to hear his own history partially re- 



lated, and grossly misrepresented. 
The manner of this narrative,— its 
accordance with truth, and its de- 
parture from it, — agrees well with 
the fidelity of common reports, ia 
which enough is plausible, to induce 
the assent of vulgar minds animated 
!)y curiofsity, and enough of false- 
hood is ingrafted upon obvious truth, 
to sully the lame of innocence, and 
disturb its peace. Thoy who have 
read the preceding siictch, may 
learn, i\om the pnrversion ofch?>rac- 
tcrand fact, e\hibited by tbe follow- 
ing eitract, how far they should 
credit many of the amosii^ recitala 
daily current in real life. 

" My company in th«' coach con'-i>led 
of an elderly gt^iitleman of resj>e€luble 
appearance,anotherconsiderably young- 
er, but forward and loquadoos ; and m 
woman, derenllv, though not eb'gantly 
dressed, of a m.Uron-likc appearance, 
and about forty years of age. They 
seemed to have travelled some stases 
together ; for the conversation was De> 
f^im by the eUh rly gentleman* who Ibos 
addressed the other :

portant trials — at a Scotch Circuit ' that 
IS a good joke. Pray, Sir. wliat could 
you expect there of importance^ I 
hope ^ ou will excuse me, Sir, for I do 
not thmk ^ou are a Scotehman: but m- 
derd. their (vinst-s nrp fjcnerally of no 
ifnpdrtanre : nothing to inspirr with elo- 
quence — no field! In this instance, there 
were a few women for child murder, as 
usual — some petty larcenies, such as 
stralinf:; potatoes, turnips, and dead 
horses, for the sakp (»r their skins; 
deforcing gaugers, and so forth! Ah ! I 
had forgotten, there was one cause of 
high importanee<— Sir Peter Lightibot, 
of Bramble- brae, had eaused one of his 
tenants to !)(• ir>dirt»*d for felony, for the 
daring crime ol stealuig heather!' * Yon 
joke, surely ?' * Not I, &ith ! The knight 
IS a queer one!— but we, the otaef 
proprietors in the county, were ooHtt 
ashamod of the action. Wr must abJio-

The rooeipt of thiB letter shocked 
tne inexpressibly; at thh moment, at 
such a time, and ir) such a place, to r(t- 
ccivp M IpttiT, which at once stripped 
roe ot otlice, of rights, of honour, and 
credit, was sufficient to astonish and 
dismay a person of stronger nerves. 
What was to be done ? l bad not a 
tnomont to determine. I cast my eye 
hastily on Commodore Decatur ; I was 
satisfied at a glance, that he knew not 
the contents of the letter; it wns n e ces 
sary that he should not; for had he heeo 
m rirqu»inted with the determination

Thus satisfied, the Commo- 
dore, who originally was pleased at the 
prompt manner pointed out of temu- 
nating this difference, consented to writo 
the letter, which wa>* done forthwiUi. 
Night came on, and I betook myself to 
rest, on the cabin Door, and in a state of 
mind better imagined thau desenbad. 
At day4iresk the next momingt the 
lively drum and fife played the rt vei!!*-, 
the officer on duty furnished ine wilh a 
boat and iiauds, which lauded Abdaltah 
and myself under Cape Carthage. I 
had ordered horses to he on tfbat spot 
nt an enrly hour, and we ascended to 
the ru{^j;ed summit, to look for their 
approach, i seirted myst-lf on the ex* 
treme befght of the cape; the sun mtm 
just risbg, and the beautiful amphithea- 
tre by whicli \ was surrounded, was 
tinged with gold. — Not u soul was stir- 
ring; below me were tlie diminished 
masti of our squadron, which was 
tranquilly at anchor ; at a di«taiiee» the 
smooth surface of the Mediterranean, 
without a solitary hark to break th»^ 
prospect; ttie birds were ssjnp;iii^ ( ln;er- 
iully ; every thing appeared at ease, 
except myselt I dace more read the 
letter of Mr. Monroe. I paused to 
reflect on its contents. I w-is at a lo«s 
to account for its stranj^e and un|)rece- 
deutcd tenor; my religion an object of 
hostility^ I tboufht I was a cititeii of 
the United States, protected by the 
conslittition in my religious, as well as 
in my civil rights. My rtllj^ion was 
known to the government at tiie tnue of 
my apointment, and it constituted one 
of the prominent causes why I was 
sent to Barbary; if then, any * unfamor- 
hMm' events had been created by my 
r( ll^ion, they should have been first 
ascerlained, aod not acting upon a sup« 

position, upon imaginary coma^pMoeeSi 
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have thus TioUted one of the aiost 
•Bcred wnd ddieate rights of a dllwii. 
Admitting, thtn* that my religion had 

prot^tict'd an iinfavfmrahle rffrrt, no 
offinal notice sliould have beer) taken iif 
it ; i could have be€o recaUt il without 
l^Mm^ on ib ft lattw* thm hoatila !• 
the spirit and chanctcrof our institn- 
tion''. But my rflij^ion was not known in 
Barbary. From tti»' inoint*ntof my lanti- 
ifig, I had been in the fuil poMedsion of 
1117 Connilar fuoctioDs, rei>p«ctcd and 
feared by the novemmcnt, and enjoyinj; 
the esteenn and good will of every reM- 
dent. What injury rr»u!d my rt'Iipion 
create.' I lived lilte other Consuls; tiie fla^ 
of the United Statct was dispiayi^oa 
Sundays and Chriilian holy-dayt; the 
Catholic Priest, who came into my 
koiMe to sprinkle holy water and pniy, 
was received w ith de^r^nce, and freely 
aOowed to perform his pious purpwse; 
Iba bare-lMted Fhndaean* wbo cama 
to beg, received alms in the name of 
Chrbt; the Greek Bishop, who 
sent to me a decorated hranch of palm, 
00 Palm Sunday, received, in return, a 
cnilomarj donation; thf» poor Christian 
ahives* when they wanted a favour, 
came to me; the Jews alone »sked no- 
thing from me. Why then am 1 to be 
perseculitd for reli^on Although 
SO raKcbus principles are known to tlie 
constitution, 00 peculiar worship con- 
nected with the covemmt-Dt, y»'t I did 
nut forgft that I was representing a 
Christian nation. What was the opinion 
of Joel Rariow, whan wriUnc a treaty 
for one of the Barbary States^ Let the

Do not these, and a 
Aonsand other cfucnmstances, which 
it wonid be snpeHlnons to* enume- 
rate, display a genlns and energy 
which are «urpa?;scd by no nation on 
the ?!«>br ^ If thrn, we pnpgess at 
lei^-^i our (liic (jUi)nlum of intellec- 
tual and corpor*^nl power, is it not 
presumptuous in those who do not 



give themselves time to reflect upon 
our peculiar situation, to dici^ite in 
what uiunner we shall '^pply itl^ 
This must ever depend upon advev- 
titions circomstances. There ar* 
many pnrsnits, which would in some 
cases be extremely laudable, bat 
which, in others, wonM be frivolous 
and injurious. The attention of the 
United States will probab]y,for many 
yenrs, bp devoted to rcarins; cttre*;; 
openiiii; harbours, roads, and canab; 
making the tangled thicket give way 
to the order and abundance of culti^ 
vation; erecting ships to transport 
her treasures to her friends, and her 
thonders to her enemies. Tbeae 
will be the primary objects of oar 
attention as a iiation,^-ob)eols well 
wortl^ the application of ail the 
energies of a high-minded people. 
Not that, in the mean time, the tnte- 
rrsts of science and literature will 
suffer, or that all the attention will 
not be bestowed upon them, which, 
Ironi their importance and intimate 
conneiion with the general prospe- 
rity, they so richly merit. We un- 
dertake to assert, also, that tiie state 
of society is better In the United 
States than in any other ooantry. 
That is to say, tliero is a more gene- 
ral diffosioDof inAmnation, property, 
and liberty among all classes of 
society, than is to be found else- 
where ; and from such a state of 
things, mti«?t always flow a commen- 
surate improvement in the state of 
morals, ft must have struck those 
who have made a tour throuirh the 
United States, that there is a re- 
marfcaUe coincidence of sentiment 
throughout; that we speak tl^ssiBe 
langu without any of that diver- 
sity of dialect and brogne, wMch 
renders the different districts of Hha 
British empire, and of all.the lamr 
monarchies of Europe, nearly udib- 
tellicrible to each other; that every 
section of o\ir vast country appears 
to have derived the streams of know- 
ledge from th£ jsame fountain*, in 
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Abort, that we are one people, alike 
in sentiment, interest and character. 
The Bishop of. Laodaff ha? justly 
observed, that ** we can no more 
be acquainted with all books, than 
with all men, and that thoi^e worthy 
of an intimate acquaintance are very 
lew;**~he miglil hwm added, tint 
tinwe which are the most Talaable, 
ire the most coaumon. Hence we 
can well account for the correct 
ideas generally prevalent among that 
class of our citizens, which lays no 
claim to literary eminence; as well 
as for Uint inquisitive, rnedilative 
turn, and that mastery of the pas- 
sions, which distinscuish them from 
the mass of all otiier nations. In- 
deed, a consideration oi this last 
omiioiied moral phenomenoa, has 
Moced some to suppose that the 
natire aensibilitiea or our citisens 
are not 80 acote as they oagbt to be. 
But it will appear upon reflection, 
that in every age and country, the 
well-informed and well-bred, have 
been least subject to irritation and 
the ehallition of passion. The ge- 
neral diffueiion of information and 
wealth, as well as of liberty, wiiirh 
we have mentioned; and tlie constant 
«MMlse of his political rights, in 
the appoiatnueat of the lervaats of 
the people, (which, in other coon* 
tries, are too frequently their mat- 
ters,) unite to give to the American 
citizen « digpitj of character, and 
to inspire in him a self-respect, that 
bid fair to perpetuate owrfree inr^titu- 
tions; while, at the same time, those 
institutions are constantly tending to 
elevate the icaional character; and 
thus, like a well ori^ani/.cd machine, 
the component parts of this stupen- 
dooa ftbric, harmonise ao ai to im- 
part mateal strength and darability . 
That the weU-wi^ers of oor novel, 
hotaacceasfnl experiment in govern- 
ment, may be assured of its perpe- 
tuity, we need only mention the 
abolition of the aristocratical doc- 
trine of descent, and the equal dig* 



tribution of property among the 

deseendlnnt*? from the §ame parent. 
In this way the treasures of science 
are opened equally to all; and thus 
are prevented thonr dang;erous coali- 
tions between inordinate wealth aad 
inordinate ambition, which have so 
often monnted to power upon the. 
wreck of pnblic prosperity. That 
ovr nanerom advantages, — political^ 
agricultural, commercial, and mortil, 
— will combine to give a powerful 
impulse to the genius of America, 
and elevate it to the acme of human 
perrectibility may,therefore,well be 
the favourite anticipation of philo- 
sophy, as well as of patriotism; and 
it caii no more admit of a doubt, 
than that a strong and delicate cor- 
poreal organization will produce 
correapondi^greintts of health, aiN- 
tiri^, and talent Nor has natore* 
dealt pariimontonsl^ with oor land, 
in thoae giAs which inflame the 
fancy, and give birth to poetic in« 
spiration. Our loAy mountains, ma- 
jestic rivers, fertile plains, and se- 
rene atmosphere, ail unite to awaken 
emotions of beauty and suhhmity; 
and it is as diflicult in tliis as in any 
oth^r country, to which nature has 
been bountiful, to wander on the 
banki of oor rivers, or recline be- 
neath th«ir embowering ihadea^ — to 
iiaten to the melodies of the groves, 
or view landscapes which may vie 
with the fairest creations of the ima« 
gination, — with all these delights en- 
hnnfed by the areompaniment of 
manly strent^lh and female loveliness, 
without giving up to day-dreams of 
bliss, and forgetting for a time that 
we must relinquish such fairy scenes, 
for the disenchanted and toilsome de- 
tails of ordinary life. 

Ahhoo^ oar citizens are not al- 
ways writing, it is rather nnfiur to 
assert that they do not reflect, nor 
are capable of feeling all the inspi- 
ration of poetry.

realise their own wishes, or satisfy 
the wants and expectations of society. 

But not only do labours like these 
under consideration, Mrectlj^ pro- 
mote the common good, by multi- 
plying that knowledge, which ia no* 
cossary to the arrangement of man* 
anrea condncivo to &o atroo^ and 
growth of the attte; their mMrtU 
Had co//a<«ra/ consequences, also, aro 
acaroely leaf deairafale and import 
ant. 

That proneness to be bn^y in 
legislation of some kind or other, 
which is so characteristic an etfect 
of free institutions, and which ten^ 
to the multiplication of statute, 
until their ver^ number becomes a 
voation, reqairei all the acope that 
worfca of general and permaoenl 
otility and magnificence can furvrii* 
to render it not only wholeaomo but 
harmless. The propenaity refeired 
to, is not more actire than change^ 
able; and if not producing good, will 
be constantly begetting embarrass- 
m^'nt. and iendin^; from novelty to 
novelty, until the simple aod staid 
policy of true political wisdom and 
genume republicanism, is wholly 
lost to view, in the intricate, con- 
flicting, aod pernicious achemeaof 
sanguine, ahort-sighted, oronpfiiiGi-> 
pledlnnmtora. 

When, moreoTer, ioformalte ia 
laid before the public, by which all 
may percoire, not only the extent 
of the means at their control, for 
the accomplishment of the noblest 
ends of civil society; but, also, how 
small a portion of those means has 
yet been turned to account, the 
impatience, which all who take an 
iioiietit pride in the reputation of 
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their country, must feel, at witnessiag 
the odioiH contentions of demago- 
Ipes, seeking; inerel)' personal ag- 
grandizement and t('mporary sway, 
regardless of their duties to society, 
will 8ooa be followed by a sentiment 
of indieofltioD and icoro for such 
letAsb Ihtrigaenj and their vacaiit 
stations will speedily be filled by 
such as can appreciate the boimties 
of nature, and the adraotages of 
local sitnatioR. 

It is also one of the most gratefril 
a? well as n^cfui occupations of tlie 
legislator, to be engaged in unfold- 
ing the capabilities of his country; 
and while the progress of hi-^ plans 
is diffusing a spirit oi cheerful in- 
dustry and cordial assent among his 
fellow-citizens, it is the powerful 
tendency of the cares in which he 
is engrossed, to gire dignity to hb 
character and largeness to hifi views. 
The results of hi^ legislative wisdom 
stand palpable to sight; and before 
the clear evidence of the senses — 
while e:;izmg on the monuments of 
h\s srtt^arity and patriotism — the re- 
vihng;s ot envy are put lo shame, 
and the clamours of fuction hushed. 
' Indeed, the blessings resulting to 
a people froai the cettmtioD of their 
itrtemal Monrees, and from ibster-' 
ing a propensity to engage in the 
conatmction of public works, which 
combine utility with grandeur, are 
ihcalculable both inTariety and dura- 
tion. While in this way encourage- 
ment is given to entpr]>risn -md 
industry at home, respet t is pro- 
cured abroad; a lasting attaclmient js 
iwakened for the just and huiniDe 
occupations of peace, and a i»alu ury 
antipathy begotten toward mingling 
im the disputes of other natbns; 
wUle, the same time, is inspired 
a generoos dcTotion to the hononr 
of a country, which han rendered 
itself so dear and glorious, that 
cannot fail, tn the day of battle, to 
vindicate those rights which nego- 
Uation may have been onaMe to

secure, and turn invasion back with 
discomfiture and shame. 

The foregoing remarks apply, not 
so much to tlie specimens of Mr. 
Alwater's book, now otlered, as to 
the main body of the work; and we 
have made them, at well from n 
strong sense of the meritorioos char* 
acter of such works, and a desire 
tor contrihate our mite to their en- 
couragement, as from an earnest fbr 
the still further diffusion of that spirit 
of internal improvement, which, 
with such Ru«piciou? omens, distin- 
guishes the present epoch of the 
history of the United States.

My object has been, to clear away 
the rubbish with which superficial 
and hasty travellers had covered our 
antiquitieSfSO that erery otgectmigh^ 
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^ dtftiooUy MOD. Willi what mc* 
6e<t my bumble leboan have been 
erowDedy let an impartial public 
say, when tbe wbole result is placed 
before them. 

The extracts from unpublii-hed 
• Notes on the State of Ohio' follow. 

Antiguiitet, — As no apology is 
necessary, so none will be made, 
for the introduction oi tins article 
into these Notes. Our Antiquities 
have been described by many per* 
tons residing in the Atlantic States, 
most of whom ne^er saw one of 
them; or bj tra?ellen» who neithdr 
had the leisure nor the ability ne- 
cessary to be employed in the inves* 
tigation of a sutfieet so Intricate. 
They hare frequently given to the 
world, their crude and indigested 
statements, concerning our nntiqtii- 
ties, after hastily tr iversmg a small 
extent of country, and vii^iting a feiv 
ancient works; or listening to the 
idletalesof persons, quite its incom- 
toetent as themselves to describe 
fhem; so that lntell^;oDt tndividuabt 
fesidiof in the vicinity of the werj 
works, pretended to be describcMl, 
horn the descriptions of them, would 
hnrdly tuspect what works were in- 
tended. One traveller happens to 
▼ieiv an ancient work, which wa«; 
once a place of .unuaemcnt for it^ 
authors, and wisely concludes, that 
none hut such were ever found in 
the whole country : another, ridm? 
at full speed, happens to see a mound 
with a senicircalar pavement on the 
east side of it, and at once proclaims 
it to tbe world, as his firm belief, 
that all our ancient works were 
places of devotion, dedicated to the 
worship of the son; whilst a succeed- 
ing one, finds an ancient military for* 
tress, and thence safely concludes, 
that all our ancient works were 
raised for military fuirpor^es. One 
person fjr)(h something of En^lt^h 
origin about these works, and with- 
out limitation, immediately fabri- 
cates a tale about a Webb prince,

of time, be swept awiqr and buried 
with the names of their present in- 
habitants, in evcrla«?tiog oblivion ;

it would be of the same kind with 
that, which now besets and over- 
whelms the superficial observer.

of them is deemed quite useless. He 
who wishes to find traces of Indian 
•ettlement, . either nmnerotM or 
worthy of his notice^ most risit the 
shores of the Atlaolic, or the bonks 
of the rivers runoing into it, on the 
east side of the AUeghanies. 

The ocean spreads outacontinaal 
feast before men in a savage state, 
who look u|»on all pursuits as be- 
neath the dignity of men, except 
such as beloiii; to the chase or war. 
Having once found the sea, there 
they fix their habitations, and never 
leave it until they are compelled to 
do so, either by a dense population 
or a too powerful foe. There they 
€aet their lines, drag their nets» 
throw their harpoons, or rake np 
the shell-fishes. Into the sea, they 
ehase with their dogs, the bounding 
roe, and pursue him through the 
Wave*' in their canoes. When com- 
pelled to leave the sea, they follow 
up the larger streams, to where their 
finny prey abounds in every brook; 
and the bear, the deer, the moose, 
the elk, or the buffalo, feeds on 
erery hill. Whatever the earth or 
water spontaneously produces, they 
take, and are satisfied. The supplies 
from the ocean, but particularly the 
meant of subsistence furnished by 
the game found in the valleys, and 
on the hills of New Eno^land, were, 
it is believed, more numerous than 
they ever were in Ohio. That spe- 
cies of beach which affords the out. 



on which, in autumn, winter, and 
spring, the deer and several other 
wUd animals feed and fatten, two 
centuries since, was much more 
plentiful there, than it ever was in 
this country. Hence the wild game 
were more numerous there than 
here; hence one reason, why the 
Indian population was more dense 
there than here. It is believed, that 
when America was discovered by 
Kn ropeans, our pr. iries and barrens 
were too wet for the habitations of 
men. Besides, if our Indians came 
from Asia by the way of Behring*s 
Strait, they would naturally follow 
the great lakes and their outlets, 
nearly, or quite down to the sea. 
This may be one reason, why the 
Indian population was much n^ore 
dense in the northern than in the 
southern, in the eastern than in the 
western parts of the present United 
States. That it was so, our own 
history mcontestably proves. Hence, 
the cemeteries of Indians so nume- 
rous and lai^e in the eastern, and 
so few and small in the western 
states. Hence, the numerous other 
traces of Indian settlement, such as 
the immense piles of shell-fishes all 
along the sea shore; the immense 
number of arrow heads, stone axes, 
and other articles belonging to them 
in the eastern states, ai^ their pau- 
city in the western states. There 
we s^e the most indubitable evi- 
dences of the Incliiins having re- 
sided there from very remote ages 
]);Ht: — here a tew Indian cemeteries 
may he seen, but they are never 
large; and when opened, ten chances 
to one but some article is found, 
which is of European origin, and has 
heen buried there within a cemlnry. 

An Indian's grare may generally 
be known by the manner in which 
he was buried, which was either 
in a sitting or an upright postnre. 
Wherever you sec a number of 
hole§ in the earth, without any re- 
gard to regulanty, of about a ibei 
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flod a half id duiaieter» there, by 
di^in^ a few feet, yon majr iniJ un 
Indian's renaains. The friends of 
the deceased generally hnried with 
him some arlicle of whicli he had 
been lond in his life-time; with tlie 
warrior his battle axe, his bow and 
arrows; with the hunter ih.d kind 
of game, of which he had been the 
fi^ndett, or the most successful io 
taking; hence the skeleton of the 
bearer, or the otter is found in the 
grave of the one» and the remains of 
tiie deer or the wolf in the grave of 
another. One bad most signalized 
himself by taking wild fowls, another 
by rishiri!:; tlio remains of the turkey 
arc found in the grave of the for- 
mer, whilst great nuDil)< rs of mus- 
cle shells are placed unda* thehead 
of the latter. 

Aniiquilit^ belonging to people of 
European origin, — The first Euro- 
pean nation who visited tlie territory 
now included within our limits^ were 
Ike French. At exactly what time 
tbejr first traversed Lake Erie, is 
not kno^vn to the writer, but we do 
know* from authentic documents, 
that the French had lara;c establish- 
ments in the territory of the six 
nation?. A qtiarto volume in Latin, 
wntLon by Francis Crcuxines, a 
jcHuit, was published at I'aris, in 
ItJtil, ciilitled '* ilietoriu Canadensis 
seu NovsB Frajiciae, libri decern, ad 
aanvffl osqee ChrisU MDCLVf.** 

stales* that a French colony was 
astablisfaed In the Onondaga terri- 
lory, about the year 1656, and de- 
•cribes that highly interesting coun- 
tey. {A long quotation from the 
French author is here omitted.] 

From this time forward, the 
French ai <j known to liave traversed 
the upper lakes and their tributaries, 
as well as the Ohio and its waters, 
under Lu Saile, Father Henipcn and 
others, in going to and returning

from the valley of the Mississippi^ 
Like other £ttropeans of that day» 

they took possession in the name of 
their sovercin:n, of the countries 
which they traversed, and nnt un- 
freqnently left some montimcnt of 
having done so, especi;dly in the 
mouLhs of the larger stream?, at»d in 
or near Ihc most remarkable caves, 
ancient forts, and tumuli. At $ome 
of the most remarkable places wbicli 
they discovered, after singing « Te 
Deum,*' they affiled the arms of 
France to some tree, deposited ^ome 
coin or medal in an ancient work, or 
in the mouths of the larger streams. 
Tonti, a Frenchm:}n, w ho nccompa- 
nied La Salle in his tirst expedition 
from Canada to the MissiS'.ippi, in- 
forms us, in HO account of th;»l ex- 
pedition, published at Pun-, in A. D. 
1697, that the arms of France were 
fastened to a tree, Te Deum'* 
sung, formal possession of the coun* 
t|[y taken in the name of Louis XIV. 
several huts built and surrounded 
by an intrenchment, at the moutb of 
the Mississippi. Similar ceremonies 
were gone Uirou2:h at the mootha 
of the Ohio, \V:dnish. and Illinois. 
The'jp thinii^s we Irani from authen- 
tic docnmejits published at Paris, in 
tlie 17th century. Is it 8trdn;;e, 
then, that we find similar monu- 
ments, medals, ^c. at the mouths 
of the Great and Uttle Miami, the 
Scioto, and especially of the Mas* 
kingum ? or that the same people 
should deposite some medal in Iba. 
most remarkable ancient WOCks ? 
That the French did so at aomft 
places, U.eir own writers, such as 
Father ffenipen, Tonti, Jontel, and 
oth ers, prove ; th'it such medals^ 
coin'^, and monuments have been 

found at other places^ ^ ft^'ially 

certain. 

A medal was found lu the mouth of 
the Muskingum several years siuce, 
by the Lite Hqbu Jebiel Gregoiy- 
It was aroand baft jtbia plate wmA 
lavecal taches in diameter; epiiM 
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tide of which, I wag iuformeil by 
Jfudgp Gregory, was the name of 
the rif er in vhkh it kjr» ^* Petit 
belle reviere,'* and on the other, 

Ludovicoa XIV." and dated in the 
reigo of that French king. 

At Porfcfmouth, which is at the 
mouth of the Scioto, a medal was 
found «;omp year? >incc, in alluvial 
earth, hy a Mr. White, several Icet 
lieloiv the surface, which probably 
belonged to a recent era of time. 
This medal, I regret to state, is not 
in my possession, but that regret is 
alleviated, ioaamiieh at it baa been 
described to ne by tlud ineitipiable 
ciCizeni Miyor Gen. Lucas, now of 
Piketon in this state. This medal 
was masonic, having a hnmao heart 
OD one side of it, with a sprig of 
laurel growing out of its upper part. 
On the other side was a temple, with 
a cupola and spire, at tho summit of 
which was a vane in tJu' shape of a 
h;iir moon, and there was a star in 
front of the temple. This medal 
had Roman- letters on each side of it, 
bqt wbat they were. General Lucas 
bas lbff|[Otteo,<«4he7 were probably 
abbreTmtions. Tbat this medal Imd 
a EiiropeaBr and probably a French 
origin, I very little donbti end hit* 
longed to an ere of time not very 
remote. 

In IVumbulI county, several coins 
were found iiearan ancient work, not 
many year^ since, wliich for a time 
excited cuusiJeruble curiosity, until 
they were exaraineil by the governor 
of this state, AAer the earth, which 
adhered to these coins, was cerefiilly 
lemored, it wa» discovered that on 
one side of tbom was *^Goorge H." 
and QB the other Caroline," and 
dated in the rei|^ of those Britiab 
pfiaced. 

In Harrison connty, 1 have been 
credibly informed, several aieclals 
have been found near an ancient 
work, evidently of European origin, 
and belon^ino;; to an era quite recent, 

cpmpficed witii that of the work in 



which they were foumi. They had 
on them the name, and were dated ia 
the reign of one of the **CRaftLKS*s.*' 
. ^ear the mouth of Darby creek| 
which is a considerable tributary to 
the Scioto river, a Spanish medal was 
found in a good state of preservation, 
from which we learn, tliat it was 
given to some fjithfnl adhcretit by 
a Spanish admiral, with whom L)e 
boto sailed, and 1 andt d in i* lorida, 
in A. D. 1588. 1 here i-. nothing 
very wonJciiui to account for this 
medal's being found ou a water de- 
scending into the Golf of Mexico, 
even at snch a distance from the 
sppt where De Soto landed, when it 
is known, tbat an exploring party 
sent out by him never returned, nor 
were heard of al\erwards. 'i'his 
medal might have been brought and 
lost here by the person to whom it 
was presented; or by some Indian, 
who had rather have it in his own pos- 
session, than inhis prisoner's pocket. 

bvvords, gun-barrels, and other 
implements of war, have been found 
along the banks of the Ohio river, 
which bad been left there by the 
French, when they had forts at Pitts* 
bui^, Ligooier, Vincennes, kc* 

The traces of a furaace of more 
than fiAy kettles, iboad on the south 
side of the mountain on the Ken- 
tucky side of the Ohio river, af 
Portsmouth, about three miles •soulh 
of that place, appear to me to owe 
their oi i^in to the same people, and 
belong to the same era ul time. 
Several Roman coins, said to have 
been feond near NasbviUe in Tan- 
nessee, bearing date not many cento- 
ries after the Christian era, have 
excited some interest among the an- 
tiquarians. They were either fonod 
in the cave, where they had par* 
posely been lost, or what is inore 
probable, they liadbeen left there by 
some European, since this country 
was traversed by the French. 1 hat 
a Frenchman shoubl have in his 
posflfsaioa a iaw Koiaan QumH) <^^d 
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that he should depoeite th( m in a 
remarkaHle cave which he discover- 
ed in his travels, has in il nolhing 
of the marvellous. That some per- 
sons haire purposely hH eoios and 
medals, either to cares, which tbej 
koew were about to be explored, or 
in mounds about to be opened, is a 
Aictwell known to ha?e occurred at 
eereral places in the west. In one 
word, ! will venture to aver, that 
there never has been fonnd, cither 
a coin, medal, or moniiment, either 
in this or any other state or territory 
of the union, having: on it one or 
more letter or letters, belonging to 
eny alphabet ever in use among the 
haman race, which did not owe 
its origia to Europeans, or their 
descendants, and has been brought 
here since the discovery of America, 
by Christopher Columbns. 

Antiquities which belong to that 
people, who erected our forts and 
TvmjiA. — These include those nu- 
merous and Romefimcs lofty mounds, 
those military works, whose walls 
and ditches cost so much labour, 
and owe their origin to a people by 
far more etrilized than onr Indians, 
and, at thsisame time, by far less so 
than Earopeans. Concerning these 
works, much learned dost has been 
east into the air, by the most learned 
combatants; and this too, has gene* 
rail}' been done by men who never 
saw one of the works themselves. 
These works, though belong:ing to 
people ori&;inatiogfrom one common 
stock, are spread over an immense 
extent of country, covering a con- 
siderable part of Europe, and the 
northern parts of Asta« They are 
Ibund in England, Wales, Scotland; 
and Ireland,— 4n ancient Greece, 
the Holy Land, Scandinavia, erery 
part of Kassia, all the way to Beh- 
ring's Strait, across American 
continent, from thence along the 
southern shores of the great chain 
of the upper lakes and their outlets, 
as 6ff to the eastward 91 the £lack 



river country, at the east end of 
Lake Ontario From thence, we 
trace them in a south-western direc- 
tion across this state and down the 
Mississippi to the Mexican Gnlf^ 
around it, through the province of 
Texas, and all the way into Sooth 
America; increasing in number, size, 
and grandeur as we proceed. They 
are interesting on many accounts, 
whether we consider the immrn^e 
extent of country which they cover, 
— the great labour which they cost 
tl>eir author**, — the acquaintance 
with the arts which that people had, 
compared with our Indiaos^^tbe 
graodeor of many of the works then* 
selves,-^he total absence of all bis* 
torical records, or even traditionarf 
accounts respecting the people who 
erected them, — the great intereel 
which the learned have taken in 
these antiquities, — these are some 
of the rea'ions which have induced 
the writer to bestow no small share 
of attention upon the labours of a 
people no loniror found in North 
America. 1 he&e ancient works 
were intended for many, and very 
different purposes; they were once 
forts, camps, watch-towers, towns, 
villages, places of armament, habita- 
tions of chieftains, cemeteries, teni* 
pies, altars, monuments, kc, 4l 

[Here between tbir^ and for^ 
pr!ge«, employed in describing these 
works, accompnnicd with dias^ram 
sketches of the lort?, i^c. kc. are 
purposely omitted. After describing 
all the others, there follows a de- 
scription of the conical mounds.] 

Conicid mounds. — These are of 
two species, of earth or stonn. 
The former, were intended to an- 
swer many sacred and inaportant 
porppses; thejr were used as sepul- 
chres, altars, and temples. The 
accounts of these works found in 
the scriptures, show that their origin 
must be sought for among; the aatedi- 
luvians. That they are very ancient; 
that thej were places of boria^ pub- 
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lie raoH aad wershta, is proved 
iMyond tb« shadow or a doubt, bj 
all the mMtancieDtheathen wiiten. 
Homert one of the moet ancieot, ai 
well as the greateat poet of anti- 
^aitj, fre^eotly mentions them in 
his immortal poem. He particularly 
describes the tumulus of Tytyus, 
and the spot where it was. Id the 
first ages of mankind, a sepulchral 
mouod of earth was raised over the 
remains of the illustnous dead. 
FroiD ihdt Liuie forward, lbt5 mouod 
became an altar whereon to offer 
sacrifice, and aroand which to cele- 
brate games of athletic eiercise. 
These offeriiigs, end these games, 
were intended to propitiate the 
manes, to honour and perpetuate 
the memory of the mighty dead. 
Frudentius, a Roman bard, has said: 

Ettoi templa Deum, quot in urba lepulduat 

HeruuiQ iiumcra iicet. Prud. lib. 1. 

Need I meotion the tomb of An* 
chides, which Virgil has described, 
with the games there exhibited, and 
the offerings there presented ? or 
tihe sanctitj of the Acropolis, where 
Cecrope was inhnmed? the tomb 
of the fiither of Adonis at Papbos, 
whereon atemple dedicated to Venus 
Was erected ? the grave of Cleoma- 
chui, whereon ^to-id a temple dedi- 
cated to the worsbip of Apollo ? aud, 
finally, 1 wouid a^k the class iciU 
reader, if the woni^ translated tomb 
and temple were not at first used ad 
synonymous terms, by the poets 
of Greece and Rome f Virgil, who 
wrote in thedaysof Avi^istns, speaks; 
of these tumuli, as being as ancient 
as they were sacred, in his time« 
Who has forgotten those words, the 
reading of which gai'e him so much 
fleaanre in his boyish days: 

— — tumu!um aDtiqun Cemit, sedumqua 
Micratam veoiiuus. Jf.n. lib. ii. ¥. 742.

The reader haTing become ac- 
quainted with manjr oif the ancient 



works found in this country, natu- 
rally inquires, who are their authorsi 
from whence did they emigrate t at 
what era of time did they arrive ? 
how long did they continue to in- 
habit this territory ? at what tim^ 
did they emigrate firom hence ? where 
are they now, or what finally becaoxe 
of them ? The?e questions have been 
asked often uilhin the last thirty 
years, as often answered, but not 
alvvHjs satisfactorily, to those espa* 
cially who demand pi oofs amounting 
to mathematical certainty. Persona 
of this class need not give themselvee 
the useless labour of reading thtt 
remaining part of this article. The 
nature of the subject does not admit 
of proofs egual to mathematical de- 
monstrations, nor will the liberal, 
the candid and more enlightened 
portion oi my readers, demand such 
proofs at my hands. But, if a6jo/ule 
certainty be not attainable on this 
subject, yet it is apprehended, that 
a recuonablc degree of certainly is; 
by obtaining a morough knowledgn* 
of the geology and botany ^ tha 
country, where these woflcs af« 
found; by a careful eiamination oC 
the skeletons of the people theme 
selves; their dress; their ornaments, 
such as bracelets, beads, and badges 
of oifice; their places of amusement, 
burial, and worship; their dwelling 
houses, and other buildings, and the 
materials used in their structure; 
their domestic utensils; their wea- 
pons of offence and defence; their 
military fortrewes, their Ibrm, sixe* 
and peculiar structure; and their 
medals and monuments intended to 
perpetuate the memory of important 
events in their history. These are 
the fragments of history, Bacon 
would say, which have been saved 
from the deluge of time. I hou^b 
the ship and her whole crew huve 
been lo^t, yet these articles hare 
been saved from the wreck. Let. 
us examine them with a view to as- 
certain, if possible, the oamea of the 
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enpt iin and crew, their places of 
departure and destmatioo, the be- 
giniiing aad ending of their dbaitrons 
Toyage. It will be neceMary ebo 
to imtHiite comiiarisons betweeo 
irhtiever belongs to this people ifnd 
rniy other, either of aocient or tto« 
dera times, either now, or hereto- 
fnrf inhnbiting; this or aoj other part 
of our globe.

' fttti en iden bes been adTenoed, 
eoneerfiing the authors of these 
works, which I feel mj^elf bonnd 
to notirpr^ — " that al! our antiquities 
owe their orii;jn to the ancestors of 
Our present race of Indians.'* Had 
not this opinion oriijtnatetl with some 
great and ^ood men, the foundation 
on which It rests is So frail, thftt I 
iiefef shotild trouble myself to re- 
Atoit. Tbeee writers eontead, that 
tiMs faftmense nemher of forts in this 
eotttttry (for nefer' hamg been 
here, they know of no other andent 
works) proves that civil wars among 
tho 'ipvpral savage tribes ra^ed to 
that degree, tnd continued during 
^ch a period of time, that their 
numbers Were to thinned and them- 
selves so scattered abroad, tiiai Irota 
the shepherd, they reverted back 
to the hmtter«Mte of society, and 
entirely forgot ihose arts, which 
dnce they knew. I gtf« any own 
words, hat the ideas of these fandfol 
writers. ' 

First,' the a, as to the tramber of 
fbrts ; where arc they, in thi«? vast 
ronntry, more extrn«?Tve th^n all 
Europe ? South of Lake Ontario, 
belonging to tins ]-iropfe, there are 
two, one Tiot tar from Sackef s Har- 
bour, aiul another at Oxlord, on the 
Chenango river.

west, we tiod none of any note, if 
any, until we arrire at the mdtb of 
Catarangtts Creek, a water of Lake 
Erie, in Catarangas Coanty, io Che 
Stete of New-Tork.

And 
there is tu be a row of forts; pa- 
rallel to these, as if built to protect 
the western from the eastern con- 
tending people. Travelling to the 
west, on what was once the margin 
6f the h(ke, three niilea or more 
soath of Its presettt shore, and aera* 
rat haadred feet above its present 
sarface, we fiad a nniiid fort at Sa- 
lem, InAshtobola County. Going 
to the Bonth-west, nearly two fano* 
dred miles, we find three «o con- 
nected, i\9 to form h\]t one military 
work, at Newark, on the head wa- 
ters of the Licking, a w,4ter of the 
Muskingum. Nearly fifty miles 
south-westerly from Newark, we 
Add two remarkable forts so con- 
nected, as to make bat oaa wiwk af 
defence, at Cifdevitte^ on the Solo* 
to. There are several more not 
far from ChilHcothe, eighteen miles 
south of Circleville, and a stone fort 
on Point Creek, twelve or fourteen 
miles from ChiUicnthe There rire 
two or tliree on the Miamies. one 
at the mouth of the Scioto, and ano- 
ther at the mouth of the Muskin- 
gum. Where, then, is the immereee 
number of forts ? Are there one 
fanndred separate miKtdry works, 
{hm the Kocky Moutttoins to the 
Alle^anies, from the Upper Laim 
to the Gulf of Mexico? lfso,wk«re 
are they? And these worito^'harwe 
shall endeavour to show, w^i^ 'at 
least two thousand years in bttlldtog. 
Where then nre the melnncHdlj 
proofs, so feelmgly described and 
deplored, of the destructive ciril 
wars among the savaj^e tribes ? fs 
it in the number of forts? Were 
there ever, in all North Aialtica, 
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one hundred real ancient foils ? 
Whero are tliey ? Thcy are not 
between tlie Allei^hanies and the 
Pacific Ocean, Lake Erie and the 
Gulf of Mexico, a territory in 
breadth, frotn nortli Lu south, of 
twelve handred mUei ie extent; 
in length, from east to west, of two 
thooMod miles. By attaming facts 
existing only in the writer's owq 
itnaginatioo, he can prove whatever 
he pleads. Having pulled aivay the 
main pillar on which this ari;:uraent 
rested, the subject might be dis- 
missed, but we choose rather to lay 
other prootis before the reader. 
The^e fanciful writers have said 
that, the Indians, by being en- 
gaged in long and destractive wars, 
lost entirely the knowleJ^e of those 
arts which once they knew." This 
argament admits a fact, which is 
incontrorertible, and that is, the 
people who erected our ancient 
forts nnd tumuli, were further ad- 
vanced J 11 thp useful arts, than the 
l^re^rrit race of Indians. Thcu orks 
still rern.uiiing oi tlial people, prove 
tins: their forts, their mounds, their 
altars, their deep wells, majny of 
them dug to the depth of twenty 
ISbet or more, and sunk through the 
hardest rocks fonnd in this country; 
the walls of the fort on Paint Creek, 
built of stone to the height of ten 
feet; Iheir potter*' ware, of nice 
tvorkiaanship; their numerous orna- 
ments of copper and silver; tlieir 
stone axes, of nicer wurltnianship 
than any belonging to indiausi their 
ivory beads; Uie tool used in the 
manufacture of shoes, now before 
me ; their numerous smiths* shops 
on Paint Creek, and at other places; 
and finally the skeletons of the peo- 
ple themselves found in our mounds, 
all, all tend to establish the fact, that 
these antiquities belonged n6t to the 
ancestors of our Indians. Dul the 
Indians manufacture silver, copper, 
or iron ? these people dul. Did 
fndians ever construct u Ibrt like 
Vol. ir.— No, Tt. i 



ours ? if 80, where is it ? Uid thcy 
ever bury tlieir dead in a conical 
mound of earlh .' if ^o, show us the 
mound. But these wnltii say, tfie 
Indians tbrgot the arts, which once 
they knew.'^ What arts ? vvl>y ihe 
art of constructing military works 
of defence. Where is the people 
in the wide world, who forgot those 
arts, on the knowledge of which 
their safety, nay, their liTOS, da* 
pended ? fiy being engaged in long 
and sanguinary wars, they \o^{ their 
knowleilge of the art of war ! I ! 
People ordinarily would have con- 
cluded, that ll>e longer any nation 
were engaged in n.ir, llie greater 
kiionletige of that destructive art. 
would be acquired by them. But it 
nuy be said, nay, it has been said 
already, ** that Carthage and Tyre, 
fiabylon and Perse polls, are monu- 
ments of the truth of the proposition 
again-st nhich I am contending." 
But arc they ? It i^ a well known 
fact, that when these places were 
dcFtroyed, their inhal itants were 
ealicr destroyed or dispersetl m 
foreign lands. The Arat>s who in* 
habit the spot where Carthage stood, 
according to Captain IUley*s Narra- 
tive, are the same people which they 
always have been.

tined to descend with accumubting 
honours through every coming gene- 
ratioo; and when the first race of 
statesipen, orators, and heroes had 
departed* she might have been heard 
to speak of men still left behind, 
worthy to protect and transmit the 
rifrhts and privileges received from 
tbeii lUthers. is it possible that our 



roiititryraen can look upon the broad 
and expanding empire, in which it 
islhoir happiness to have hern born, 
and iliiiiiv iijKMi the admiuule insti- 
tutionis undci which they live, and 
the wealth and strength by ivhich 
they are surrounded and protected, 
and witness the monuments of art, 
and the trophies of science, which 
are every where rising aronnd them,^ 
and still feel occasion to searrh fr)r 
arguments to confute the foolish 
assertion that man has degenerated 
ia these western climes ? Nay, not 
so. But rather, if to have made 
more abundant provision for liie 
security of civil rights and social 
enjoyment, thau any former age has 
witnessed, can constitute a claim to 
the noblest attribotes of Imman na* 
ture, let us confidently declare that 
man, instead of degenerating in this 
new hemisphere, has ascended al 
least one step higher in the scale of 
his true dignity, and that he seems 
here destined to achieve bis purest 
triumphs.

from the Britis^h funds to the Fuhueu 
SoctetT* which in consequenee dis- 
persed a laiige quantity of Danish 6i* 
bles and New Testaments, through 
Norway, Hobteio and Jutland: and 
50/. was applied by Mr. HendenO'), 
as the Society *s agent, to the pur- 
rha e of Bibles and Testaments, f r 
dii^tribtrtiori, as occasions mi2:ht otTer. 
He procured also, ar< or(hni? tn his 
instructions iVoiu LoihIou, .iOO copies 
ofthe Greculandish New Testament. 
These steps were only preliminary 
to tbe formation in May, 1814, of a 
National Society at Copenhagen, 
under the patronage of the King of 
Penmark, of which his Excellency

But a^ the de- 
mand for the scriptur#»s soon exceed- 
ed ihe pow' r of the Nf-w Institutions 
to satisfy i', the Committee ordered 
out a supply, ,and agreed with tbe 
Copenhagen Society to print an edi- 
tion of 10,000 copies of the Danbb 
Bible, contributing itself 5001. to 
the expense. In Su» field of t-xer* 
tion, the cause has been grcatlj 
indebted to Mr. Henderson, who 
assisted in laying the foundations of 
the Xnfional Society, who visited 
Iceland lor the purpose oi di-tnbut* 
in^the scriptures therein iiiio, and 
was afterwards extremely useful to 
the Holstein auxiliary. * 

Measures etju dly successful were 
pursued in the adjoining Kingdom 
of Sweden, through the instrumen- 
tality of the able and eidi^^htened 
coadjutor of the British Society, 
Dr. Brunmark. By bis assistance 
three new Societies were established 
under the de«i2:nation ofthe (iotheo- 
bur^h, ihe VVe^teraii, and the Goth- 
land Bible Societies, which were 
patronised by the Bbhops of the 
several Diocess, where they are 
situated. This was inunediatelj 
followed by the establishment of a 
Society in the metropolis, under the 
patronage of the Kins; and the Crown 
Prince (now Kin^j of Sweden), who 
£::r:iriousl}' consented to be the first 
honorary Member. 'J'he pro. ocd- 
inj^ at Stoc Lholm were distinguished 
by gri-at activity and judj^ment, and 
the British Society supported by se- 
veral donations, amounting.to lOOOI.

CoMtentine. Nor has it stopped 
here ; the excitement which has 
been experienced amongst the Na* 
tioDs wnder the immediate influence 
of the Empire, on the borderij of the 
Caspian and Black Sea, has proiui^i il 
the most extraordinary effect on ihe 
Heathen World. 

It would be tedious to describe 
p«rtie«ilMrly the establlshnent and 
operations of the different auxiliary 
Societi<Ss, which were formed at 
IbMGOW, and other important and 
coiiirevient situations in the Empire; 
while the British Society, in the 
lang^tiage of one of it<; Report^, \vi« 
content to fan the •i;oiit rous dame, 
which ha(i boon kunMr i,'* and to 
a««ist the national ami .uiiliated So- 
cieties, with iiuch donations as ila 

fiiiMls wonld admit. 

The Rev. Mr. Pinkerton was 
deputed in the summer of 1816, 
with credentials^ from Prince Galit- 
zin, by the approbation of the exalt- 
ed Monnrch (whose distinguished pa- 
tronage ofthf^ S'.rjfify has immorta- 
lized lii:n ;i:ni)ii<rst ih; benefactors 
of mankind to make a lour throu£;h 
the southern provinces of the Em- 
pire; which, with the Germanic part 
of his Mission, comprised an extent 
of nearly 7000 miles. His narratire, 
t#hieh is one of the most interesting 
documents on the records of the 
Society y is replete with truly gratify- 
ing intelligence. He visited the Com- 
mittees at Mo':row, Voronez, The- 
odosia, and Kamencz. and wad high- 
ly pleased by their zeal and activity. 
He then proceeded to the Don ( os- 
sacks, where a Society, under the 
patronage of Connt Platoff; and com* 
mandiag the most promising support, 
was projected. Thence he directed 
his course to the Crimea, and was 
present at the formation of the Tauri- 
diao Society at Sympherpole; a mo- 
twk wildi comprehending a population 



of 200,000 Mahomedans,and 100,000 
Christians and Jews. Serenty-sit 
Mahomedans and ftte Jews subscri- 
bed to this establishment It has 
since been joined b} the Greek 
Metropolitan, and several persons 
of distinction, at Sivastopole in the 
Crimea. Odessa, a flourishing city 
in that vicinity, possesses ^eat fk- 
cilitie** for conveying: the Scriptures 
tliruugh all the maritime parts of 
northern Asia. Mr. Pinkerton, pur- 
suing his important tour, founde?efy 
where the population of the country 
animated by his presence, and the 
fields ripe for the bar^ e^t. An im« 
portant Society, called the White 
Russian Auxiliary, was established at 
Mo^hiley,at the formation of wliich. 
the Duke of VVurtemhurg, Governoi 
of the Province, aiid ilie Commander 
in Chiel of a large division of the 
Russian army, Prince Barclay de 
Tolly, assisted, with a Bomarous 
luite of Generals and Officers. In 
Poland also, Mr Pinkerton had th^ 
satisfaction to witness the formation 
of a National Society at AVarsaw, 
under the patronage of the Emperor 
of Russia, then on the spot, to n hom 
liie cause is so extensively indebted, 
and who consented to become Patron 
of the new Institution, of such incal- 
culable importance in that quarter. 
Measures hare since been adopted, 
for the formation of Societies at 
Cracow, Cherson, Grodno, PemaUj 
and Fellen in Lironia. 

Of thirteen editions of t^e Scrip- 
tures, in whole or in part printing 
in Russia, eight have been comple- 
ted, and some nearly finished at the 
period of the third anniversary of 
the Russian Society; 87,000 copies 
iiud tssuedj and 174,000 probably 
now. 

The following translationB hare 
also been imide. In the Ch/nMic, St. 
John^ Gospel, the first Book ever 
printed in that dialect. In the Samo* 
gitian (a nation converted to Chrie^ti- 
asity in the fifteenth centur]!), the 
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New 'J'o«tamrnt hy the Catholic 
Bishop ot SHnioiritin. In the MoldU' 
"jtan, a diahict ol motlci n (J reck, for 
that rouritry and fVallachiu^ihe New 
TestHinent. In the Tartar diakct 
at Astriicbao, the Beat of a Bishop, 
Vice Praaidentof thd Society there, 
from whence il quay he diitributed 
through Penia and Georgia, and the 
roiiutries East of the Caspian, the 
Gospel of St. John. Both Persians 
nnd Georgians evince a readiness 
amd even anxiety to rerp\\p the 
Scripture;*. A translation has been 
made aUo, into the modem Russian, 
al the pure suggestion of the tnilj 
illiiftrioafl and benevolent Monaieh 
himtelf. The Holy Scriplarea are 
now drevlating in twenty«five diffe- 
rent langa^gea^ and Tarious new 
trialatinnit are in contemplation. 

In a contemporaneous view of the 
otiicr pnrts of Europe, several of 
the Ciermaiiir states, Prussia, finl- 
laod, and Switzerland, afloitl iottlli 
geoce no less gratifying. A Uic 
tour of Dr. SteinkoplV, contined to 
countries, the theatre of his own 
great and taunorta! exertions, pre- 
aentji a chart, though comparatively 
tmally 03 he bimaelf modestly de« 
scribes it, in the vast sphere now 
occupied by the Society, yet com> 
piehf'nding a population of nearly 
30,UUU,Uu6, pxhibitins for the 
most part an uniform »cene of effl- 
uent I ihoors, under the highest pa- 
tronage; m the cauae of the Bible 
Institution. To notice the new and 
important districts, which have acce« 
ded In its recent progress to this 
epiritnd terrilory,Holland, since the 
establishment of the kingdom of the 
Netherlands, has embarked in the 
system, in ri very exemplary manner. 
Amsterdam is the seat of the Nation- 
al Society, winch is patronised by 
the Prince of Orange. Flourishing 
auxiliaries have been added to it at 
llotterdam and the iiague ; and, ex- 
«laaive of Biinchea and AisoclaHons, 
which f(n eTeiy whM MUiplyiag, 



partjcniariv ni the North, sixty So- 
cieties are already enumerated. \n 
Prn-i>ia.the Bible Society,previoiisly 
fanned in lul4, was converted into 
a National Establishment, under the 
auspices of the King, and the first 
Officers of State; and in one year 
aflerwards, twelve auxiliaries, in dif- 
ferent parts of the PmssiaQ domi* 
nions, were in operation. A Saxoo 
Rihln Sof ipfy also has been formed 
under the i^residency of his Exrd- 
lencv Count iiotfienthal, li)e Mnu!i- 
ter of Religion, th^ pat i nn iixe of the 
Govenunent, aiid an urtiversai im- 
pression in its favour. Mr. Pinker* 
ton, who was present on this inte- 
resting occasion, had preWonsly 
witnessed an event.no less gratifyii^^, 
at Hanover, under the patronage of 
his Royal Highness thg ]>nke of 
Cambridge. ** The Lutheran, Cal- 
vinistic, and Catholic Clergy, joined 
h inds," says Mr. P. ** on this inte- 
resting occasion, to promote the 
good cause; and sonic, though they 
had been man^ year^ teachers of 
the same Religion, in the same city, 
yet had never before had an oppor- 
tunity of speaking to each other 
A Society has been established at 
Brunswick, with distinguished sup- 
port, and another for the Grand 
Dntchv of Berii, rr>n>|iro}iPndint!; a 
district in Germany, equally famous 
for the extent of its JManufartorie*:.

Dr. SteinkuiiiY 
had the fiatts^f ction to assist at the 
for. nation of the Societies at Cleve, 
Oinaburg, Nassau- Homburg, Frank- 
fort, Niece Wied, Wied Knnkei, 
and Koningifield, supported by the 
Ruling Auihoritieaand Sovereigns of 
the Countries. At Osnabarg, many 
of the Catholic Clergy subscribed to 
the Institutiona. To thousands of 
the Catholics in Gerrn inv, according; 
to Profe sor Van Ness, the Bible i- 
only known by name, and OIJ 
men,'' it is «t\id, who had never 
learnt to read, are now desirous to do 
so, tbat Uiey may read the scrip? 
lures,** In varioos other parts of 
Germany, such as at Altona, uniting 
ti»o Hamburg, Bremen, Lubeck, 
ICeckienborg, Swerio* Pomerania» 
&c. Societies have been formed, 
liberally afis-i-ted by the British Soci- 
ety; and various oltiers are in con- 
teoiplation. It is hardly neces^jury 
to slate, that Switzerland takes an 
active and disUu^uished part lu Uua 
gbrious labour of lore. Societies 
are formed at Basle» Schaffbaaiisaa, 
Znrieht ^ Geneva, Lensanne, 
Cbv* Ne«6clmtel, and at Berne, 
]piltri(oised by the Ruling Authoh* 
t^^» Frotestaats and Catholics in* 
di^riminately receive the Scrip- 
ture8,in the German J r^nt h, italiao« 
and Rom irie^'e Lanfl;ua2;es; arid many 
Homau (Jatholic Cler^men have 
been active in the difitrihution of 
them.

From this imperfect glance at the 
operation? of the Institution in Eu- 
rope, on turning; to its progn-^- on 
the other side of the Atlantic, ho 
iiiid it equally gratifying. In the. 
United States, where a Natiooal So* 
ciety vras last year announced, tbn 
cause i» placed on the moot permar 
nent basts; and throughout the terri- 
tory ofthe Ixepublic, the whole fiekl 
is nearly occupied by the most vigor* 
ous and systematic exertions. We 
cannot f lil to observe the wonderful 
ronnoxion of .simple and unlooke^- 
tci event«, which con§pire to awl this 
pitwertul ni.iciiine. In Louisiana it 
hu» been i;et into motion by the most 
ardent zeal, and operates with U 
highly promising influeiiee on tilt 
heterogeneous population of tlmt dis*< 
trict. The Spanish Inhabitants have 
bt-en remarkably pleased with ob* 
taining the New Testament in their 
own language, and the strictest Car 
th©lic8 are wilhni^ to receive it. 
l.oiiisirtfia is on the limits (>t »ri iin- 
ini rise moral wil l, which, with the 
same facility that its plains are irri- 
^aiud by tlic overtlowiugs of its 
majestic river, may be easily und 
abundantly refreshed by <be stoemni 
of American piety and benevolence. 
Id tiie british North American Colo- 
nies, Societies have been established 
at the principal town^,and paiticolar- 
ly at Halifax, under the patronage of 
Sir J. Sherhraok, which has four- 
teen brandies coiuiecied with it. In 
the West ladies. in Jamaica, Antigua, 
and Berbice, bucicties have beea 
formed, and liberal «oiktrib«tioM 
raised even at a meount of great 
public distress. Aecmit cummrnvt 
cations have also, in. this 4|uaflnrof 
the globe, been made to the liaipec- 
tive .Soreroigns of Su Domingo, am! 
favourably received. In Africa, at 
Sierra Lf one, Gorep, St. Helena^ 
the C j c of Good i^»pfc, the Wan* 
riUus, bourbon, and ila dependen- 
cies, Societies have been set on foot 
for the most part under the patro* 
nage of the liuling Powen.

The* rapid increase of iJihle 
SocietieSjWhich has taken place with- 
in these few years, encourages uo 
to entertain the mqst flattering ex- 
pectatioost that their Mature, and 
practical importance will be betier 
nndersteod, and their adoption more 
generally prevail. 

The object of the Bible Society 
js not, as j^onie of its opponents 
have justly perceived, to promote 
the exclusive interest of any Church 
or sect as Partisans in the Christian 
warfare: but thus we may feel the 
most cordial respect and atjtachment 
to any national or particular <estab- 
lishment, and render our exertiona 
aobserviian^tosuchinterests,if within 
our power; yet we may be allowed 
also to direct our views in a sphere 
of charity, into which no particular 
preference of sex can enter, and 
unite with our fellow Christians 
throughout the world, in a system 
which operates with equal energy, 
both at home and abroad. No So- 
ciety, it is affirmed, haa ever existed 
so perfectly calculated to eflect its 
great purpose, which is thus admira- 
bly described in one of its last repoitas 

Having but one otgect in view, and 
that not only simple and intelligible, 
but also involving a duty, which 
Christians of all denominations must 
admit to be of paramount obligation;

In an histor'ml survey of much 
r<»^pert'ihility. p ildi-i^Kvl on this sub- 
ject. It hai bean asserted, on the 
testimony ofexperience derived iVoia 
modern history,* that a Scriptural 
knovdedise ha« iocrea«ed the im- 
provement of Society, and the bleu- ' 
ings of civilization have become pro- 
moted—'** where it most abounds, the 
greatest degree of these blessings is 
enjoyed, and where it scarcely ex- 
ists, the inh.ibitant-^ :\rp. debased by 
super^'lition, and become slaves of 
despotic government.*' For an il- 
lustration of these facts, we need 
oikly refer to the History of Great 
Britain, compared with that of the 
C^tiholic States of Europe. The phi* 
losopber and politician n» doubt as- 
cribe this superiority to other causes^ 
but the enlightened Christian^ will 
never hesitate to trace such moral 
and political improvement to the in- 
fltmnre of that Word, which teaches 
Kings aod Kulers how to •govern; citi- 
zens and subjects how to obey. We 
have no hesitation in affirming^, !hat 
the reign of vice, superstition, and 
slavery, is utterly incompatible with 
the general diffostOD of the sacred 
volume. The enlightened States- 
man, Pbilanlbroptst. and Petriot, 
-mght therefore to feel deeply in* 
terested in the circulation of the 
Scriptures. They alone can pro- 
duce an enlightened and virtuous

population. In such apopuiatiofi. 
the true glory and security of a 
country consists, and in it the best 
and most ciTectual support of legiti- 
mate government will ever be found. 

Such, it is affirmed, upon an intel* 
ligent and candid survey, is the re- 
sult of the historical evidence; and 
testim jny so convincing cannot fail 
to predispose us in favour of a So- 
ciety, which holds out the greatest 
pnir.ticablp mean-^ of diffusing reli- 
gious knowledge, tin- world has ever 
vet known. It micrht be conceived, 
that some of the great ends which 
the Society has in contemplation, 
night be attained through the ex- 
clusive agency of the Mintfters of 
the Gospel. But the Bible So* 
ciety proposes ' only such a co- 
ope ration as will best facilitate 
the exercise of their pastoral func- 
tion?. It cannot be denied, that 
expcrienro has abundantly proved 
the incompetency of any individual 
exerlioiH, to th*> Herculean task of 
our coniplele retormation. But in tbc 
preafcut state of Society, every ii ut- 
lover of his country and maokind, 
must at least feel an anxions hope 
for the success of nny scheme wlricb 
can raise the great mass nf tbe com- 
munity from their present apathy te 
a higher tone of moral and Chri:»tian 
feeling, or put a stop to the in- 
dnlc^ence of all the most malignant 
propensities of our sinful nature, 
amuu^at the proti^-^vors of thesublime 
morality of the Gospel. Bible Soci- 
eties, wherever they have been 
established, by tirst unitiogand bring- 
ing together uie professei firiendi of 
the InstitntioD, have excited die 
curiosity and feeling of others, by n 
▼iew of the successful progress of « 
cause, in which all are invited to 
participate; an interest, wbererer 
they have been established, has been 
generated with many, w hofnmi mcrr 
spectators have become it> aniri}a(cd 
friend*: and never was any mslitu- 
tiOQ more calculated to inspire the 
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hopos, or fi^ratjfy the heart of every 
Sincere Christiau, than the Parent of 
those assemhUes. where we so often 
witneM a miiHitiide of the tiuctfe 
friends of religious truth liiiteniiif 
with devoted atteotioa to the won- 
derful iotelUgence the progress of 
this Society affords from every quar- 
ter of the globe, of the successful 
effort* of piety in accomplishing its 
magnificent dp«!«:n«. From the con- 
templation of such ej^traordioary 



events, they are niiturnlly h d to a 
more intimate ucqiiauitance with that 
book, to which so much eiEcacy is 
hscribed; and fron being readierB,

^r^HE by -Jaws of this society re- 
quire evrry memher to present 
all proper mtormalion, respei tinj; 
the geology and diseases uf tlieir 
respective counties. As far its may 
be consistent with the brevity of this 
address, I shall suggest a few general 
reflections open the subjects recom- 
mended to joor attention by this law. 

Geology is a modem science. 
Among the disthigoished philoso- 
phers of antiquity, we look in vain 
ibr any correct theory of the earth. 
Unconscious of tlte necessity of in- 
vestigating a!! it< component mate- 
rials, to render their theory perfect, 
they directed their attention exclu- 
sively to the study of mineralofiry. 
From this partial view, thereiuie, 
iDecessartly resolted opinions, which 
their respective authors woold have 
blushed to own, had they possessed 
the knowledge which subsequent re* 
searches developed. Theirs may 
be emphatically denominated the age 
of speculative theory. 

It is from this consideration alone, 
that we can ascribe to «5nrh men as 
Burnet, VVocKiward, VVhiston, Leib- 
uiLz, Desoiirtes, Demaillet, Kepler, 
and BuHuii, the hypotheses which 



they respectively supported and pro* 

mulgated to the world. 

]^t. T hat the earth was created 
from tlip atmosphere of one comet, 
and deluged by the tail of anotlier. 

2d. That the world was an extin- 
guished sun, on which the vapours, 
condensing, formed sens. 

3d. That man and all terrestrial 
animals, were originally fish, and 
gradually emerged from the sea. as 
they assumed their present form* 

4th. That the earth, and all th^ 
planetary system, were struck Irom 
the sun, by a violent blow from t 
comet. 

5th. That tb'i jj;]obt^ possessed 
living faculties ; liie inuuntaius were 
its respiratory organs, the veins of 
liuuerai^, lis absqesaes, and the me- 
tals its diseases. 

It is a subject of surprise, that 
opinions so absurd should have been ■ 
embraced by men who bad devoted 
much time to the study of geology, 
and bad traversed a great part of 
the globe in pursuit of a correct 
knowledge of its structure. hut 
although they did not apply this 
knowledge to the most iiil pur- 
pose, hey accumulated a treasure of 
facts, from which posterity drew im- 
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porCaat retoofcet. By these Sam* 
sore vrai eoabled to comiMiice, and 
Werner to complete a system of 
geologQT, which will endure the test 
of scmtn/t and the refolation of 
time. 

In all the branches of science, it 
is important that some pre-eminent 
Pioneer should unfold nature's law, 
to indicate the plain path oi truth 
and simplicity, and to exhibit the 
onity, order, and coomtency, which 
per? ado tho ▼08| Tarieiy of her 
worin* 

By pursuing thia conrae, Newton 
oxphuned the laws of ^gravitation, 
the motion of the planrtb iri their 
respective orbits, and the principle 
which supports and perpetuates the 
universe iii •Mjual balance. It was 
thu^ that Liuueas discovered the 
heautilul orderof the vegetable king- 
dom; traced the Tarioaa cbeaoa, or* 
ders, geaera, species, and variotiet 
of plimta, from their germ to n»ta«- 
ritjt desigooted their aexnal criteria, 
their mode of propagatioD, andfinallj 
completed a system of botany, cor- 
rectly copied from the volume of 
nature. And it was thus that ^Verner 
explored the recp'5«;ps of the earth, 
dinrovered the (hileient strata of 
which it is composed, and traced that 
regular and systematic order whicli 
DHture has every where displayed, 
inaiead, therefore, of n eonmed 
aaaa of rockif eartiM, and minerals, 
wo find a wonderfbl arrangement of 
diversified itrata, each occupying a 
distinct place, and exhibiting to the 
naturalist the beaatifni harmony of 
oniversa! creation. 

Ascending from the interior to the 
gurfaceof the enrih we succe*:^ively 
discover the primjtive,the transition, 
the secondary, and the superin- 
cumbent classes of rocks, each sub- 
divided and deeignalod by charac- 
tera which ha?e been appro? ed and 
adopted by all geologiata. Onided by 
these distinctitre characters, and the 
Ibaail otfanic ronaiaa» which aomo 



of these classes contain, Werner has 
kindled a spark in Germany, whidt 
the indefiitiiTihlc Cnvtcr, in France, 
has aticmented to a flame, that has 
illumined Enropf , and nhed a ray 
upon our western conlinrut. 

In England this science ha« en- 
^ro!«9ed the attention of her literiiti. 
Geological societies have been insti- 
tuted in every partof that kingdom; 
and there b acarcely a rock, a mine* 
rat, or a soil, that has not been 8C^ 
enci6cally described. Hnmboldt hao 
done much in South America, while 
M^Clure, Mitchill, SiUiman, Ctere- 
land, and others, have made great 
additions to the treaturoa of this 
science in the north. 

While European geoloi;ists ac- 
knowledge that this country presents 
the most |»roper theatre for the 
study of geology — that nature has 
here displayed her wofis npon n 
larger scale, and exhibited a more 
regnlar atralification of rocks, than 
in any other part of the globe, we 
tmat that you, gentlemen, will avafl 
yonrsehr ea of these local advantages, 
and rear an edifice to science in this 
state, which will nUo equally surpass 
the structures o( Rurope. 

For what was tirst known of the 
ideology of this state, we are chiefly 
indebted to the Society oi Arts, and 

Sarticularly to the perseverance of 
>r. Mitchill, who, in pnniiance of 
his appointment,explorod both banks 
of the Hodaon, and constderably ex* 
tended his researches into the inte- 
rior of the country. His judicious 
division of that portion of the state, 
into f^ranitical, shi^tic, sandstone, 
limestone, and alluvial tracts, has 
been approved and adopted by other 
geolo^^ists. The internal improve- 
mctit, which is now conducted wiih 
much ardour and entcr|)iiae, m the 
excaTslion of canals, will probably 
develope some ^ those treasures 
which the earth has long concealed 
from the eye and capliS^ of man; 
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the naturalist. The extensive strata 
of gypaum md salt, already diisco- 
vered, are indication!^ of great wealth 
bcoenth oar ioil» and will tiltimtelj 
excite eva^rice to explore, wbat un* 
eided ecience teems wilUag to eft- 
counter. 

M^Clure, an eminent ^olofirist, in 
traveftin^ the State of New-York, 
diicovered strong indications of coal 
in this re^^on ; and, within a few 
mouths, bituminous shale, with coal* 
adhcrins^, has been found in the 
▼icinity ol Troy. This fact, com- 
bined with the peculiar qualities of 
our div ersilied mineral waters, the 
fast quaatllies of aarbootc acid gas, 
which thoae of Ballston and Saratoga 
coQtaio, the heat of those at Leha- 
noo, the aiagular qualities of the 
Harrow|[^te, and the Domeroas sui* 
phureous and other springs in oar 
neighbourhoa<1, indirn^e the opera- 
tion of a powerlut l ibor itory wi' liin 
which may lierealler obtain vent, by 
tome violt tit ( oricij«**«ion, or volcanic 
eruption oi the earth. Perhaps, in 
thi.^ very place, some future Plioy 
will explore the woaden of a re- 
cently formed crater, afcendiDg Uke 
Vetsavios, At>m a pemntala of the 
ocean* This hypothesis is fortified 
by a critical examination of the 
ehaoges which this globe has re- 
peatedly experienced. F;irts, every 
where, prove that the earth has been 
gnc('C«sivf'ly deliii^ed by the sea ; 
and the rrequpni occurrence of ba- 
fl-altic rocks, vvhirh are generally 
dt^eaied oi volcanic origin, are indi- 
cations of the aoeieat existence of 
Toicanoes, long since extlagnished. 
The researches of Cuvier £ife not 
only pro?ed the reality of these 
eoDVolsions, but that they have some- 
times been so sudden and e^ tensive* 
as to iogulph, and forever destroy, 
whole species of aniiu^h.

It may be interesting to remark 
the coincidence of the discoveries 
of this indefatigable geologist, and 
the improred theoiy of this science^ 
with the Mosaic history of the crea> 
tion and delnge. 

T h e i m portent discoveries of Cn- 
vier, afford strong facts to prove that 
the earth had experienced some 
extensive revolutions long before it 
was inhabited by mnn, and that the 
last great convulsion perfectly cor- 
responded in time with the account 
of the deluge. This evidence was 
chielly deduced from the vertical 
position of certain strata, the fossil 
remains of animals, and the entire 
bodiesof the rhinoceros and etepbaat 
being iboad so far beneath the sur* 
face, as to require the lapse of four 
thousand years to cover them to that 
depth. While Co vie r adduces the 
latter fact as evidence of the sudden- 
ness of the convulsion, Kirwan ciles 
it to prove that the deluE^e nai* 
caused by the vast watery ol tlie 
Southern Ocean bursting upon the 
north, nd thus overwhelming the 
world. His reasons are, that the 
rhinoceros, an inhabitant of warm 
climates, was foand in the frozen r»> 
gions of Siberia, two hundred mflea 
from the sea, surrounded by ■mrtna 
exnvie of tropical origin; and thence 
concludes that he was driven bv the 
immense Ibrce of the tlood from his 
native clime, and deposited near 
those mountains of the north, which 
opposed a barrier to this impetuous 
torrent. In confirmation of this hy*^ 
pothe^is, he minutely traces the 
uipremions which this course of the 
waters wonld necessarily produca 
npon the surface of the earth. Ha 
thus acconnts for the conical shape 
of the two continents, and of all 
islands, with their apex to the south, 
which were most exposed to the 
ravages of this irruption, exhibiting 
excavntions on one side, and corres- 
pon<Un'j; proj^M^tioDS on the other, 

aocordiog to the flux and reflux of 
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this vast current. To the same cause 
he imputes the barren deserts of 
Africa, anrl the fertiiity ol lh;<t moun- 
tainous section of country \vhich 
arrested its progress towards ihe 
north. 

But although the speculations of 
philosophy yarj in esplaioing the 
ennse, they nil cenenr in the e^i^ 
denoe of a general delnge nt the 
time designated in the sacr^ history. 
We ought, therefore, to adopt the 
explanation of this history, as- 
cribe it entirely to r miraculous ef- 
fusion of water from the clouds and 
the great abyss. 

From the peculiar appearance and 
arrangement of the diflfcrent strata 
of rocks, geologists have inferred 
that the earth was ongiaally in a 
elite of chaotic solution, or, Mo- 
em expreMes it, ^ withont form, and 
▼Old.*' ETery foek and mineral 
being then comminuted and indis- 
criminately mixed with water, con- 
stituted one great mass of morter. 
Whether these particles were held 
in solution by water or fire, nr- 
Cordin^ to the Neptunic or V olcanic 
theories, is imtnateri il to the result. 
As the heterogeneous irji^reduMU' of 
this iiuid approximated to solidity^ 
they must necessarily settle towards 
Ihe centre, according to their n^spec- 
Inre specific gmnties; thns forming 
the regular stratification of rocks 
every where to be found. During 
this precipitation, many of the hea- 
Tier particles would become entan- 
gled, and remain siifpended in strata 
eridentiy above tlieir natural desti- 
nation. This accounts for the dis- 
covery of some of the metitllic ores 
abOTC the {granite, while the reirnlar 
strata of the mo^l precious metals 
are probably below it. 

Whether this grand precipitation 
was miracnloDsly completed In the 
Mnke period of a siqgie di^, or 
whether it was kft tothe slow opera* 
liott of a natural process^ and by the 
fiat d^ oi creation^ u on- othtr 



occa<!jon«. WMs therefore infendc^r! 
a figurative repre^entntion ol one 
thotisnnd year*?, are questions which 
we are unable to solve. Hut w ith- 
out any diminution of revert nee iur 
The Almiuutv, or detraction from 
the magnitude of the miracle, we 
may consider the Ibllowing rensont 
sufficient to render the latter expla- 
nation more than probable. That 
before the creation of man, time Iftd 
no existence, and The C&r atok has 
always subjected the operations of 
nature to certain uniform laws, which 
invariably control similar cause?, to 
produce similar elfects* through ail 
his works. 

When this process wr)> completed, 
every rock and mineral assumed its 
appropriate stratum : Then was the 
separation of the waters from the 
earth perfected; or, in the words ef 
the sacred historian, then did the 
dry land appear.*' 

In all the researches of geologists, 
no fossil organic remains bare erer 
been found in the primitive class 
of rocks, which or* upy the lowesf 
space to which human investigation 
has ever penetrated : But as we 
ascend to the transition cla«5, the 
remains of aquatic animals begin to 
appear, variously intermingled with 
cryptogamous plants: AscemUngetiH 
higher into the secondary class» we 
find the remains of the highest order 
of vegetable life, the more perfect 
inhabitants of the sea, and the vaii* 
ous species of land animals, succes- 
sively arranged, exactly in the order 
which Moses gives of their respec- 
tive creation.

As we are 
unable to compute the period of time 
necessary to complete the process 
of petrifaction, we may, with more 
truth, ronrludc, that the fo.-!*il re- 
mains of slicll-iish and other aquatic 
aiiimiils, already discovered, have 
been undergoing that change several 
thousand years before the creation 
of man; and as he was the subject of 
the sixth day*s creation, probably 
four thousand vears suhsequeot to 
the shell-fish, suflicient tune has not 
elapsed for the complete peth&c* 
tjoD of hi<? remains. 

The imixji iecL skeleton found at 
Quadaloupe, ib of too ambiguous a 
nature to affect this explanation. If 
that was a real human petrifaction, 
the process may have been accele- 
rated by the pecnliar qualities of the 
suTOunding rock, and, therefore, a 
prepuner to othefs» which time will 
derelope.

Although it is a common opinion 
tliat epidemic disease? originate from 
some peculiar change m the atmos- 
phere, few have ever suspected, 
and none actually investigated, the 
cause of those changes, beneath the 
surface of the eaith. Physiciaiis 
have generally been satisfied with 
ascribing epidemic diseases to th» 
yicissitudes of weather, to contagion, 
or to infections miasmata, arising 
from the decomposition of animal or 
vegetable substances. P>iit facts are 
at variance with the former, and 
the latter are too limited in their 
operation to extend their induence 
over a whole coutioeot. Mr. Web* 
ster has, with great industry and 
perseverance, drawn from history 
SQch a compilation of facts, asto in> 
dace a belief that the real source of 
many epidemic diseases miist.be, 
traced to the interior of the earths 
That subterraneous fires are conti- 
nually decomposing the materials of 
that region, and occasionally ejecting 
their gaseous results into ihe atmos- 
phere, are facts corroborated by 
history, and by every volcanic eru^-^ 
tion upon the snrmce. To thia 
source we must impute the emission 
of a dense vapour which sometimes 
overspreads the horizon with dark* 
ness, producing those dark daya 
which philosophers have been una- 
ble to explain. The conjoined in- 
fluence of the celestial bodies, in 
aiding thid effect, and also in the 
production of earthquakes and vol- 
canoes, must be admitted by all who 
adopt the Nevvtom«Ln theory of tides. 
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Whether this inline nee is exerted 
through the medium of gravitation 
or electricity, h Btili enveloped in 
the arcana ol nature. Bat it is an 
biilorical fact, that iucb phenonena 
an succeeded by eptdemic pestileii* 
tial difeases, and probably produced 
by the deleterious gas which accom- 
panies such emptions. This may 
be the origin of those epidemics 
which, from the plai^ue of Athens, 
to the yellow fever of New- York, 
have been the subject of controversy 
in all ages, and which some, uoabie 
to explain, have, therefore, ascribed 
to a divine induence. This may

eratet* 

Perhaps a course of geelogieal 
etperimentat instituted with a view 
to determine tbis inquiry, might re- 
flect much light upon the science of 

medicine, and matermlly irnprove 

the treatment of epidemic dis* 
eases. 

Whether the unequ?»l distribution 
of the electric fluid may not also 
conduce to the production of this 
morbid Influence, is a subject that 
merits investigntion. By Introdu- 
cing electricity, as a powerful agent 
upon the human system, 1 am aware 
of the imputation of oblmerical, 
which this sug^stion may incur, 
from those who hnve superficially 
examiaed this subject; but visionary 
as it may appear, facts abundantly 
prove, that when the atmosphere is 
surcharged with this fluid, the sys- 
tem is 6 Umulaled inlo di»eai>e& ofhigh 
esciteiBent, and that a peculiar las- 
fltude and depression immediately 
succeed its unusual diminution.

We trust that it will hereafter occu- 
py the attention of meflicnl philouo- 
phers, its virtues be more critically 
analyzei^ and the various moile of 
its application, in the cure of disea-

It Is with much satisftction that 
we huTe witnessed the modem im* 
provement of medical science, and 
particularly of prseticid surgery.

And nobody ought to write on 
the Datc^Tree, without knowing the 
two excellent dissertations on it, by 
the learned Spanish and French bo» 
tanists, Cavanillea and Desfontainea. 
This last is inserted at the end of 
the Flora Atlantica of said author* 
and is in the possession of Dr. Eddy, 
of New- York. A variety of useful 
information on this Tree is to be 
found besides in numbprles* modem 
works of botanists and travellers. 

The cultivation of the Date-Tree 
was cainctl trom Africa to Spain 
and biciiy, by the »Saraceas, iUUp 
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years a^, alon^ with the siigar- 
caae anJ or;iiii;i'-tree. '^ince the 
expulsion of llie Alo 'i > fi oai those 
countries, it ha? been greatly ne- 
glected, and confioeii to some peca- 
liar spots, where they are yet cqI- 
tivAteU on a lar^e scale, fnt the sake 
of the leaves, rather than the fruits. 
Those leaves are bleached, by be- 
in^ tied toi;ct!ier in a bundle in the 
fall, and cut in the ««prini;, to be 
employed in the rclii;ious festival 
cf Palm Sunday. U e are told by 
Cavanilles, Swinburne, and in the 
Picture oT \ alciilia, that iuimeiisc 
orchards or forests of date-trees arc 
eoltiTated ia Valencia and Andclusia 
in SpaiB, for that specific purpose, 
which yield a great income to their 
owners, those leaves being sent all 
over Spain for the above purpose* 
The highest degree of cold io tbo.«e 
provinrr«? is about 30 degrees of 
i'ahrrnheit. 

In Sicily / have seen tho-e trees, 
cultivated for the same purpose, in 
gardens and groves ; they are not 
uncommon near P.ih'rmo, I rapani, 
Marsala, Agrigentum, Syracuse, tiC, 
Bnt they are confined to the littoral 
re^on, where the highest degree of 
cole* ^ardly ever eiceeds 32 of Fah- 
rerheit.

are it* associates in Europe, Africa, 
and Asia, cannot fail to be such in 
America likewise. The association 
of peculiar species of trees and 
plants, is one of the safest tokens of 
the practicability of their contempo- 
raneous naturalization, which Mr. 
Darby hn*^ totally ncg;lerted. 

I do II )[ mean to imply that the 
date-trees will hear as good fruit in 
our contin(;nl, as in the eastern, 
'i'here are twenty varieties at least 
known in Barbary; our climate maj 
produce new ones. Even there, it is 
often needful to dry them in part in 
the sun, in order to perfect Ihem, 
and give them a sweet mellow taste: 
we may do the same, or use other 
means. But even if they could not 
bear j;ood fruits, tfie Date-Tree is 
so useful in many oi hor re!*pect», that 
it will be, at all events, a very va-. 
luable acquisition. 

The gentlemen in tlie Southern 
States, who may wish to undertake 
its cultivation, need merely purchnsse 
a few pounds of the imported dates, 
and, after eating them, plant tli# 
stones in a light rich soit or in pots; 
they will easily germinate in a few 
mouths, as 1 have mvself mode the 
expenmont in Sirilv, winle studying 
the germinaiion o^moncKiotyle plants.

The plants are formed in 
the bottom of the mine, by ttie light 
and radiant heat of lui open stove, 
constantly maintained for the sake 
of ventilation. The same letter 
communicated an account of an ex- 
tensive natural hot-bed, near Dud- 
ley, Staffordshire, which is heated 
by raean<? of the slow combtf;^tion of 
coal at some depth below the sur- 
face. From this natiiral hot-bed a 
gardener raises annually crops of 
different kinds of culinary vegeta- 
bles, which are earlier by »(>aiie 
weeks than those in the snrnHindiug 
gardens* 



The Festival of St. Rosalia^ the tuttlar 
sainl of Palermo, From a 'Four 
through Sicily f by George iiu^sclL 

The voluptuous and perhaps mo- 
notonous life of the 111 habitants of 
PaleriM, is internipttd by the an- 
nual /el« of Siiuta Homlia, certainly 
the most brilliant auJ enthusiastic 
display of devotion which exists at ' 
the present day in Europe, Bnt as 
we frequently find at the opera, that 
the splendoar eihibited in the ballele 
and fitei oflen obscures the general 
interest of the spectacle, so in these 
rejoicings, we equally lose sight of 
Santa Rosalia, if, at the enH of the 
fifth day, after a most tutiiuitin>ijs 
processiion, we did not behold the 
shrine oi this holy saint. 

The car upon which this shrine is 
borne is decorated, or rather over- 
loaded with ornaments of every spe- 
cies: itisdmwnbjfor^malea»and 
filled by a considerable nnmber of 
mosiciaos . This eoormons machioe» 
cerjtadBly the richest end most mi^* 
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ficcnteverputin motion, commences 
it'i march on the rir^it day, without 
tiie «hrine. from the Marina, arui 
tremblingly traverses the Cassaro 
from the Porta felice to the royal 
palace, situated at the other extre- 
wAty of tlii* ttroet. A gnwd display 
of fire*worki here takes place, and 
the amiMenieiitof the day terminates 
hy the Coftaro being splendidljf iUo- 
ninated. 

This street, decorated alternately 
with pnrtiros and fountains along its 
whole ienjijth, which is npwiirds of a 
mile, upon a plan ratln r concave, 
presents, on this occa.-ion, a coup- 
Wail of the most pleasin*^ iialure. 
, The people quietly promenade 
the Canaro uotil midnight, wbeo 
the^ retire* and the coaches of the 
noDiU^ arrive and take possession. 
The gravity of the Sicilians is con- 
spicuous during the celebration of 
this festival : they partake of all ita 
gay^^tir-i and pleasures without mani- 
lesting the slightest external nymp- 
toms of deligiit ; and the various 
ceremonies p;i«s off with a perfect 
regularity which never requires the 
iDtarfereoce of the police, although 
upwards of one hundred thousand 
persons .are assembled together on 
the occasion. 

The principal amusements of the 
fecond day consist in their races : 
youths about twelve years of age 
ride tho horses without -;uldle or bri- 
dle, and it is astoni'^hiiiii; to se»> with 
wjiat address they keep their scats. 
Tht horses are assembled and ar- 
raiigetl h^hiitd a cord, where there 
is considerable difficulty to retain 
them : the animals being full of ar- 
dour, and, as it were, conscious they 
are going to contend for the prize, 
•eem to strive to prevent each other 
from getting the foremost. 

Upon one of the senators, who is 
stationed in a species of booth, sound- 
ing a bell, the little jockey ■» iii-^tautly 
mouQt, and &it well advanced towards 
the shoulders, witn their head almost 
reclining upou the neck of the horse. 



At the second sound the cord filh; 
thf li fuses then set oO", and by the 
disctiar/e of a cannon, the people 
are informed that they are on ilie 
way; the crowd immediately opens^ 
and leaves a free passage fbr them 
to pass. Another senator, who is 
stationed at the extremity of the 
course, adjudges the prize. aAer 
which, the little jockey who has been 
successful is carried in triumph, de- 
corated with a njolden eaj^lc suspend- 
ed around his neck, amid the accla- 
mations of the assembled people. 

The horses are eencrally the pro- 
perty of rich inchviduals, and are 
trained and fed the w hole year for 
this express purpose. The races 
occupy part of three dajs; the first is 
between country horses, the second 
between mares, and the third, which 
is by far the most rapid, between 
Barbary foursers. 

i he nmnsements of the second 
day are completed by the car return- 
ing from the ro\al palace to the 
Aiarinay ^t^>ppul;; almost every ten 
paces, in order that the numerous 
spectators may eujoy the music: the 
car, as well as the Canaro^ are again 
most splendidly illaminated. 

'i'he third day commences with 
another race, and the car also re- 
pents its journey from the Marina 
to the palace. In the evening there 
is a grand display of lire-works upon 
the Marina; Jind the buildings con- 
tii:;uous to tlie port, as well as the 
CaymrOy are agniu illumiaated in 
sucfi a superb manner, that, viewed 
from the bay, it tills the imagination 
with the idea of an enchanted city. 

The diversion of the fourth daj 
again commences with the'conrae. 
V\ ithottt comparing these races with 
those which take place in England^ 
jret, from their rapidity, they are 
m no respect less interesting : th^ 
hor-^es trenerally run the whole 
lengtii of the Ca^saro^ which is up- 
wards of a mile, iu less than a minute 
and a half 

The evuuiog ut tius day id par- 
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ticalarly ^istinfiroi^be.d by n spectacle 
alto^^etlter new, and oi which il la 
imposfible to form an idea without 
ba?iQg witnened it. This superb 
spectacle is the illamination of the 
cathedral, which is executed in a 
manner truly eochanti!)^. The tn« 
terior of thi^ rast edifice is so deco- 
rated, that the most pleasing effects 
are procfucerl \\\ m»»rely introducing 
such trilla^ a- tringi's, garlands of 
variou«( colourcil p:jpers, silver tis- 
sue, little pieces of fjl iss, and m iny 
other articles of even less value: 
the wtiole is, however, so well ar- 
- ranged, and the chnrch is lighted 
with so mach taste, that, upon enter- 
ing, it presents to the imagioatioD 
the idea of being within the pre* 
cincts of a fairy palace. 

The fifth and last day is celebra- 
ted by a long and continued jrroccs- 
•inn, which commences shortly after 
tho settin;; of the sun, and contuuies 
till one hour after midnight. it is 
upon this occasion that all the taste 
of the inhabitants of Palermo^ for 
religioas spectacles, is folly devel- 
oped. £Tery confraternity or re- 
ligious order bears in this procession 
a portrait or imuue as lar^^e as life 
of its particular saint. The charge 
of arran^inc; the different toilets is 
wholly left to the nun?, who never 
fail, in dre^sin?; Judith or the Ifoly 
Virgitiy to pay great attention a La 
derniere mode, or, in other word<^, 
to the last fashion imported from 

These representations of the dif- 
ferent saints, enlivened by artificial 
raprSf and ornamented with all sorts 
oi garlands, are carried on a frame 
constructed of timber, which is borne 
on the shoulders of thirty or forty 
men, who consider 'hey are achiev- 
ing their o\vn eternal salvation by 
rarryins; their particular saint faster 
than tliose behind, and thus gaining 
time to make counter-marches and 
evolutions ; at last Santa RoMolia^ in 
her triumphal car, solemiily tn^ 



ver-r^ tlie Cast(tro. The presence 
of ilicir protectress considerably 
increases the universal joy of iiie 
people: as the holy saint approaches* 
every knee bends in pious adoration; 
and thus terminates this most splen- 
did flu of SatUa Ro$alia. 



Description of the eruption on Mount 

Macaluha. HyG.Hussell 

This volcano of air, if we may so 
express ourselves, who-;." efl'e( Is re- 
semble those which iiave fire as 
their principal agent, has its mo- 
ments of calmness as well as those 
of great fermentation and labour. It 
produces, too, like other volcanos, 
earthquakes, subterraneous thun- 
der, and violent eruptions; which 
last have, at times, thrown the mat- 
ter so emitted more than one hun- 
dred feet above the summit of the 
craters. . 

The base of Macaluha is nearly 
circular, and its height i» about two 
hundred and fifty feet, taken from % 
valley which surrounds it. Thif 
valley is, however, considerably 
elevated above the level of the sea. 
Its summit is about half a mile in 
circamference, and terminated by a 
plain, presenting rather a convex 
surtace : it is besides extremely ste- 
ril. On this «ummit are a consider- 
able number of little* conic heights, 
the largest of which may be about 
uinc feet in diameter; autl on the 
highest part of these cones, which 
are in general under five feet, are 
craters, whose depth we were un- 
able to ascertain, being unprovided 
with a plumb-line, or any other con* 
trivauce, by which such a purpose 
could he effected. The soil appear- 
ed externally to be composed of 
clay, rather dry and cracked, and 
the huliou sepulchr al noise, caused 
by the action of walking, excited our 
must serious attention, and reminded 
us that in all probability we were 
then orer an immenae gulf of liquid 
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md, teponted osly by ft thin cover* 

ing of clijy. 

The ioteriort of the craten tre 

moist, and out of them there cod- 
ftfintly ispops n specie*' of brown 
dilutrr! clay» which, after reaching 
the height of the lips or highest 
part of the crater, form*? into little 
demi-globulc^. A few njimicnU iiUer 
tbi<« formation iias taken place, these 
globui * breiikt and the cenfioed tir 
which they retained dispefo itself; the 
diluted clay then runs down the flanks 
of those heights, and extends itself 
mn: . or leas on every side. Upon 
introducing a pole about twelve feet 
Innrr into several of the crater?, we 
found it prodiiced a kind of noise 
not ucihke that of distant thunder: 
we observed upwards of one hun- 
dred iiiid lifiy of thctie craters in 
full action, besides many whicii had 
ceased to throw ap the aipUaceons 
natter, and otir ciemne intoned «s 
thtit their niunber were continually 
▼ftryii^* some, as he said, ** dying 
aiway, and others as constantly 
br<^akii^ forth.** 

It i«i |»enerally believed, that in 
all volcauic rrM]ttions tire acts as the 
principal aijent: in this ofAfaratuha^ 
however, the result i« very .lirt 'i cat; 
for after minute exanuriution, aoi on- 
ly on the summit, but round the sides 
sind base, we could perceive no trace 
ef any svch element having been 
concerned either in the formation or 
working of this surprising produc* 
Hon of nature: neither coul ! we 
4liscover the least particle of any 
matter that had undergone the action 
of fire. We next immersed our 
thcrmotnetrr in 'several of the cra- 
ters, n aurally expecting to tind the 
temperature much higher than in 
the open air; but here also we found 
ourselves greatly deceived, the re- 
Terse being the result of the expe- 
riment. The themooBeter so im- 
mersed, about nine o*clock tn the

The Laplaoders have no idea 
whatever of music ; neither have 
they any nattoaal dance. Their 
tents, with the exception of their 
form, which i« coni( mI sr ircely differ 
from those of otii Knglish jripsies. 
In the ccM^tre i-* ihu (ire-place, over 
%vhich two chains, fistened to two 
tiaijsvcrse bars ot woud, serve to 
suspend their Kettles. These no- 
ma/it L&flanden devour more ani- 
mal food than those who dwell in 
settled habttationSf and cultivate the 
soil: with them* also, the means of 
snbsistence are alwajrs abundant; but 
they are a pigmy swarthy race, of 
sttjntfd <iroHth, and most diminative 
stature, anil by no means to be 
compnr<'H in strength or size with 
tiiose tlinr rfnaurymen ♦vhowork 
harder aiMl idvc worse. When they 
lie down to tileep, they contract their 
limbs together, and huddle round 
their hearth, covered by a nig; escli 
indtvidttsl hardly occupying more 
space than a dog We bad been for 
some lima in this little tent, when» 
observing sometbiag move among 
the l ein-deer ?kins npon which we 
s'^tc, we discovered a wonvin slcep- 
iag close to us, of whose lireseoce 



we were before ignorant: yet the 

diameter of this conical lent, at its 
h:Hp, did not measure more than six 
feet; and its whole circumference, 
of course, did not exceed cis^hteen 
feet, winch is the usual size of the 
Lapland tu^uriumy both in summer 
and winter; although in winter they 
be better fenced against the iiicle» 
mency of the climate. Over onr 
beads were suspended a aomtier of 
pots and wooden bowls. To ibrm 
the entrance of one of those tents^ 
a part uf the hanging (about eighteen 
inclie* it!e at the bottom, termi- 
nating upwanl3 in a point'' is made 
to turn hack, iii upon hinges. Such 
are tin' dweUinsTH of those amori;; the 
LupUiiidtre who .irc called weaUliy, 
and who sometimes possess very 
considerable property. In sddition 
to the hundreds of rsin-dser by 
which they are attended, and to 
whose preservation their lives are 
devoted, they have sometimes rich 
hoards of silver-plate, which they 
buy of the merchants: but lond as 
they are ot' thti distinction, their 
plate is always buried; and the se- 
cret of its deposile i» known only 
to the Patriarch or chief of every 
family. When he dies, the members 
of his family are oAen unable to 
discover tvhere he has concealed it

It consisted «>r nothing more thnn ii 
shelf or platform rai^Ptl hetwcen 
twro trec)*, supported by their stemd 
and overshadow l)\ llieir branches, 
neatly set out with curds and cheese 
as white as the milk from which 
•thej hfld been recently mnde. They 
were placed either in wooden rmtnes 
or on .splinters of wood, or in nets 
banging frooi a pole pl^ed longita- 
dinally over the platform. About 
fift}' y ird^ from the tent were the 
rein-deer, in their enclosures, run- 
ning; about, and apparently tame: 
when we entered tliis enclosure, 
they came and stood by us. The 
males were separated from the fe- 
nales. These enclosures consisted 
of the tranks of fi r-^trees, laid hori- 
Bontally one upon another, without 
being strippfKi of their branches. Iq 
the centre of each enclosure theri^ 
was a ftre burning, to keep the dies 
and moschetoes from the cattle. 
When we first entered, our little 
do;^ put about fifty of tlie rein-deer 
to flight: ttiey scampered off into 
the forest, and ;u quickly letui ued; 
which enabled us to jud^c of the 
aatoniahing speed witli which they 
tnvel, exceeding that of any animal 
we had ever seen: they darted be- 
tween the trees like arrows, and 
over deep bogs with such velocity 
as not to sink through the yieldin^^ 
swrtare. The boy, who h.nl ron- 
dui ted n^, vaulted upon the back of 
ono ot them, having a rein>deer skin 
Jor his saddle, and two sieves by way 
of stirrups. When it is necessary 
to catch any of these animals, it is 
done by merely throwing a cord over 
tlie»9' homs. Some of the females 
were milked; and the women pre- 
•ented us with the milk, warm: it 
was thick, and sweet as cream; we 
thought we had ne?er tasted any

Their horns, covered 
with soft hair, seem to yield to the 
touch, and partake of all the warmth 
of the animars body: this soft catiela 
was now falling off in ribands, which 
hang loose about their ears, leavitig

The soil every where in the 
nciirSbourhood, and throu<;hout the 
parisli ol tlnuntckis, (a town situated 
in Gu°, 30'. N. at the source of the 
river Muonio,) is unfavourable to 
agriculture. It consists of ja;uianJ 
clay^ but chiefly of sand. Never- 
theless, the pastures aroand the 
charch and bailding^ belongi ng to 
the Tillage appeared rich, and were 
covered with good crops of hay. 
Mr. Grape^ howerer, was of opinion 
that ages mr^ht elapse before the 
natives will be induced to pay nny 
adequate attention to the cultivalioa 
ol the earth. The principal obsta- 
cle arises from the fiskeries upoa 
the Norwegian coasts; a great part 
of the yooth, at the age of fifteen or 
sixteen, emigrating to those shores, 
where the means of |absisteDca are 
abundant, and easily obtained; ancl 
the rest adopting the noniade state 
of the La^^mdersy and living after 
their manner. A little barley i*? 
almost the only species of grain 
sown: they have not even attempted 
to sow rj/e, which i- sa commonly in 
use in Sweden; and wheat is ^to- 
gether unknown. The sowing sea- 
son commonly begins in May ; a&d 
the harvest is got in, at the latest^ 
before the end of Augutt; bat some* 
tiaies the growth is so rapid, that it 
tak^ place much earlier. The grain 
w harrowed into the ground by 
means of a wooden rake, or at best 
with an iron hoe, and ih>r crop 
reaped with a sickle. Soruetirnejj 
the whole of the grain used for seed 
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is lost, autl the crop never ripon«: 
in niiddlins; crops, the amount does 
oat exceed the triple or quadruple 
of the seed ssuwti; aud iu the best 
harvi^st, the averat^e may be reck- 
oueci at ubout a seutuple; but such 
seasons are very rare« Hence it 
nutt be erideot, Uwttthe food of the 
satires does not contist in hrtad: 
indeed, the only 6rMMl known tmong 
Ihem is often nothing more than the 
berk of trees. The inhabitants are 
divided into what are called Colo- 
nitt$y or Peasartis^ and Laplanrhrs. 
The former are Fins; and tlie Fin- 
nish Ianfi;udge is uiiiver-aily spo- 
ken, ulLhoufjh the Lajjland lungue is 
every where understood; but in the 
whole parish of EmmidUt there 
wereottlj two women who under* 
•tood Smiduh, The Log-houMes are 
small and low, affording diflferent 
dwelling-places for winter and lUni- 
mer. The winter habiialion is call- 
ed Poerte : it contain:? a hirire stone 
QVCT), without due or ctiinnRV. the 
smoke beiug dispersed throughout 
the room; there being no aperture 
for its e&cupe, exceut through a 
small bole in the roof, or through 
the door*way. In summer, they 
inhabit a house with windows; and 
tiiese frequently have chimneys. 
Almost all the ColotUstt have a cham- 
ber set apart for the reception of 
strangers. Instead of candles, they 
make use of splinters of deal, about 
four feet m length; and these nre 
called PiErtor. The principal means 
of subsistence amuug the Colonists 
are, tish, and the produce ol the 
forests. The Jishin^-season com- 
mences when the ice is melted, 
about the middle of /vas. Then 
they quit their dwellii^, and do 
not return before the end of July. 
During this time they are seen, up- 
I on the banks of the rivers and lakes, 
hard at work with their nets. A 
sini^le net will sometimes enable 
iti owner to procure from 350lbs. 
to 400lbfi. weight of HaiinQn-trout^ 



<• ailed Lnvfir^t, and fiom eii::ht to 
twelve barrels of a specie'? of fish 
called Sabnck, or lesser Lnvarct, 
but the jrreater part of those en*- 
ployed in Jisking do not take above 
lialf this quantity. There are gene- 
rally three men to each net In this 
manner Pike are also caught . Dried 
LagoHfti is used as a sobetitule ler 
bread. Towards the end of the 
^«Ain^-season begins the work of 
talting the fish. Very little $aU is 
Used, to the «^!id a slight decree of 
putrcrartiiin may take place; when 
an acid being then liy j^eneraled, the 
fish becomes, in Hmr opinion, more 
nourishing, and has a better flavour. 
That nurtion which they do not 
keep mr home consumption is sold 
to the Lapptf er it is carried to Mmt- 
gis fair, where they exchange it for 
^rata ; a measure ofjish for an equal 
measure of gram. After harrest, 
the fshing employment is renewed, 
nets bcini; chiefly used; bnt even by 
angling a i;ond fisherman will, in the 
course of the year, catch half a bar- 
rel. of fishi aud in this wjiy, 'iulmun 
are aoraelimes taken. But the li&Liog 
for salmon after the tenth o{ September 
is prohibited; for which a curious 
reason is assigned, that ^' the infcnon, 
now become poor, may return back 
to the sea, and coodu<^ a fresh sup* 
ply of fish up the rivers in the ensu- 
ing year.*' In winter, fishing is 
carried on beneath the ice of cettain 
hikes. 

The produce of the jore.s!s con- 
sists in the capture of rein-deer^ 
which is the most protitable. An 
adroit hunter will, lu bome years, 
take not lese than ten or twelve of 
these anunab. They are caught in 
spring and in autumn. In tpsingb 
when the yielding surface of the 
snow gives way to the feet ef ||m 
rein-^eer^ the hunter pnrsuea tksn 
in skiJrrs, killini^ them either with 
his dart or wiih a gun. After the 
festival of the Firgin Mary, this 
cluise is prohibited ; because the 
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Tfiu'deer arr then !ean, and their 
hides are ol no vaiue. In autumn, 
they are commonljr caught by the 
ie^t, with snares; or they are shot. 
Traps and snares are also laid iui 
foxtit Aoret) whiU^partridges, and 
waUr-fowL 

The manQftctores of a people id 
Bitch an incipient state oi tociety, 
are, of course, little worth notice; 
yet a rery cooaiderable quantity of 
ghe is made both among the T'o/o- 
rnVfy ant! th^ LnplanfJcr:^. This is 
obtained from rein-deer's horns, boil- 
ed down to a jelly during two days 
and a half, and atlerwards dried in 
the shade. From three and a half 
to four portion! of the kom yield 
oneof^lMe. A little lor is also 
Bade, merely suflScient fi>T their 
own coaaomption; the scanty and 
dwindled growth of the forests in 
this latitude not heiog adequate to the 
production of imy greater quantity. 
Anotht 1 produce of the forests is 
tfie foo l they aftbrd for the cattle. 
Il was mentioned to us m a remark- 
able Gircumstance, thai oiuch 
provender is required for the sheep 
asfortheeoapi. The Banker of cMra 
in each €oUmif^ of course, Taries, 
from file to ten, and even to twenty. 
Of duep the re may be found as many 
as fifty. For the maintenance of 
their cattle, hay and dried boogiis 
are used; and, above all, the Lichen 
rangiJerinuSfOT white rein-deer moss, 
without which, however excellent 
the hay be, the cow$ do not yield 
either so much milk, or of such 
good quality. During the nights of 
S l i m m er, the cattle are penned in 
lUdi, called Tirrhas in which fixes 
«re kindled, to keep off the mosche- 
toes, by means of smoke. Prom the 
beginning of June nntil the middle of 
September, they are allowed, during 
the day time, to roam the forests for 
food, ilach co/on 1/ has its ow n iro jp, 
also, of rein-deery from ten to thirty, 
B(iy, and even an hundred. The 
whole of thia autement applies only 



to tliat portion of the inhabitant* 
who arc called Colomsts: of the 
lAtplander^, projuMly so called, we 
shall speak more tiilly ui the sequel. 
By a colonial esidblishment is meant 
nettling more than a farm, support- 
ing semetinses a single family : in 
other tnslnnces, two or three. The 
GoloniMti are either fViilimiiert, or 
bankrupt nomade Lapps, who have 
been ruined by the loss of their 
rein-deer; but whoever is disposed 
to settle in Lapland, haf only to 
choose his situation, provi(1ed it be 
six milcd distant ironi the neare'»t 
Village. 'J lie monicnt he has built 
bis hut, all the laud, including the 
produce of all the lakes, rivers, 
forests, &c. for six miles round, ber 
comes his o#n, by right of posses* 
sion. The Cokmuts pay an annual 
tribute of twenty-nine nx-doUarsto 
the crown: the Xoj»/{m</«r5 pay oidy 
twenty-seven. The 6rst tax was 
fixod ill 1747; the last, in 1791, to 
1 c collected by an equal levy among 
the tnlmtarics, without iHigmentatioa 
or diminution, whether liieir number 
be increased or diminished. I'be 
adoiittlstration of the territorial jus- 
tice, the gathering of the tribute* 
and the annual finr, commence in tibe 
middle of Fe&rtMxry. The two first 
are completed in three or four days; 
but the fair lasts ten days. This fair 
is ranfle by the Tomea merchnnts, 
who ronu' hither to sell tlour, salt, 
tobacco, coarse and fine cloth, hide?, 
hemp, cordage, silver dunking- ves- 
sels and spoons, guns, caldrons, axes, 
&c. The Cbibittfff traffic with them 
by exchanging the skins ofreio-deer, 
foxes, hares, squirrels, ermines, Itc. ; 
also dried pike and salmon-trout, and 
a little butttr^ which the Tomea 
merchants carry afterwards to JVbr- 
way. The distance to Tomea from 
Enontekis Church is 287 British miles 
by land, and 296 by water; tbe jour- 
ney being performed at this season 
of tjie yeju", in slcd^s, drawn by 
rcin-dtcr. The cuuiuaaiiiiies brought 
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for sale bv the Laphndtrt to the 
f;ur at t^uoiuckis consist of rein-deer 
•nd sheep ftkins, aud rein-deer flet»h; 
p$liues, called Lafmmi§$ f booi», 
•hoett giorei; Tiriou* artidit of 
Itirriery* mch m the skiot of wUte 
iod rttt foxes, gbttoBt, narteog, 
Mhiee, otters, and bearers ; they 
bring, aWo, cod and stock fish, fresh 
and frozen, or dried, which thej 
have caught thcinselvei, or bought 

The number of inhabuafjl*^, nt 
present, in the whofe ]>urish of 
Enoniekitf amounts to 870 persons; 
of whick oomber 434 ere malest 
end 436 feoules; that is to say, 264 
GBlpNtUt, aad 608 tributary Lap- 
landers. In this list are included 
176 flurried couple, rtx widowers, 
Dioeteen widows, 170 unmarriedfer* 
sons under the acje of fifteen years, 
and 325 rhildrcu. The ntnnhcr of 
births anuuidly uv\y be averaged nt 
thirty; and ul deaths from ten to 
tiftccu and twenty. In 1758, the 
namber of deaths amounted to for* 
iy-Bvei but this is recollected in the 
country as a veiy reoMrkable cir* 
comstance. A single person, at the 
time of our visit, had attained the 
age of eighty years, which is also 
uncommon. I'he most common dis- 
eases are, pleurisy, fever, pectoral 
disorders, and ophthalmia, in the 
nliole pnri«h of Etwntekis there 
were, ho^vc^ c^, but three })hf»d per- 
sons, and one vi tins nutnlxir became 
so in consequence of the small- pox. 
Hardly one in ten amoi^the Lop* 
litnd«r# have ever had this disease: 
whon once iniected with it, they 
f enerally die, owing to want of pro- 
per treatnient. Their domestic 
medicines are few and simple; and 
it rrmarknhle that the Ixiplan- 
4ltr arc, in !!m« rnspect, more skil- 
ful tlifiii the Coiunists; industriously 
Seeking for such ihin^ as experi- 
ence has taught them lo ur\kc use of 
in disorders to which they are liable, 
both exiecttal aad internal. Quit* 



pkor, castor oil, ctsa f(f lida and turpfn- 
tine dissolved in brandy^ are ron- 
aSidered as the best remedie« in all 
internal eoaiplatiits; and Ibr diaor* 
ders of the bead, or in cases of 
pleurisy, they have reeonrse to 
cupping; or they suck the part 
affected so as to draw blood. Flecd- 
ioj^ is very generally practised; and, 
for this purpose, it is n«!urd to open 
a vein in one of the f*»et. rather 
th'Hi in nnv other part of the body. 
'1 iie clunale, altiiou^h extremely 
fri2;id, is not unwholesome. The 
coldest summer ever remembered 
was that of 1790, when not a sheet* 
of barley, or of any kind of grain, 
was harvesled; even in ihe Sug^ 
of that year the snow remained un- 
melted, and in the same month fresh 
snow began to fall. The annual 
depth of the snnn' v.iries from three 
to four ff'i't Kii'j^hsh. According to 
an averaii:e, founded upon eitr)>f vean 
observation, either rain or >iion' fails 
every three or four day?* tliroughont 
the year. The winds, especially 
in oernnm, are very impetuoos: 
among these, the norift-tMif is the 
prevailing, and the most violmt. 
Whirlwinds have been sometimes 
experienced, but they are rare : for 
the last twelve years there had ool 
been a sin«:le horrirrme. The ap- 
pearance exhibited by the Aurora 
Borcalis is beyond description mag- 
nificent ; it serves to ilhiminatc their 
dark skies in the long nights of win- 
ter: but, what is most remarkable, 
it is distinctly stated, by Mr. Chupe^ 
that this phenomenon is not coaAned 
to the noi^ni parti of the hemit* 
phere, but that its appearance to the 
i9Utk of the Zenith is no uncomnMMi 
occurrence.

Upon the establishment, in this 
city, of the College of Physicians 
n:iH Siirg:eons of the University of 
the State of New -York, n number 
of the .stti.lcuts 'M tho I' diversity, 
eutci tiining the ojanion, that an as- 
so'^iation f;>riued for the pvirpode of 
encmiriiging liberal discussion on 
Medical and Surgical subjects, would, 
io an eoMiettt degree, teod to their 
advanceoieDt in usefbl aoi) * orna- 
meotal koowledge, hehl a neethig at 
the College building, then in Park 
Place, on the 6tb of Decem- 
ber, 1907, with a view of organizing 
them&elvos into a society, for the 
promotion of these important ob 
jects.

vSixteen members of the Univer- 
sity attended the tii i-t meeting of the 
association, and conformably to the 
provisions made in then ronsutution, 
elected their respective uiiicers. 

The Society thus emauating from 
the stiideDta of the State Medical 
School of New*Yorkt fomided by 
the HoDOoraUe the Kegenti, and 
coantenanced and supported in it§ 
endeavoars to promote medical' 
science, by the professors of the 
University, dcd^ircd the Kogents of 
the L'nivrr^iiy, ;uul tlic Professors 
of the C oliege, to be, ever after, ho- 
norary members.
